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LEVITICUS. 


And  the  Eternal  called  to  Moses,  and  spake  to  him  outl 
of  the  appointed  tent,  saying-,   Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  2 
and  say  to  them,  If  any  man  of  you  offer  an  offering'  to  the 
Eternal,  ye  shall  offer  yoar  offerings  of  the  beasts,  even  of 
the  herd,  and  of  the  flock.    If  his  offering  be  a  burnt  sacrifice  3 
of  the  herd,  he  shall  offer  a  male  without  blemish :  he  shall 
offer  it  for  his  acceptance  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent  before  the  Eternal.    And  he  shall  lay  his  hand  upon  4 
the  head  of  the  burnt  offering;  and  it  shall  be  favourably 
accepted  for  him  to  make  expiation  for  him.    And  he  shall  5 
kill  the  bullock  before  the  Eternal:  and  the  priests,  Aaron's 
sons,  shall  offer  the  blood,  and  sprinkle  the  blood  round 
about  upon  the  altar  that  is  by  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent.    And  he  shall  flay  the  burnt  offering,  and  cut  it  into 5 
its  pieces.    And  the  sons  of  Aaron  the  priest  shall  put  fire  7 
upon  the  altar,  and  lay  the  wood  in  order  upon  the  fire: 
And  the  priests,  Aaron's  sons,  shall  lay  the  pieces,  the  head,  g 
and  the  fat  in  order  upon  the  wood  that  is  on  the  fire  which 
is  upon  the  altar:    But  its  inwards  and  its  legs  shall  he 9 
wash  in  water :  and  the  priest  shall  cause  all  to  ascend  in 
fumes  on  the  altar,  to  be  a  burnt  sacrifice,  a  fire  offering, 
of  a  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal.    And  if  his  offering  be  to 
of  the  flock,  namely,    of  the  sheep,  or  of  the  goats,  for  a 
burnt  sacrifice;  he  shall  bring  it  a  male  without  blemish. 
And  he  shall  kill  it  on  the  side  of  the  altar  northward  before  1 1 
the  Eternal:  and  the  priests,  Aaron's  sons,  shall  sprinkle 
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LEVITICUS,  Chap.  L  II. 


its  blood  round  about  upon  the  altar.  And  he  shall  cut  it  12 
Into  its  pieces,  with  its  head  and  its  fat:  and  the  priest 
shall  lay  them  in  order  on  the  wood  that  is  on  the  fire 
which  is  upon  the  altar.  But  he  shall  wash  the  inwards  13 
and  the  leg's  with  water:  and  the  priest  shall  offer  it  all, 
and  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar:  it  is  a  burnt 
sacrifice,  a  fire  offering,  of  a  pleasing-  odour  to  the  Eternal. 

And  if  the  burnt  sacrifice  for  his  offering  to  the  Eternal  14 
be  of  fowls,  then  he  shall  offer  his  offering  of  turtledoves, 
or  of  young  pigeons.    And  the  priest  shall  offer  it  at  the  15 
altar,  and  nip  off  its  head,  and  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes 
on  the  altar;  and  the  blood  thereof  shall  be  wrung  out  at 
the  side  of  the  altar.    And  he  shall  pluck  away  its  crop  with  16 
its  feathers,  and  cast  it  beside  the  altar  on  the  east,  by  the 
place  of  the  ashes.    And  he  shall  cleave  it  with  the  wings  17 
thereof,  but  shall  not  divide  it  asunder:  and  the  priest  shall 
cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar,  upon  the  wood 
that  is  upon  the  fire:  it  is  a  burnt  sacrifice,  a  fire  offering, 
of  a  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal.

And  when  any  will  offer  an  offering  of  an  oblation  to  the^ 
Eternal,  his  offering  shall  be  of  flour,  and  he  shall  pour  oil 
upon  it,  and  put  frankincense  thereon.    And  he  shall  bring 2 
it  to  Aaron's  sons  the  priests:  and  he  shall  take  thereout 
by  grasping  his  handful  of  the  flour  thereof,  and  of  the  oil 
thereof,  with  all  the  frankincense  thereof ;  and  the  priest  shall  • 
cause  to  ascend  in  fumes  the  memorial  portion  of  it  upon  the 
altar,  to  be  a  fire  offering,  of  a  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal : 
And  that  which  is  left  of  the  oblation  shall  be  Aaron's  and  3 
his  sons':  it  is  a  thing  most  holy  of  the  fire  offerings  of  the 
Eternal.    And  if  thou  offer  an  offering  of  an  oblation  baken4 
in  the  oven,  it  shall  be  unleavened  cakes  of  flour  mingled 
with  oil,  or  unleavened  wafers  anointed  with  oil.    And  if  an  5 
oblation  baken  in  a  pan  be  thy  offering,  it  shall  be  of  flour 
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unleavened,  mingled  with  oil.    Thou  shalt  part  it  into  pieces,  6 
and  pour  oil  thereon :  it  is  an  oblation.    And  if  an  oblation  7 
prepared  in  a  boiling*  pot  be  thy  offering,  it  shall  be  made 
of  flour  with  oil.    And  thou  shalt  bring  the  oblation  that  is  8 
made  of  these  things  to  the  Eternal:  and  one  shall  offer  it 
to  the  priest,  and  he  shall  bring  it  nigh  to  the  altar.    And  9 
the  priest  shall  take  up  from  the  oblation  its  memorial  portion 
and  shall  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar:  it  is 
a  fire  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal.    And  that  10 
which  is  left  of  the  oblation  shall  be  Aaron's  and  his  sons': 
it  is  a  thing  most  holy  of  the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal. 
No  oblation,  which  ye  shall  offer  to  the  Eternal,  shall  bell 
made  with  anything  leavened :  for  ye  shall  not  cause  to  ascend 
in  fumes,  either  any  leaven  or  honey,  in  any  offering  of  the 
Eternal  made  by  fire.   Ye  may  offer  them  as  an  offering  of  12 
the  first  fruits  to  the  Eternal:  but  they  shall  not  come  upon 
the  altar  for  a  pleasing  odour.    And  every  offering  of  thy  13 
oblation  shalt  thou  salt  with  salt ;  neither  shalt  thou  suffer 
the  salt  of  the  covenant  of  thy  God  to  be  lacking  from  thy 
oblation;  upon  all  thine  offerings  thou  shalt  offer  salt.  And  14 
if  thou  offer  an  oblation  of  firstfruits  to  the  Eternal,  thou 
shalt  offer  for  the  oblation  of  thy  firstfruits  tender  stalks  of 
corn  parched  by  the  fire,  grit  of  fruitful  soil.  Jj   And  thou  15 
shalt  put  oil  upon  it,  and  put  frankincense  thereon:  it  is  an 
oblation.    And  the  priest  shall  cause  to  ascend  in  fumes  the  16 
memorial  portion  of  it,  of  the  grit  thereof,  and  part  of  the 
oil  thereof,  besides  all  the  frankincense  thereof:  it  is  a  fire 
offering  to  the  Eternal. 

And  if  his  offering  be  a  feast  sacrifice,  if  he  offer  it  ofl 
the  herd;  whether  it  be  a  male  or  female,  he  shall  offer  it 
without  blemish  before  the  Eternal.    And  he  shall  lay  his  2 
hand  upon  the  head  of  his  offering,  and  kill  it  at  the  entrance 
of  the  appointed  tent:  and  Aaron's  sons  the  priest's  shall 
sprinkle  the  blood  upon  the  altar  round  about.    And  he  shall  3 
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offer  of  the  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offering*  a  fire  offering-  to 
the  Eternal:  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards,  and  all  the 
fat  that  is  upon  the  inwards,  And  the  two  kidneys,  and 4 
the  fat  that  is  on  them,  which  is  by  the  flanks,  and  the 
lobe  above  the  liver,  with  the  kidneys,  it  shall  he  remove. 
And  Aaron's  sons  shall  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  5 
altar  upon  the  burnt  sacrifice,  which  is  upon  the  wood  that 
is  on  the  fire  :  it  is  a  fire  offering*  of  a  pleasing*  odour  to 
the  Eternal. 

And  if  his  offering  for  a  sacrifice  of  feast  offering-  to  the  6 
Eternal  be  of  the  flock;    male  or  female,  he  shall  offer  it 
without  blemish.    If  he  offer  a  lamb  for  his  offering-,  then  7 
shall  he  offer  it  before  the  Eternal.    And  he  shall  lay  his  8 
hand  upon  the  head  of  his  offering,  and  kill  it  before  the 
appointed  tent :   and  Aaron's  sons  shall  sprinkle  the  blood 
thereof  round  about  upon  the  altar.    And  he  shall  offer  of  9 
the  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offering,  a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal : 
the  fat  thereof,  and  the  whole  fat  tail,  it  shall  he  take  off 
hard  by  the  back-bone ;  and  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards, 
and  all  the  fat  that  is  upon  the  inwards.    And  the  two  10 
kidneys,  and  the  fat  that  is  upon  them,  wrhich  is  by  the 
flanks,  and  the  lobe  above  the  liver,  with  the  kidneys,  it  shall 
he  remove.    And  the  priest  shall  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  11 
at  the  altar:  it  is  the  food  of  the  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal. 

And  if  his  offering  be  a  goat,  then  he  shall  offer  it  before  the  12 
Eternal.    And  he  shall  lay  his  hand  upon  the  head  of  it,  and  13 
kill  it  before  the  appointed  tent:  and  the  sons  of  Aaron  shall 
sprinkle  the  blood  thereof  upon  the  altar  round  about.    And  he  14 
shall  offer  thereof  his  offering,  even  an  offering  made  by  fire 
to  the  Eternal;  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards,  and  all 
the  fat  that  is  upon  the  inwards,    And  the  two  kidneys,  and  15 
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LEVITICUS,  Chap.  III.  IV. 


the  fat  that  is  upon  them,  which  is  by  the  flanks,  and  the 
lobe  above  the  liver,  with  the  kidneys,  it  shall  he  remove. 
And  the  priest  shall  cause  them  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  1 6 
altar:  it  is  the  food  of  the  fire  offering-  for  a  pleasing  odour: 
all  the  fat  is  for  the  Eternal.  It  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  17 
ever  for  your  generations  throughout  all  your  dwellings,  that 
ye  eat  not  any  fat  nor  blood.  4 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the1 
children  of  Israel,  saying,  If  a  soul  shall  sin  in  error  against 
any  of  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal  concerning  things 
which  ought  not  to  be  done,  and  shall  act  against  any  of 
them :    If  the  priest  that  is  anointed  do  sin  bringing  guilt  3 
on  the  people ;  then  let  him  otfer  for  his  sin,  which  he  hath 
sinned,  a  young  bullock  without  blemish  to  the  Eternal  for 
a  sin  offering.    And  he  shall  bring  the  bullock  to  the  entrance  4 
of  the  appointed  tent  before  the  Eternal;  and  shall  lay  his 
hand  upon  the  head  of  the  bullock,  and  kill  the  bullock 
before  the  Eternal.    And  the  priest  that  is  anointed  shall  take  5 
of  the  blood  of  the  bullock,  and  bring  it  to  the  appointed 
tent.    And  the  priest  shall  dip  his  finger  in  the  blood,  and  6 
sprinkle  of  the  blood  seven  times  before  the  Eternal,  before 
the  partition  vail  of  the  sanctuary.    And  the  priest  shall  put  7 
some  of  the  blood  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  of  incense 
of  aroinatics  before  the  Eternal,  which  is  in  the  appointed 
tent;  and  shall  pour  all  the  blood  of  the  bullock  at  the  bottom 
of  the  altar  of  the  burnt  offering,  which  is  at  the  entrance 
of  the  appointed  tent.    And  he  shall  take  up  from  it  all  the  8 
fat  of  the  bullock  for  the  sin  offering;  the  fat  that  covereth 
the  inwards,  and  all  the  fat  upon  the  inwards,    And  the 9 
two  kidneys,  and  the  fat  that  is  upon  them,  which  is  by 
the  flanks,  and  the  lobe  above  the  liver,  with  the  kidneys, 
it  shall  he  remove.    As  it  was  taken  up  from  the  bullock  1 0 
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of  the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings :  and  the  priest  shall  cause 
them  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar  of  the  burnt  offering*. 
And  the  hide  of  the  bullock,  and  all  its  flesh,  with  its  head,  1 1 
and  with  its  legs,  and  its  inwards,  and  its  dung;  Even  the  12 
whole  bullock  shall  he  bring  forth  without  the  camp  to  a 
clean  place,  to  the  place  for  pouring  out  the  ashes,  and  burn 
it  on  the  wrood  with  fire:  upon  the  place  for  pouring  out  the 
ashes  shall  it  be  burnt. 

And  if  the  whole  congregation  of  Israel  err,  and  the  thing  13 
be  hid  from  the  eyes  of  the  assembly,  and  they  have  done 
someivhat  against  any  of  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal 
concerning  things  which  should  not  be  done,  and  have  incurred 
guilt;    When  the  sin  which  they  have  sinned  against  it,  is  14 
known,  then  the  assembly  shall  offer  a  young  bullock  for 
the  sin,  and  bring  it  before  the  appointed  tent.    And  the  15 
elders  of  the  congregation  shall  lay  their  hands  upon  the 
head  of  the  bullock  before  the  Eternal:  and  the  bullock  shall 
be  killed  before  the  Eternal.    And  the  priest  that  is  anointed  16 
shall  bring  of  the  blood  of  the  bullock  to  the  appointed  tent. 
And  the  priest  shall  dip  his  finger  in  some  of  the  blood,  17 
and  sprinkle  it  seven  times  before  the  Eternal,  even  before 
the  partition  vail.    And  some  of  the  blood  he  shall  put  upon  18 
the  horns  of  the  altar  which  is  before  the  Eternal,  that  is 
in  the  appointed  tent,  and  shall  pour  out  all  the  blood  at 
the  bottom  of  the  altar  of  the  burnt  offering,  which  is  at 
the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent.    And  he  shall  take  up  19 
all  its  fat  from  it,  and  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the 
altar.    And  he  shall  do  with  the  bullock  as  he  did  with  the  20 
bullock  for  a  sin  offering,  so  shall  he  do  with  this:  and  the 
priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  them,  and  it  shall  be 
forgiven  them.    And  he  shall  bring  forth  the  bullock  without  21 
the  camp,  and  burn  it  as  he  burned  the  first  bullock:  it  is 
a  sin  offering  for  the  assembly. 

When  a  prince  hath  sinned ,  and  done  someivhat  in  error,  22 
against  any  of  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal  his  God 
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concerning  things  which  should  not  be  done,  and  has  incurred 
guilt;    Or  if  his  sin,  wherein  he  hath  sinned,  was  made 23 
known  to  him;  he  shall  bring-  his  offering-,  a  kid,  of  the 
goats,  a  male  without  blemish.    And  he  shall  lay  his  hand  24 
upon  the  head  of  the  goat,  and  kill  it  in  the  place  where 
they  kill  the  burnt  offering  before  the  Eternal:  it  is  a  sin 
offering.    And  the  priest  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin  25 
offering  with  his  finger,  and  put  it  upon  the  horns  of  the 
altar  of  burnt  offering,  and  shall  pour  out  its  blood  at  the 
bottom  of  the  altar  of  burnt  offering.    And  he  shall  cause  26 
all  its  fat  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar,  as  the  fat  of 
the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings:  and  the  priest  shall  make 
an  expiation  for  him  as  concerning  his  sin,  and  it  shall  be 
forgiven  him. 

And  if  a  soul  of  the  common  people  sin  in  error,  while  27 
he  doeth  somewhat  against  any  of  the  commandments  of  the 
Eternal  concerning  things  which  ought  not  to  be  done,  and 
incur  guilt;    Or  if  his  sin,  which  he  hath  sinned,  was  made  28 
known  to  him:  then  he  shall  bring  his  offering,  a  kid  of  the 
goats,  a  female  without  blemish,  for  his  sin  which  he  hath 
sinned.   And  he  shall  lay  his  hand  upon  the  head  of  the  sin  29 
offering,  and  kill  the  sin  offering  in  the  place  of  the  burnt 
offering.    And  the  priest  shall  take  of  the  blood  thereof  with  30 
his  finger,  and  put  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  of  burnt 
offering,  and  shall  pour  out  all  the  blood  thereof  at  the 
bottom  of  the  altar.   And  he  shall  remove  all  the  fat  thereof,  3 1 
as  the  fat  is  removed  from  off  the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings ; 
and  the  priest  shall  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  at  the  altar 
for  a  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal;  and  the  priest  shall 
make  an  expiation  for  him,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him. 
And  if  he  bring  a  lamb  for  his  sin  offering,  he  shall  bring  32 
it  a  female  without  blemish.    And  he  shall  lay  his  hand  upon  33 
the  head  of  the  sin  offering,  and  kill  it  for  a  sin  offering 
in  the  place  where  they  kill  the  burnt  offering.    And  the  34 
priest  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering  with  his 
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finger,  and  put  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  of  bund 
offering,  and  shall  pour  out  all  the  blood  thereof  at  the 
bottom  of  the  altar:  And  he  shall  remove  all  the  fat  thereof, 35 
as  the  fat  of  the  lamb  is  removed  from  the  sacrifice  of  the 
feast  offerings ;  and  the  priest  shall  cause  them  to  ascend  in 
fumes  at  the  altar,  according  to  the  offerings  made  by  fire 
to  the  Eternal :  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for 
his  sin  that  he  hath  sinned,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him. 

And  if  a  soul  sin ,  and  hear  the  voice  of  swearing ,  and  l 
is  a  witness,  whether  he  hath  seen  or  known  of  it;  and  does 
not  tell  it,  but  bears  his  iniquity;    Or  if  a  soul  touch  any 2 
unclean  thing  whether  it  be  a  carcase  of  an  unclean  animal, 
or  a  carcase  of  unclean  beasts,  or  a  carcase  of  unclean  prolific 
creatures,  and  it  is  hidden  from  him  whilst  he  is  unclean, 
and  he  incur  guilt;    Or  if  he  touch  the  uncleanness  of  man 3 
whatsoever  uncleanness  it  be  that  a  man  shall  be  defiled  withal, 
and  it  be  hidden  from  him,  but  he  knoweth  afterwards  that 
he  hath  incurred  guilt;    Or  if  a  soul  swear,   pronouncing 4 
with  his  lips  for  harm,  or  for  good,  whatsoever  it  be  that 
a  man  shall  pronounce  with  an  oath,  and  it  be  hid  from  him, 
but  knoweth  aftenvards  that  he  hath  incurred  guilt  in  one 
of  these —   And  it  shall  be,  when  he  shall  be  guilty  in  ones 
of  these  things,  that  he  shall  confess  that  wherein  he  hath 
sinned:    And  he  shall  bring  his  guilt  offering  to  the  Eternal 6 
for  his  sin  which  he  hath  sinned,  a  female  from  the  flock, 
a  lamb  or  a  she  kid  of  the  goats,  for  a  siu  offering;  and 
the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  concerning  his  sin. 
And  if  he  be  not  able  to  bring  one  of  the  flock,  then 7 
he  shall  bring  for  his  guilt,  which  he  hath  incurred,  two 
turtledoves,  or  two  young  pigeons  to  the  Eternal;  one  for 
a  sin  offering,  and  the  other  for  a  burnt  offering.    And  he 8 
shall  bring  them  to  the  priest,  who  shall  offer  that  which  is 
for  the  sin  offering  first,  and  nip  off  its  head  from  the  nape 
2  Vol.  III. 
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of  the  neck,  but  shall  not  separate  it;  And  he  shall  sprinkle  9 
of  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering-  upon  the  side  of  the  altar, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  blood  shall  be  wrung  out  at  the 
bottom  of  the  altar:  it  is  a  sin  offering-.    And  the  second  10 
he  shall  offer  for  a  burnt  offering-,  according:  to  the  manner: 
and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  and  for  his 
sin  which  he  hath  sinned,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him.  But  1 1 
if  he  be  not  able  to  bring-  two  turtledoves,  or  two  young: 
pig-eons,  then  he  that  sinned  shall  bring:  for  his  offering-  the 
tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  flour  for  a  sin  offering;  he  shall 
put  no  oil  upon  it,   neither  shall  he  put  any  frankincense 
thereon :  for  it  is  a  sin  offering-.    Then  shall  he  bring  it  to  1 2 
the  priest,  and  the  priest  shall  take  therefrom  by  grasping 
his  handful  of  it,  its  memorial  portion,  and  cause  it  to 
ascend    in    fumes    on   the    altar,    according   to   the  fire 
offerings  of  the  Eternal:  it  is  a  sin  offering.   And  the  priest  13 
shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  as  touching  his  sin  that  he 
hath  sinned  in  one  of  these,  and  it  shall  be  forgiven  him: 
and  the  remnant  shall  be  the  priest's,  as  an  oblation.    And  14 
the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,   If  a  soul  commits  a  15 
trespass,  and  sin  in  error,  concerning  the  holy  things  of 
the  Eternal;  then  he  shall  bring  for  his  guilt  to  the  Eternal 
a  ram  without  blemish  out  of  the  flock,  with  thy  valuation 
in  shekels  of  silver,  after  the  shekel  of  the  sanctuary,  for 
a  guilt  offering:  And  he  shall  pay  for  that  wherein  he  hath  16 
sinned  in  the  holy  thing,  and  shall  add  its  fifth  part  thereto, 
and  give  it  to  the  priest:   and  the  priest  shall  make  an 
expiation  for  him  with  the  ram  of  the  guilt  offering,  and 
it  shall  be  forgiven  him. 

And  if  a  soul  sin,  and  do  any  of  these  things  which  17 
should  not  be  done  according  to  the  commandments  of  the 
Eternal;  and  he  does  not  discover  that  he  is  guilty,  and 
beareth  his  iniquity;    He  shall  bring  a  ram  without  blemish  18 
out  of  the  flock,  with  thy  valuation,  for  a  guilt  offering,  to 
the  priest:  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  him 
concerning  his  error  wherein  he  erred  and  wist  it  not,  and 
it  shall  be  forgiven  him.    It  is  a  guilt  offering:  he  hath  19 
surely  incurred  guilt  to  the  Eternal. 
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Ami  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying*.    If  a  soul  sin,  ^ 
and  commits  a  trespass  against  the  Eternal,  and  lie  to  his 
neighbour,  concerning  a  matter  given  in  charge,  or  a  deposit, 
or  a  thing  taken  away  by  violence,  or  wherein  he  hath  wronged 
liis  neighbour:    Or  have  found  that  which  was  lost,  and  22 
denieth  it,  and  swearelh  falsely ;  in  any  of  all  these  that  a 
man  doeth,  sinning  therein:    Then  it  shall  be,  because  he 23 
hath  sinned,  and  incurred  guilt,  that  he  shall  restore  that 
which  he  took  violently  away,  or  the  thing  which  he  hath 
gotten  wrongfully,  or  the  charge  which  was  entrusted  to  him, 
or  the  lost  thing  which  he  found,    Or  all  that  about  which  24 
he  hath  sworn  falsely ;  he  shall  even  pay  it  in  the  principal, 
and  shall  add  the  fifth  part  more  thereto,  and  give  it  to 
him  to  whom  it  appertaineth,  in  the  day  of  the  discovery 
of  his  guilt.    And  he  shall  bring  the  guilt  offering  to  the  25 
Eternal,  a  ram  without  blemish  out  of  the  flock,  with  thy 
valuation  for  a  guilt  offering  to  the  priest:    And  the  priest 26 
shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  before  the  Eternal:   and  it 
shall  be  forgiven  him  for  any  thing  of  all  he  hath  done  in 
incurring  guilt  therein.  0 

4 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,   Command  Aaron* 
and  his  sons,  saying,  This  is  the  law  of  the  burnt  offering: 
Such  burnt  offering,  shall  remain  on  the  fire-place  upon  the 
altar  all  night  to  the  morning,  and  the  fire  of  the  altar  shall 
be  burning  in  it.    And  the  priest  shall  put  on  his  linen  robe,  3 
and  his  linen  breeches  shall  he  put  upon  his  flesh,  and  take 
up  the  ashes  which  the  fire  hath  consumed — the  burnt  offering 
on  the  altar,  and  he  shall  put  them  beside  the  altar.   And  4 
he  shall  put  off  his  garments  and  put  on  other  garments, 
and  bring  out  the  ashes  without  the  camp  to  a  clean  place. 
And  the  fire  upon  the  altar  shall  be  burning  in  it ;  it  shall  5 
not  go  out;  and  the  priest  shall  burn  wood  on  it  every 
morning  and  lay  the  burnt  offering  in  order  upon  it;  and  he 
shall  cause  to  ascend  in  fumes  thereon  the  fat  of  the  feast 
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offerings.    A  continual  fire  shall  be  burning  upon  the  altar;  6 
it  shall  never  go  out. 

And  this  is  the  law  of  the  oblation :  the  sons  of  Aaron  7 
shall  offer  it  before  the  Eternal,  before  the  altar.    And  he 8 
shall  take   up  from  it  his   handful   of  the   flour  of  the 
oblation,  and  of  the  oil  thereof,  and  all  the  frankincense 
which  is  upon  the  oblation,  and  shall  cause  it  to  ascend  in 
fumes  upon  the  altar  for  a  pleasing  odour,  its  memorial 
portion  of  it,  to  the  Eternal.    And  what  is  left  thereof  shall  9 
Aaron  and  his  sons  eat:  as  unleavened  bread  shall  it  be  eaten 
in  a  holy  place ;  in  the  court  of  the  appointed  tent  they  shall 
eat  it.    It  shall  not  be  baken  with  anything  leavened,  I  have  10 
given  it  to  them  for  their  portion  of  my  fire  offerings;  it 
is  most  holy  as  is  the  sin  offering,  and  as  the  guilt  offering. 
All  the  males  among  the  children  of  Aaron  shall  eat  of  it.  n 
It  shall  be  a  statute  for  ever  in  your  generations  concerning 
the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal:   every  one  that  toucheth 
them  shall  be  holy. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    This  is  the^" 
offering  of  Aaron  and  of  his  sons,  which  they  shall  offer 
to  the  Eternal  in    the   day  when   he   is   anointed ;  the 
tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  flour  for  a  perpetual  oblation, 
half  of  it  in  the  morning,  and  half  thereof  at  evening.    In  14 
a  pan  it  shall  be  made  ;  saturated  with  oil  thou  shalt  bring 
it  in:  and  the  baken  pieces  of  the  oblation  shalt  thou  offer 
for  a  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal,    And  the  priest  amongst  1 5 
his  sons  that  is  anointed  in  his  stead  shall  offer  it:  it  is  a 
statute  for  ever  to  the  Eternal;  it  shall  wholly  ascend  in 
fumes.   For  every  oblation  of  the  priest  shall  be  wholly  1 6 
burnt;  it  shall  not  be  eaten. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Speak  to  Aaron17 
and  to  his  sons,  saying,  This  is  the  law  of  the  sin  offering: 18 
In  the  place  where  the  burnt  offering  is  killed  shall  the  sin 
offering  be  killed  before  the  Eternal:  it  is  most  holy.    The  19 
priest  that  offereth  it  for  sin  shall  eat  it:  in  a  holy  place  shall 
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it  be  eaten,  in  the  court  of  the  appointed  tent.   Whatsoever 20 
shall  touch  the  flesh  thereof  shall  be  holy:  and  when  there 
is  sprinkled  of  the  blood  thereof  upon  any  garment,  thou 
shall  wash  that  whereon  it  was  sprinkled  in  a  holy  place.  But  21 
the  earthen  vessel  wherein  it  is  sodden  shall  be  broken: 
and  if  it  be  sodden  in  a  copper  pot,  it  shall  be  both  scoured, 
and  rinsed  in  water.    All  the  males  among  the  priests  shall  22 
eat  thereof:  it  is  most  holy.    And  no  sin  offering,  whereof 23 
any  of  the  blood  is  brought  into  the  appointed  tent  to  expiate 
withal  in  the  holy  place,  shall  be  eaten:  it  shall  be  burnt 
in  the  fire. 

7 

And  this  is  the  law  of  the  guilt  offering :  it  is  most  holy.  1 
In  the  place  where  they  kill  the  burnt  offering  shall  they  2 
kill  the  guilt  offering:  and  the  blood  thereof  shall  he  sprinkle 
round  about  upon  the  altar.    And  he  shall  offer  of  it  all  the  3 
fat  thereof ;  the  fat  tail,  and  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards, 
And  the  two  kidneys,   and  the  fat  that  is.  on  them,  which  4 
is  by  the  flanks,  and  the  lobe  above  the  liver,  with  the 
kidneys,  it  shall  he  remove  :    And  the  priest  shall  cause  them  5 
to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  altar  for  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal :  it  is  a  guilt  offering.    Every  male  among  the  priests  6 
may  eat  thereof :  in  a  holy  place  it  shall  be  eaten  :  it  is 
most  holy.   As  the  sin  offering  is,   so  is  the  guilt  offering :  7 
there  is  one  law  for  them:  the  priest  that  maketh  expiation 
therewith  shall  have  it.    And  the  priest  that  offereth  any  8 
man's  burnt  offering,  even  the  priest  shall  have  to  himself 
the  skin  of  the  burnt  offering  which  he  hath  offered.    And  9 
every  oblation  that  is  baken  in  the  oven,  and  everything  made 
in  the  boiling  pot,   and  in  the  pan,  shall  be  the  priest's 
that  offereth  it.   And  every  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  or  dry,  10 
shall  all  the  sons  of  Aaron  have,  one  as  much  as  another. 

And  this  is  the  law  of  the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings,  which  1 1 
he  shall  offer  to  the  Eternal.   If  he  offer  it  for  a  thanksgiving,  12 
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then  he  shall  offer  with  the  sacrifice  of  thanksgiving  unleavened 
cakes  mingled  with  oil,  and  unleavened  wafers  anointed  with 
oil,  and  cakes  mingled  with  oil,  of  saturated  flour.   With  the  1 3 
cakes  of  leavened  bread,  he  shall  offer  his  offering  with  the 
sacrifice  of  thanksgiving  of  his  feast  offerings.   And  of  it  he  1 4 
shall  offer  one  out  of  each  offering  for  a  heave  offering  to 
the  Eternal,  and  it  shall  be  the  priest's  that  sprinkleth  the 
blood  of  the  feast  offerings.   And  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  1 5 
of  his  feast  offerings  for  thanksgiving  shall  be  eaten  the  same 
day  that  it  is  offered ;  he  shall  not  leave  any  of  it  until  the 
morning.    But  it  the  sacrifice  of  his  offering  he  a  vow,  or  a  16 
free-will  offering,  it  shall  be  eaten  the  same  day  that  he 
offereth  his  sacrifice:  and  on  the  morrow  also  the  remainder 
of  it  shall  be  eaten :    But  what  is  left  of  the  flesh  of  the  1 7 
sacrifice  on  the  third  day  shall  be  burnt  with  fire.    And  if  18 
any  of  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  of  his  feast-offering  should 
be  eaten  at  all  on  the  third  day,  it  shall  not  be  accepted, 
neither  shall  it  be  imputed  to  him  that  offereth  it :  it  shall 
be  a  disgust,  and  the  soul  that  eateth  it  shall  bear  his 
iniquity.    And  the  flesh  that  toucheth  any  unclean  tiling  shall  19 
not  be  eaten  :  it  shall  be  burnt  with  fire :  and  as  for  the  flesh, 
all  that  are  clean  may  eat  flesh.    But  the  soul  that  eateth  20 
of  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings  that  is  for  the 
Eternal,  having  his  uncleanness  upon  him,  even  that  soul 
shall  be  cut  off  from  his  peoples.    Moreover,  the  soul  that 21 
shall  touch  any  unclean  thing,  as  the  uncleanness  of  man,  or 
any  unclean  beast,  or  any  abominable  unclean  thing,  and  eat 
of  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings  which  are  for  the 
Eternal,  even  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  peoples.   And  22 
the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the  children  23 
of  Israel,  saying,   Ye  shall  not  eat  any  fat,  of  any  of  the 
herd,  or  of  sheep,  or  of  goat.    And  the  fat  of  the  beast 24 
that  dieth  of  itself,  and  the  fat  of  that  which  is  torn,  may 
be  used  in  any  work ;  but  ye  shall  in  no  wise  eat  of  it.  For  25 
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whosoever  eateth  the  fat  of  the  beast,  of  which  men  offer 
a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal,   even  the  soul  that  eateth  it 
shall  be  cut  off  from  his  peoples.    Moreover,  ye  shall  eat 26 
uo  blood,  whether  it  be  of  fowl,  or  of  beast,  in  any  of  your 
habitations.    Whatsoever  soul  it  be  that  eateth  any  blood,  27 
even  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  peoples.    And  the  28 
Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying-,    Speak  to  the  children  of 29 
Israel,  saying:,  He  that  ofTereth  the  sacrifice  of  his  feast 
offerings  to  the  Eternal,  shall  bring-  his  offering  to  the  Eternal 
of  the  sacrifice  of  his  feast  offerings.    His  own  hands  namely  30 
shall  bring  the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal;  the  fat  with 
the  breast,  it  shall  he  bring,  that  the  breast  may  be  waved 
for  a  wave  offering  before  the  Eternal.    And  the  priest  shall  31 
cause  the  fat  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  altar ;  but  the  breast 
shall  be  Aaron's  and  his  sons'.    And  the  shoulder  of  the  32 
right  side  shall  ye  give  to  the  priest  for  a  heave  offering 
of  the  sacrifices  of  your  feast  offerings.   He  among  the  sons  33 
of  Aaron,  that  ofTereth  the  blood  of  the  feast  offerings,  and 
the  fat,  shall  have  the  shoulder  of  the  light  side  for  his 
part.    For  the  wave  breast  and  the  heave  shoulder  have  1 34 
taken  of  the  children  of  Israel  from  off  the  sacrifices  of  their 
feast  offerings,  and  have  given  them  to  Aaron  the  priest  and 
to  his  sons,  by  a  statute  for  ever  from  among  the  children 
of  Israel.    This  is  the  portion  of  the  anointing  of  Aaron,  35 
and  of  the  anointing  of  his  sons,  out  of  the  fire  offerings  of 
the  Eternal,  in  the  day  when  he  presented  them  to  minister 
to  the  Eternal  as  priests.   Which  the  Eternal  commanded  to  36 
be  given  them  of  the  children  of  Israel,  in  the  day  that 
he  anointed  them,  b?/  a  statute  henceforth  throughout  their 
generations.    This  is  the  law  of  the  burnt  offering,  of  the  37 
oblation,  and  of  the  sin  offering,  and  of  the  guilt  offering, 
and  of  the  consecration  offering,  and  of  the  sacrifice  of  the 
feast  offerings ;    Which  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses  in  38 
mount  Sinai,  in  the  day  that  he  commanded  the  children 
of  Israel  to   offer  their  offerings  to  the  Eternal,  in  the 
wilderness  of  Sinai. 
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And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying-,    Take  Aaron,  ^ 
and  his  sons  with  him,  and  the  garments,  and  the  anointing 
oil,  and  the  bullock  for  the  sin  offering,  and  the  two  rams, 
and  the  basket  of  unleavened  bread:    And  assemble  thou  3 
all  the  congregation  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent 
And  Moses  did  as  the  Eternal  commanded  him ;  and  the  4 
congregation  assembled  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent. 
And  Moses  said  to  the  congregation,    This  is  the  things 
which  the  Eternal  commanded  to   be    done.    And  Moses  6 
brought  Aaron  and  his  sons,  and  washed  them  with  water. 
And  he  put  upon  him  the  inner  garment,  and  girded  him  7 
with  the  belt,  and  clothed  him  with  the  mantle,  and  put 
the  ephod  upon  him,  and  he  girded  him  with  the  curious 
girdle  of  the  ephod,  and  bound  the  ephod  upon  him  therewith. 
And  he  put  the  breastplate  upon  him ,   also  he  put  in  the  8 
breastplate  the  Urim  and  the  Thummim.    And  he  put  the  9 
mitre  upon  his  head:  also  upon  the  mitre,   against  his  face, 
did  he  put  the  golden  plate,  the  diadem  of  holiness:  as  the 
Eternal  commanded  Moses.    And  Moses  took  the  anointing  10 
oil,  and  anointed  the  dwelling,  and  all  that  was  therein,  and 
sanctified  them.    And  he  sprinkled  thereof  upon  the  altar  1 1 
seven  times,  and  anointed  the  altar,  and  all  its  vessels,  both 
the  laver  and  its  frame,   to  sanctify  them.    And  he  poured  12 
of  the  anointing  oil  upon  Aaron's  head,  and  anointed  him. 
to  sanctify  him.    And   Moses    brought   Aaron's   sons,  and  13 
clothed  them  with  inner  garments,  and  girded  them  with 
belts,  and  bound  high  caps  upon  them  ;  as  the  Eternal  com- 
manded Moses.    And  he  brought  near  the  bullock  for  the  14 
sin  offering;  and  Aaron  and  his  sons  laid  their  hands  upon 
the  head  of  the  bullock  for  the  sin  offering.    And  he  killed  15 
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it;  and  Moses  took  the  blood,  and  put  it  upon  the  horns 
of  the  altar  round  about  with  his  finger,  and  purified  the 
altar,  and  poured  the  blood  at  the  bottom  of  the  allar,  and 
sanctified  it.  to  make  expiation  upon  it.    And  he  took  all  16 
the  fat  that  was  upon  the  inwards,   and  the  lobe  above  the 
liver,  and  the  two  kidneys,  and  their  fat,  and  Moses  caused 
it  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  altar.    But  the  bullock  and  its  1 7 
hide,  its  flesh  and  its  dung-,  he  burnt  with  fire  without  the 
camp;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.    And  he  offered  18 
the  ram  for  the  burnt  offering:  and  Aaron  and  his  sons  laid 
their  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  ram.    And  he  killed  it)  19 
and  Moses  sprinkled  the  blood  upon  the  altar  round  about. 
And  he  cut  the  ram  into  its  pieces  ,  and  Moses  caused  the  £0 
head,  and  the  pieces,  and  the  fat,  to  ascend  in  fumes.    And  21 
he  washed  the  inwards  and  the  legs  in  water;  and  Moses 
caused  the  whole  ram  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  altar:  it 
was  a  burnt  sacrifice  for  a  pleasing  odour,  and  a  fire  offering 
to  the  Eternal;   as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.    And  he 22 
offered  the  other  ram,  the  ram  of  the  consecration  offering: 
and  Aaron  and  his  sons  laid  their  hands  upon  the  head  of 
the  ram.    And  he  killed  it;  and  Moses  took  of  the  blood  23 
of  it,  and  put  it  upon  the  tip  of  Aaron's  right  ear,  and 
upon  fhe  thumb  of  his  right  hand,   and  upon  the  great  toe 
of  his  right  foot.    And  he  brought  Aaron's  sons,  and  Moses  24 
put  of  the  blood  upon  the  tips  of  their  right  ear,  and  upon 
the  thumbs  of  their  right  hands,  and  upon  the  great  toes 
of  their  right  feet ;  and  Moses  sprinkled  the  blood  upon  the 
altar  round  abont.    And  he  took  the  fat,  and  the  fat  tail,  25 
and  all  the  fat  that  was  upon  the  inwards,  and  the  lobe 
above  the  liver,  and  the  liver,  and  the  two  kidneys,  and 
3  Vol.  III. 
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their  fat,  and  the  shoulder  of  the  right  side:    And  out  of 26 
the  basket  of  unleavened  bread,  that  was  before  the  Eternal, 
he  took  one  cake  of  unleavened  bread,  and  one  cake  of  oiled 
bread,  and  one  wafer,  and  put  them  on  the  fat,  and  upon 
the  shoulder  of  the  right  side:   And  he  put  all  upon  Aaron's 27 
hands,  and  upon  his  sons'  hands,  and  waved  them  for  a 
wave  offering*  before  the  Eternal.    And  Moses  took  them  28 
from  olf  their  hands,  and  caused  them  to  ascend  in  fumes 
on  the  altar  upon  the  burnt  offering:  they  were  consecration 
offerings  for  a  pleasing-  odour;  it  is  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.    And  Moses  took  the  breast,  and  waved  it  for  a  29 
wave  offering  before  the  Eternal:  for  of  the  ram  of  conse- 
cration offering  it  was  Moses'  part ;  as  the  Eternal  commanded 
Moses.    And  Moses  took  of  the  anointing  oil,  and  of  the 30 
blood  which  was  upon  the  altar,   and    sprinkled  it  upon 
Aaron,  and  upon  his  garments,  and  upon  his  sons,  and  upon 
his  sons'  garments  with  him;  and  sanctified  Aaron,  and  his 
garments,  his  sons,  and  his  sons'  garments  with  him.    And 31 
Moses  said  to  Aaron,  and  to  his  sons,    Seethe  the  flesh  at 
the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent;  and  there  eat  it  with 
the  bread  that  is  in  the  basket  of  the  consecration,  as  I 
commanded,  saying,  Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  eat  it.    And  32 
that  which  is  left  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  bread  shall  ye  burn 
with  fire.    And  ye  shall  not  go  out  of  the  entrance  of  the  33 
appointed  tent  in  seven  days,  until  the  days  of  your  conse- 
cration be  at  an  end :  for  seven  days  shall  he  consecrate  you. 
As  he  hath  done  this  day,  so  the  Eternal  hath  commanded  34 
to  do,  to  make  an  expiation  for  you.    Therefore  shall  ye 35 
abide  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent  day  and  night, 
seven  days,  and  keep  the  charge  of  the  Eternal,  that  ye 
die  not:  for  so  I  am  commanded.    So  Aaron  and  his  sons 36 
did  all  the  things  which  the  Eternal  commanded  by  the  hand 
of  Moses. 
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And  it  caine  to  pass,  on  the  eighth  day,  that  Moses  called  i 
Aaron  and  his  sons,  and  the  elders  of  Israel;    And  he  said  2 
to  Aaron,  Take  thee  a  young-  calf  for  a  sin  offering,  and 
a  rain  for  a  burnt  offering-,  without  blemish,  and  offer  them 
before  the  Eternal.    And  to  the  children  of  Israel  thou  shalta 
speak,  saying-,  Take  ye  a  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering; 
and  a  calf,  and  a  lamb,  both  of  the  first  year,  without 
blemish,  for  a  burnt  offering-;  Also  a  bullock  and  a  ram  for 4 
feast  offerings,  to  sacrifice  before  the  Eternal ;  and  an  oblation 
mingled  with  oil:  for  to-day  the  Eternal  will  appear  to  you. 
And  they  brought  that  which  Moses  commanded  before  the  5 
appointed  tent:  and  all  the  congregation  drew  near,  and 
stood  before  the  Eternal.   And  Moses  said,  This  is  the  things 
wThich  the  Eternal  commanded  that  ye  should  do;  and  the 
glory  of  the  Eternal  shall  appear  to  you.    And  Moses  said  7 
to  Aaron,   Go  to  the  altar,  and  offer  thy  sin  offering,  and 
thy  burnt  offering,  and  make  an  expiation  for  thyself  and 
for  the  people:  and  offer  the  offering  of  the  people,  and 
make  an  expiation  for  them;    as  the  Eternal  commanded. 
Aaron  therefore  went  to  the  altar ,  and  killed  the  calf  of  8 
the  sin  offering,  which  was  his.    And  the  sons  of  Aaron  9 
brought  the  blood  to  him;  and  he  dipped  his  finger  in  the 
blood,  and  put  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar,   and  poured 
oat  the  blood  at  the  bottom  of  the  altar.    But  the  fat,  and  10 
the  kidneys,  and  the  lobe  from  the  liver  of  the  sin  offering, 
he  caused  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  altar;  as  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses.    And  the  flesh  and  the  hide  he  burnt  1 1 
with  fire  without  the  camp.    And  he  killed  the  burnt  offering;  \  % 
and  Aaron's  sons  presented  to  him  the  blood,  which  he 
sprinkled  round  about  upon  the  altar.    And  they  presented  1  a 
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the  burnt  offering*  to  him,  with  the  pieces  thereof,  and  the 
head;  and  he  caused  them  to  ascend  in  fumes  on  the  altar. 
And  he  did  wash  the  inwards  and  the  leg's,  and  caused  them  1 4 
to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  burnt  offering'  on  the  altar. 
And  he  offered  the  peoples  offering",   and  took  the  goat,  15 
which  was  the  sin  offering'  for  the  people,  and  killed  it,  and 
made  it  a  sin  offering-  as  the  first.    And  he  offered  the  burnt  1<> 
offering*,  and  did  it  according  to  the  manner,   And  he  offered  17 
the  oblation,  and  filled  his  hand  therewith,  and  caused  it 
to  ascend  in  fumes,  on  the  altar,  beside  the  burnt  sacrifice 
of  the  morning-.    He  killed  also  the  bullock  and  the  ram,  18 
for  a  sacrifice  of  feast  offering's,  which  ivas  for  the  people : 
and  Aaron's  sons  presented  to  him  the  blood,  and  he  sprinkled 
it  upon  the  altar  round  about,    And  the  fat  of  the  bullock  1 9 
and  of  the  ram,  the  fat  tail,  and  tbat  wThich  covereth  the 
inwards,  and  the  kidneys,  and  the  lobe  of  the  liver:   And  20 
they  put  the  fat  upon  the  breasts ,  and  he  caused  the  fat  to 
ascend  in  fumes  on  the  altar:    And  the  breasts  and  1he2t 
shoulder  of  the  right  side  Aaron  waved  for  a  wave  offering 
before  the  Eternal;  as  Moses  commanded.    And  Aaron  lifted  22 
up  his  hands  towards  the  people  and  blessed  them  ;  and  came 
down  from  offering  of  the  sin  offering,  and  the  burnt  offering, 
and  feast  offerings.    And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  into  the  23 
appointed  tent,  and  came  out  and  blessed  the  people:  and 
the  glory  of  the  Eternal  appeared  to  all  the  people.    And  24 
there  went  out  fire  from  before  the  Eternal,  and  consumed 
upon  the  altar  the  burnt  offering  and  the  fat:  which  when 
all  the  people  saw,  they  shouted,  and  fell  on  their  faces.  ^ 

And  Nadab  and  Abihu,  the  sons  of  Aaron,  took  each  of  i 
them  his  censer,  and  put  fire  therein,  and  put  incense  thereon, 
and  offered  strange  fire  before  the  Eternal,  which  he  com- 
manded them  not.    And  there  went  out  fire  from  the  Eternal,  2 
and  devoured  them;  and  they  died  before  the  Eternal.    Then  3 
Moses  said  to  Aaron,    This  is  it  that  the  Eternal  spake, 
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saying-,  I  will  be  sanctified  in  them  that  come  nigh  we.  and 
before  all  the  people  I  will  be  glorified.    And  Aaron  was 
calmed.    And  Moses  called  Mishael  and  Elzaphan,  the  sons  4 
of  Uzziel  the  uncle  of  Aaron,  and  said  to  them,  Come  near, 
carry  your  brethren  from  before  the  sanctuary  out  of  the 
camp.    So  they  went  near,  and  carried  them  in  their  garments  5 
out  of  the  camp ;  as  Moses  had  said.    And  Moses  said  to  (> 
Aaron,  and  unto  Eleazar  and  unto  lthamar,  his  sons,  Let 
the  hair  of  your  heads  not  be  in  disorder,  neither  rend  your 
garments;  lest  ye  die,  and  lest  He  be  angry  with  all  the 
assembly :  but  let  your  brethren ,  the  whole  house  of  Israel, 
weep  for  the  burning  which  the  Eternal  hath  kindled.    And  7 
ye  shall  not  go  out  from  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent, 
lest  ye  die :  for  the  anointing  oil  of  the  Eternal  is  upon  you. 
And  they  did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Aaron,  saying,    Do  not  drink ° 
wine,  nor  strong  drink,  thou,  nor  thy  sons  with  thee,  when 
ye  go  into  the  appointed  tent,  lest  ye  die:  it  shall  be  an 
ordinance  for  ever  throughout  your  generations;    And  that  10 
ye  may  make  a  distinction  between  the  holy  and  the  unholy, 
and  between  the  unclean  and  the  clean;    And  that  ye  mayii 
teach  the  children  of  Israel  all  the  statutes  which  the  Eternal 
hath  spoken  to  them  by  the  hand  of  Moses. 

And  Moses  spake  to  Aaron,  and  unto  Eleazar  and  unto  12 
lthamar,  his  sons  that  were  left,  Take  the  oblation  that 
was  left  from  the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal  and  eat  it  as 
unleavened  cakes  beside  the  altar ;  for  it  is  most  holy.  And  \  3 
ye  shall  eat  it  in  the  holy  place,  because  it  is  thy  due,  and 
thy  sons'  due,  of  the  fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal:  for  so  I 
am  commanded.    And  the  wave  breast  and  heave  shoulder  1 4 
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shall  ye  eat  in  a  clean  place;  thou,  and  thy  sons,  and  thy 
daughters  with  thee:  for  they  are  thy  due,  and  thy  sons' 
due,  which  are  given  out  of  the  sacrifice  of  feast  offering's 
of  the  children  of  Israel.  The  heave  shoulder,  and  the  wave  1 5 
breast  shall  they  bring-,  with  the  fire  offering's  of  the  fat, 
to  wave  it  for  a  wave  offering-  before  the  Eternal;   and  it 
shall  be  thine,  and  thy  sons'  with  thee,  by  a  statute  for 
ever;  as  the  Eternal  hath  commanded.    And  Moses  dilig-ently  1 6 
sought  the  g-oat  of  the  sin  offering-,  and,  behold,  it  was 
burnt :  and  he  was  angry  with  Eleazar  and  Ithamar,  the  sons 
of  Aaron  ivho  ivere  left  alive,  saying-,    Wherefore  have  ye  17 
not  eaten  the  sin  offering-  in  the  holy  place,   seeing-  it  is 
most  holy,  and  God  hath  given  it  you  to  bear  the  iniquity 
of  the  congreg-ation,  to  make  expiation  for  them  before  the 
Eternal?    Behold,  the  blood  of  it  was  not  broug-ht  in  within  18 
the  holy  place :  ye  should  indeed  have  eaten  it  in  the  holy 
place,  as  I  commanded.    And  Aaron  said  to  Moses,  Behold,  19 
this  day  have  they  offered  their  sin  offering-  and  their  burnt 
offering-  before  the  Eternal;  and  such  thing's  have  befallen 
me:  and  if  I  had  eaten  the  sin  offering-  to-day,  should  it 
have  been  pleasing-  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal?    And  when  20 
Moses  heard  that,  it  was  pleasing-  in  his  eyes. 

11 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  and  to  Aaron,  saying- j 
to  them,    Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  saying:,  These  2 
are  the  animals  which  ye  may  eat  among-  all  the  beasts  that 
are  on  the  earth.    Whatsoever  divideth  the  hoof,  and  hath  5 
cloven  hoofs,  and  cheweth  the  cud  among*  the  beasts,  that 
shall  ye  eat.    Nevertheless,  these  shall  ye  not  eat,  of  them  4 
that  chew  the  cud,  or  of  them  that  divide  the  hoof:  the 
camel,  because  it  cheweth  the  cud,  but  divideth  not  the  hoof ; 
it  is  unclean  to  you.    And  the  coney,  because  it  cheweth  5 
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the  cud,  but  divideth  not  the  hoof;  it  is  unclean   to  you. 

And  the  hare,  because  it  cheweth  the  cud,  but  divideth  not 6 

the  hoof;  it  is  unclean  to  you.    And  the  swine,  though  it 7 

divide  the  hoof,  and  be  cloven-hoofed;  yet  it  cheweth  not 

the  cud:  it  is  unclean  to  you.    Of  their  flesh  shall  ye  not 8 

eat,  and  their  carcase  shall  ye  not  touch:  they  are  unclean 

to  you.    These  may  ye  eat,  of  all  that  are  in  the  waters:  9 

whatsoever  hath  fins  and  scales,  in  the  waters,  in  the  seas, 

and  in  the  brooks,  them  may  ye  eat.   And  all  that  have  not  fins  1 0 

and  scales  in  the  seas,  and  in  the  brooks,  of  all  the  prolific 

creatures  of  the  waters,  and  of  any  living  thing*  which  is 

in  the  waters,  they  shall  be  an  abominable  thiug  to  you. 

They  shall  be  even  an  abominable  thing-  to  you ;  ye  shall  \  1 

not  eat  of  their  flesh,  but  ye  shall  have  their  carcase  in 

abomination.    Whatsoever  hath  no  fins  and  scales  in  the  1 2 

waters,  that  shall  be  an  abominable  thing*  to  you.    And  these  13 

are  they  which  ye  shall  have  in  abomination  among  the  fowls; 

they  shall  not  be  eaten,  they  are  an  abominable  thing;  the 

eagle,  the  ossifrage,  and  the  ospray.    And  the  vulture,  and  14 

the  kite .  after  its  kind ;    Every  raven  after  its  kind ;    And  1 5 

16 

the  ostrich,  and  the  nighthawk,   and  the  cuckow,  and  the 
hawk  after  its  kind,    And  the  little  owl,  and  the  cormorant,  17 
and  the  great  owl,  And  the  tinshemeth,  and  the  pelican,  1 8 
and  the  gier-eagle,    And  the  stork,  the  heron  after  its  kind,  19 
and  the  lapwing,  and  the  bat.    All  prolific  creatures  among 90 
fowl,  going  upon  all  four,  shall  be  an  abominable  thing  to 
you.    Yet  these  may  ye  eat,  of  every  prolific  creature  among  21 
fowl  that  goeth  upon  all  four,  which  have  legs  above  their 
feet,  to  leap  withal  upon  the  earth;    Even  these  of  them  22 
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ye  may  eat;  the  locust  after  its  kind,  and  the  sallom  after 
its  kind,  and  the  chargol  after  its  kind,  and  the  grasshopper 
after  its  kind.    But  all  other  prolific  creatures  among:  fowl,  23 
which  have  four  feet  shall  be  an  abominable  thing*  to  you. 
And  for  these  ye  shall  be  unclean;  whosoever  toucheth  the 24 
carcase  of  them  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.    And  whoso-  25 
ever  beareth  ought  of  the  carcase  of  them  shall  wash  his 
clothes,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.    In  general  every  26 
beast  which  divideth  the  hoof,  and  is  not  cloven-hoofed,  nor 
cheweth  the  cud,  is  unclean  to  you :  every  one  that  toucheth 
them  shall  be  unclean.    And  whatsoever  g-oeth  upon  its  paws,  27 
among*  all  manner  of  animals  that  go  on  all  four,  those  are 
unclean  to  you:  whoso  toucheth  their  carcase  shall  be  unclean 
until  the  even.    And  he  that  beareth  the  carcase  of  them  28 
shall  wash  his  g-arments,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even :  they 
are  unclean  to  you.    These  also  shall  be  unclean  to  you  29 
among-  the  prolific  creatures  that  bring*  forth  abundantly  upon 
the  earth ;  the  choled,  and  the  mouse,  and  the  lizard  ||  after 
its  kind,    And  the  anakah,   and  the  chameleon,  and  the 30 
letaah,  and  the  snail,  and  the  tenshemeth.   These  are  unclean  31 
to  you  among-  all  prolific  creatures:  whosoever  doth  touch 
them,  when  they  are  dead,  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even. 
And  upon  whatsoever  any  of  them,  when  they  are  dead,  32 
doth  fall ,  it  shall  be  unclean ;  whether  it  be  any  vessel  of 
wood,  or  g-arment,  or  skin,  or  sack,  whatsoever  vessel  it  be, 
wherein  any  work  is  done ,  it  must  be  put  into  water ,  and 
it  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even ;  and  then  it  shall  be  clean. 
And  every  earthen  vessel,  whereinto  any  of  them  falleth,  33 
whatsoever  is  in  it  shall  be  unclean ;  and  it  shall  ye  break. 
Of  all  the  food  which  may  be  eaten,  that  on  which  water 34 
cometh  shall  be  unclean:  and  all  drink  that  may  be  drunk 
in  every  vessel  shall  be  unclean.  And  every  thing  whereupon  35 
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any  part  of  their  carcase  falleth  shall  be  unclean:  whether  it 
he  oven,  or  ranges  for  pots,  they  shall  be  broken  down:  for 
they  are  nnclean,  and  shall  be  unclean  to  you.   Nevertheless  36 
a  fountain  or  pit,   wherein  there  is  a  gathering*  of  water, 
shall  be  clean:  but  that  which  toucheth  their  carcase  shall 
be  unclean.    And  if  any  part  of  their  carcase  fall  upon  any  37 
sowing"  seed  which  is  to  be  sown,  it  shall  he  clean.    But  if  38 
any  water  be  put  upon  the  seed,   and  any  part  of  their 
carcase  fall  thereon,  it  shall  he  unclean  to  you.    And  if  any  39 
beast  of  which  ye  may  eat,  die ;  he  that  toucheth  the  carcase 
thereof  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.    And  he  that  eateth  40 
of  the  carcase  of  it  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  be  unclean 
until  the  even:  he  also  that  beareth  the  carcase  of  it  shall 
wash  his  garments,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.  And  every  41 
prolific  creature  that  bringeth  forth  abundantly  upon  the  earth 
shall  he  an  abominable  thing;  it  shall  not  be  eaten.    What- 42 
soever  goeth  upon  the  belly,  and  whatsoever  goeth  upon 
all  four,  and  whatsoever  hath  many  feet  among  all  prolific 
creatures  that  bring  forth  abundantly  upon  the  earth,  them 
ye  shall  not  eat;  for  they  are  an  abominable  thing.  Ye  shall  43 
not  make  your  souls  abominable  with  any  prolific  creature  that 
bringeth  forth  abundantly,  neither  shall  ye  make  yourselves 
unclean  with  them,  that  ye  should  be  defiled  thereby.    For  44 
I  am  the  Eternal  your  God;   ye  shall  therefore  sanctify 
yourselves,  for  I  am  holy;  neither  shall  ye  defile  your  souls 
with  any  prolific  creature  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth.  For  45 
I  am  the  Eternal  that  bringeth  you  up  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  to  be  your  God :  ye  shall  therefore  be  holy,  for  I 
am  holy.    This  is  the  law  of  the  beasts,  and  of  the  fowl,  45 
and  of  the  life  of  every  animal  that  moveth  in  the  waters, 
and  of  every  soul  that  bringeth  forth  abundantly  upon  the 
earth;    To  make  a  distinction  between  the  unclean  and  the  47 
clean,  and  between  the  animal  that  may  be  eaten  and  the 
animal  that  may  not  be  eaten. 
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1 

1 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying*,    Speak  to  the  9 
children  of  Israel,  saying*,  If  a  woman  have  conceived  seed," 
and  born  a  male,  then  she  shall  be  unclean  seven  days;  as 
in  the  days  of  the  separation  for  her  infirmity  shall  she  be 
unclean.    And  in  the  eighth  day  his  foreskin  shall  be  cir-3 
cumcised.    And  she  shall  then  abide  in  the  blood  of  her  4 
purifying*  three  and  thirty  days:  she  shall  touch  nothing  of 
holiness,  nor  come  into  the  sanctuary,  until  the  days  of  her 
purifying*  be  fulfilled.    But  if  she  bear  a  female,  then  she  5 
shall  be  unclean  two  weeks,  as  in  her  separation:  and  she 
shall  abide  in  the  blood  of  her  purifying*  threescore  and  six 
days.    And  when  the  days  of  her  purifying  are  fulfilled,  for  6 
a  son,  or  for  a  daughter,  she  shall  bring  a  lamb  of  a  year- 
old  for  a  burnt  otfering,  and  a  young  pigeon,  or  a  turtle 
dove,  for  a  sin  otfering,  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent,  to  the  priest ;    And  he  shall  otfer  it  before  the  Eternal,  7 
and  make  an  expiation  for  her,  and  she  shall  be  cleansed 
from  the  issue  of  her  blood.    This  is  the  law  for  her  that 
hath  born  a  male  or  a  female.    And  if  she  be  not  able  to  8 
bring  one  of  the  flock,  then  she  shall  take  two  turtles,  or 
two  young  pigeons;  the  one  for  a  burnt  offering,  and  the 
other  for  a  sin  offering :  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation 
for  her,  and  she  shall  be  clean. 

i  * 

And  the  Eternal   spake  to  Moses   and  Aaron,  saying,  l 
When  a  man  shall  have  in  the  skin  of  his  flesh  a  rising,  2 
a  scab,  a  bright  spot,  and  it  be  in  the  skin  of  his  flesh 
like  the  plague  of  leprosy;  then  he  shall  be  brought  to  Aaron 
the  priest,  or  to  one  of  his  sons  the  priests :   And  the  priest  3 
shall  look  on  the  plague  in  the  skin  of  the  flesh ;  and  when 
the  hair  in  the  plague  is  turned  white,  and  the  plague  in 
sight  be  deeper  than  the  skin  of  his  flesh,  it  is  a  plague  of 
leprosy:  and  the  priest  shall  look  on  him,   and  pronounce 
him  unclean.    If  the  bright  spot  be  white  in  the  skin  of  his  4 
flesh,   and  in  sight  be  not  deeper  than  the  skin,  and  the 
hair  thereof  be  not  turned  white;  then  the  priest  shall  shut 
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up  Mm  that  hath  the  plague  seven  days:    And  the  priest 5 
shall  see  him  the  seventh  day:  and,  behold,  if  the  plague 
in  his  sight  be  at  a  stay,  and  the  plague  spread  not  in  the 
skin,  then  the  priest  shall  shut  him  up  seven  days  more: 
And  the  priest  shall  look  on  him  a  second  time  the  seventh  6 
day;  and,  behold,  if  the  plague  be  somewhat  dark,  and  the 
plague  spread  not  in  the  skin,  the  priest  shall  pronounce 
him  clean;  it  is  bid  a  scab:  and  he  shall  wash  his  garments, 
and  be  clean.    But  if  the  scab  spread  much  abroad  in  the  7 
skin,  after  that  he  hath  been  seen  by  the  priest  after  his 
being  pronounced  clean,  he  shall  be  seen  by  the  priest  a 
second  time:    And  if  the  priest  see  that,  behold,  the  scab  8 
spreadeth  in  the  skin,  then  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him 
unclean:  it  is  a  leprosy. 

When  the  plague  of  leprosy  is  in  a  man ,  then  he  shall  9 
be  brought  to  the  priest;    And  the  priest  shall  see  him:  10 
and,  behold,  if  a  white  rising  be  in  the  skin,  and  it  have 
turned  the  hair  white,  and  there  be  quick  raw  flesh  in  the 
rising ;    It  is  a  leprosy  of  old  standing  in  the  skin  of  his  1 1 
flesh;  and  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  unclean,  and  shall 
not  shut  him  up :  for  he  is  unclean.   And  if  a  leprosy  break  1 2 
out  abroad  in  the  skin,  and  the  leprosy  cover  all  the  skin 
of  him  that  hath  the  plague  from  his  head  even  to  his  foot, 
wheresoever  the  priest  looketh;    Then  the  priest  shall  see:  13 
and,  behold,   if  the  leprosy  have  covered  all  his  flesh,  he 
shall  pronounce  him  clean  that  hath  the  plague:  it  is  all 
turned  white:  he  is  clean.    But  when  raw  flesh  appearethl4 
in  him ,  he  shall  be  unclean.    And  the  priest  shall  see  the  1 5 
raw  flesh,  and  pronounce  him  to  be  unclean;  for  the  raw 
flesh  is  unclean :  it  is  a  leprosy.    Or  if  the  raw  flesh  turn  1  ft 
again,  and  be  changed  into  white,  he  shall  come  to  the 
priest;    And  the  priest  shall  see  him:  and,  behold,  if  the  17 
plague  be  turned  into  white,  then  the  priest  shall  pronounce 
him  clean  that  hath  the  plague :  he  is  clean. 

The  flesh  also,  in  which,  even  in  the  skin  thereof,  was  18 
a  boil,  and  is  healed ;  And  in  the  place  of  the  boil  there  1 9 
be  a  white  rising,  or  a  bright  spot,  white,  or  dark-red,  and 
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it  be  shewn  to  the  priest;    And  if,  when  the  priest  seeth20 
it,  behold,  it  be  in  sight  lower  than  the  skin,  and  the  hair 
thereof  be  turned  white;  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  un- 
clean: it  is  a  plague  of  leprosy  broken  out  of  the  boil.    But  21 
if  the  priest  see  it,  and,  behold,  there  be  no  white  hairs 
therein ,  and  if  it  be  not  lower  than  the  skin ,  but  be  some- 
what dark,  then  the  priest  shall  shut  him  up  seven  days:  And  22 
if  it  spread  much  abroad  in  the  skin,  then  the  priest  shall 
pronounce  him  unclean :  it  is  a  plague.    But  if  the  bright  23 
spot  stay  in  his  place,  and  spread  not,  it  is  the  burning  boil ; 
and  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  clean.    Or  if  there  be  24 
any  flesh,  in  the  skin,  wherein  there  is  a  part  burnt  by  fire, 
and  the  quick  flesh  of  the  burnt  part  have  a  white  bright 
spot,  dark-red  or  white,    Then  the  priest  shall  see  it :  and,  25 
behold,  if  the  hair  in  the  bright  spot  be  turned  white,  and 
it  be  in  sight  deeper  than  the  skin,  it  is  a  leprosy  broken 
out  of  the  burnt  part:  wherefore  the  priest  shall  pronounce 
him  unclean:  it  is  the  plague  of  leprosy.    But  if  the  priest 26 
see  it,  and,  behold,  there  be  no  white  hair  in  the  bright 
spot,  and  it  be  no  lower  than  the  other  skin,  but  be  some- 
what dark,  then  the  priest  shall  shut  him  up  seven  days: 
And  the  priest  shall  see  him  the  seventh  day :  and  if  it  27 
have  spread  much  abroad  in  the  skin,  then  the  priest  shall 
pronounce  him  unclean:  it  is  the  plague  of  leprosy.    And  if  28 
the  bright  spot  stay  in  its  place,  and  spread  not  in  the  skin, 
but  it  be  somewhat  dark,  it  is  a  rising  of  the  burnt  part, 
and  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  clean  ;  for  it  is  the  in- 
flammation of  the  burnt  part. 

If  a  man  or  woman  hath  a  plague  upon  the  head  or  the  29 
beard,    Then  the  priest  shall  see  the  plague:  and,  behold, 30 
if  it  be  in  sight  deeper  than  the  skin,  and  there  be  in  it  a 
gold-coloured  thin  hair,  then  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him 
unclean:  it  is  a  seal!,  even  a  leprosy  upon  the  head  or  beard. 
And  if  the  priest  see  the  plague  of  the  scall,  and,  behold,  31 
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it  be  not  in  sight  deeper  than  the  skin,  and  that  there  is 
no  black  hair  in  it,  then  the  priest  shall  shut  up  him  that 
hath  the  plague  of  the  scall  seven  days:    And  in  the  seventh 32 
day  the  priest  shall  see  the  plague ;  and,  behold,  if  the  scall 
spread  not,  and  there  be  in  it  no  gold-colored  hair,  and 
the  scall  be  not  in  sight  deeper  than  the  skin,    He  shall  33 
cut  his  hair,  but  the  hair  round  the  scall  shall  he  not  cut; 
and  the  priest  shall  shut  up  him  that  hath  the  scall  seven 
days  a  second  time:    And  in  the  seventh  day  the  priest  shall  34 
see  the  scall;  and,  behold,  if  the  scall  be  not  spread  in  the 
skin,  nor  be  in  sight  deeper  than  the  skin,  then  the  priest 
shall  pronounce  him  clean;  and  he  shall  wash  his  garments, 
and  be  clean.    But  if  the  scall  spread  much  in  the  skin  after  35 
his  being  pronounced  clean.    Then  the  priest  shall  see  him:  36 
and,  behold,  if  the  scall  be  spread  in  the  skin,  the  priest 
shall  not  search  for  gold-colored  hair;   he  is  unclean.    But  37 
if  the  scall  be  in  his  eyes  at  a  stay,  and  that  there  is  black 
hair  grown  up  therein,  the  scall  is  healed,  he  is  clean ;  and 
the  priest  shall  pronounce  him  clean.    If  a  man  also  or  a  38 
woman  have  in  the  skin  of  their  flesh,  bright  spots,  even 
white  bright  spots,    Then  the  priest  shall  see:  and,  behold, 39 
if  the  bright  spots  in  the  skin  of  their  flesh  be  darkish  white, 
it  is  the  bohak  that  groweth  in  the  skin;  he  is  clean.   And  40 
the  man  whose  hair  is  fallen  off  his  head ,  he  is  bald ;  yet 
is  he  clean.    And  he  that  hath  his  hair  fallen  off  from  the  4 1 
corner  of  his  head  towards  his  face,  he  is  forehead  bald; 
yet  is  he  clean.    And  if  there  be  in  the  bald  head,  or  bald  42 
forehead ,  a  white  or  dark  red  sore ;  it  is  a  leprosy  sprung 
up  in  his  bald  head,  or  his  bald  forehead:    Then  the  priest  43 
shall  see  it:  and,  behold,  if  the  rising  of  the  sore  be  white 
or  dark-red  in  the  bald  head,  or  in  his  bald  forehead,  as 
the  leprosy  appeareth  in  the  skin  of  the  flesh,    He  is  a  44 
leprous  man,  he  is  unclean:  the  priest  shall  pronounce  him 
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utterly  unclean;  his  plague  is  in  his  head.    And  the  leper 45 
in  whom  the  plague  is,  his  garments  shall  be  rent,  and  the 
hair  of  his  head  shall  grow  wild,  and  he  shall  cover  his 
lip,  and  shall  call  out,  Unclean,  unclean.   All  the  days  wherein  46 
the  plague  shall  be  in  him  he  shall  be  defiled;  he  is  unclean: 
he  shall  abide  solitary;  without  the  camp  shall  his  habitation 
be.      The  garment  also  that  the  plague  of  leprosy  is  in,  47 
whether  it  be  in  a  garment  of  wool  or  in  a  garment  of  flax, 
Whether  it  be  in  the  warp  or  woof,  of  flax,  or  of  wool;  48 
whether  in  a  skin,  or  in  anything  made  of  skin  ;    And  if  the  49 
plague  be  dark-green  or  dark-red  in  the  garment,  or  in  the 
skin,  either  in  the  warp  or  in  the  woof,  or  in  any  vessel 
of  skin;  it  is  a  plague  of  leprosy,  and  shall  be  shewn  to 
the  priest:    And  the  priest  shall  see  the  plague,  and  shut  50 
up  it  that  hath  the  plague  seven  days:    And  he  shall  see  51 
the  plague  on  the  seventh  day:  if  the  plague  have  spread  in 
the  garment,  either  in  the  warp  or  in  the  woof,  or  iu  a 
skin,  or  in  any  work  that  is  made  of  skin,  the  plague  is  a 
fretting  leprosy;  it  is  unclean.    He  shall  therefore  burn  that 52 
garment,  whether  warp  or  woof,  of  wool  or  of  flax,  or  any 
vessel  of  skin ,  wherein  the  plague  is :  for  it  is  a  fretting 
leprosy;  it  shall  be  burnt  in  the  fire.   And  if  the  priest  shall  53 
see,  and,  behold,  the  plague  have  not  spread  in  the  garment, 
either  in  the  warp  or  in  the  woof,  or  in  any  vessel  of  skin ; 
Then  the  priest  shall  command  that  they  wash  the  thing  5  4 
wherein  the  plague  is,  and  he  shall  shut  it  up  seven  days 
a  second  time :    And  the  priest  shall  look  on  the  plague  55 
after  that  it  is  washed:  and,  behold,  if  the  plague  have  not 
changed  its  colour,  and  the  plague  have  not  spread,  it  is 
unclean;  thou  shalt  burn  it  in  the  fire;  it  is  fret  inward, 
tvhether  it  be  bare  within  or  without.    And  if  the  priest  look,  56 
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and,  behold,  the  plague  be  somewhat  dark  after  the  washing 
of  it,  then  he  shall  rend  it  out  of  the  garment,  or  out  of 
the  skin,  or  out  of  the  warp  or  out  of  the  woof:    And  if 57 
it  appear  slill  in  the  garment,  either  in  the  warp  or  in  the 
woof,   or  in  any  vessel  of  skin,  it  is  a  spreading  plague; 
thou  shalt  burn  that  wherein  the  plague  is  with  fire.    And  58 
the  garment,  either  warp  or  woof,  or  whatsoever  vessel  of 
skin  it  be  which  thou  shalt  wash,  if  the  plague  be  departed 
from  them,  then  it  shall  be  wTashed  the  second  time,  and 
shall  be  clean.    This  is  the  law  of  the  plague  of  leprosy  iu59 
a  garment,  of  wool  or  flax,  either  in  the  warp  or  woof,  or 
any  vessel  of  skins,  to  pronounce  it  clean,   or  to  pronounce 
it  unclean.  14 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    This  shall  be1 
the  law  of  the  leper  in  the  day  of  his  being  pronounced  ~ 
clean:    He  shall  be  brought  to  the  priest:    And  the  priest 3 
shall  go  forth  out  of  the  camp;  and  the  priest  shall  look, 
and,  behold,  if  the  plague  of  leprosy  is  healed  in  the  leper, 
Then  shall  the  priest  command  to  take  for  him  that  is  to  4 
be  cleansed  twro  lively  clean  birds,   and  cedar  wood,  and 
crimson,  and  hyssop:    And  the  priest  shall  command  that 5 
one  of  the  birds  be  killed  in  an  earthen  vessel  over  running 
water:    As  for  the  living  bird,  he  shall  take  it,  and  the  6 
cedar  wood,  and  the  crimson,  and  the  hyssop,  and  shall 
dip  them  and  the  living  bird  in  the  blood  of  the  bird  that 
ivas  killed  over  the  running  water :    And  he  shall  sprinkle  7 
upon  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed  from  the  leprosy  seven 
times,  and  shall  pronounce  him  clean,  and  shall  let  the  living 
bird  loose  into  the  open  field.    And  he  that  is  to  be  cleansed  8 
shall  wash  his  garments,  and  cut  otf  all  his  hair,  and  wash 
himself  in  water,  that  he  may  be  clean:   and  after  that  he 
shall  come  into  the  camp,  and  shall  abide  abroad  out  of  his 
tent  seven  days.    But  it  shall  be  on  the  seventh  day.  that  9 
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he  shall  cut  all  his  hair  off  his  head,  anil  his  beard,  and 
his  eyebrows,  even  all  his  hair  he  shall  cut  off:  and  he  shall 
wash  his  garments,  and  he  shall  be  clean.    And  on  the  10 
eighth  day   he  shall  take  two  he-lambs  without  blemish, 
and  one  ewe  Iamb  a  year  old  without  blemish,  and  three 
tenth   deals   of  flour  for   an  oblation,  mingled  with  oil, 
and  one  log  of  oil.    And  the  priest  that  maketh  Mm  clean  1 1 
shall  present  the  man  that  is  to  be  made  clean,  and  those 
things,  before  the  Eternal,  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent.    And  the  priest  shall  take  the  one  he-lamb ,  and  offer  1 2 
it  for  a  guilt  offering,  and  the  log  of  oil,   and  wave  them 
for  a  wave  offering  before  the  Eternal.    And  he  shall  kill  1 3 
the  lamb  in  the  place  where  he  shall  kill  the  sin  offering 
and  the  burnt  offering,  in  the  place  of  holiness;  for  as  the 
sin  offering  is  the  priest's,  so  is  the  guilt  offering ;  it  is  most 
holy.    And  the  priest  shall  take  some  of  the  blood  of  the  14 
guilt  offering,  and  the  priest  shall  put  it  upon  the  tip  of 
the  right  ear  of  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed,  and  upon  the 
thumb  of  his  right  hand,  and  upon  the  great  toe  of  his 
right  foot:    And  the  priest  shall  take  some  of  the  log  of  15 
oil,  and  pour  it  into  the  palm  of  his  own  left  hand:    And  16 
the  priest  shall  dip  his  right  finger  in  the  oil  that  is  in  his 
left  hand,  and  shall  sprinkle  of  the  oil  with  his  finger  seven 
times  before  the  Eternal:    And  of  the  rest  of  the  oil  that  17 
is  iu  his  hand  shall  the  priest  put  upon  the  tip  of  the  right 
ear  of  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed,  and  upon  the  thumb  of 
his  right  hand,  and  upon  the  great  toe  of  his  right  foot, 
upon  the  blood  of  the  guilt  offering:    And  what  is  left  of  18 
the  oil  that  is  in  the  priest's  hand  he  shall  pour  upon  the 
head  of  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed ;  and  the  priest  shall 
make  an  expiation  for  him  before  the  Eternal.    And  the  19 
priest  shall  offer  the  sin  offering,  and  make  an  expiation  for 
him  that  is  to  be  cleansed  from  his  uncleanness;  and  afterwards

he  shall  kill  the  burnt  offering.    And  the  priest  shall  offer  20 
the  burnt  offering,  and  the  oblation,  upon  the  altar:  and 
the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  him,  and  he  shall  be 
clean.    And  if  he  be  poor,  and  his  hand  cannot  get  so  much;  21 
then  he  shall  take  one  lamb  for  a  guilt  offering  to  be  waved, 
to  make  an  expiation  for  him,  and  one  tenth  deal  of  flour 
mingled  with  oil,  for  an  oblation,  and  a  log  of  oil;    And  22 
two  turtle  doves,  or  two  young  pigeons,  such  as  he  is  able 
to  get;  and  the  one  shall  be  a  sin  offering,  and  the  other 
a  burnt  offering.    And  he  shall  bring  them  on  the  eighth  23 
day  of  his  being  pronounced  clean,  to  the  priest,  to  the 
entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  before  the  Eternal.    And  the  24 
priest  shall  take  the  lamb  of  the  guilt  offering,  and  the  log 
of  oil,  and  the  priest  sball  wave  them  for  a  wave  offering 
before  the  Eternal.    And  he  shall  kill  the  lamb  of  the  guilt  25 
offering,  and  the  priest  shall  take  some  of  the  blood  of  the 
guilt  offering,  and  put  it  upon  the  tip  of  the  right  ear  of 
him  that  is  to  be  cleansed,  and  upon  the  thumb  of  his  right 
hand,  and  upon  the  great  toe  of  his  right  foot:    And  the  26 
priest  shall  pour  of  the  oil  into  the  palm  of  his  own  left 
hand:    And  the  priest  shall  sprinkle  with  his  right  finger 27 
some  of  the  oil  that  is  in  his  left  hand,  seven  times  before 
the  Eternal:    And  the  priest  shall  put  of  the  oil  that  is  in  28 
his  hand  upon  the  tip  of  the  right  ear  of  him  that  is  to  be 
cleansed,  and  upon  the  thumb  of  his  right  hand,  and  upon 
the  great  toe  of  his  right  foot,  upon  the  place  of  the  blood 
of  the  guilt  offering:    And  what  is  left  of  the  oil  that  is  29 
in  the  priest's  hand  he  shall  put  upon  the  head  of  him  that 
is  to  be  cleansed,  to  make  an  expiation  for  him  before  the 
Eternal.    And  he  shall  offer  the  one  of  the  turtle  doves,  or  30 
of  the  young  pigeons,  such  as  he  can  get;    Even  such  as  31 
he  is  able  to  get,  the  one  for  a  sin  offering,  and  the  other 
for  a  burnt  offering,  with  the  oblation;  and  the  priest  shall 
make  an  expiation  for  him  that  is  to  be  cleansed  before  the 
5  Vol.  HI. 
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Eternal.    This  is  the  law  of  Mm  in  whom  is  the  plague  of  32 
leprosy,  whose  hand  is  not  able  to  get  that  which  pertaineth 
to  his  being-  pronounced  clean. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  to  Aaron,  saying",  33 
When  ye  be  come  into  the  land  of  Canaan,  which  I  give 34 
to  you  for  a  possession,  and  I  put  the  plague  of  leprosy  in 
a  house  of  the  land  of  your  possession;    And  he  that  owneth35 
the  house  shall  come,  and  tell  the  priest,  saying,  Something 
like  a  plague  appeareth  to  me  in  the  house ;  Then  the  priest  36 
shall  command  that  they  clear  the  house,  before  the  priest 
go  into  it  to  see  the  plague,  that  all  that  is  in  the  house 
be  not  made  unclean;  and  afterwards  the  priest  shall  go  in 
to  see  the  house:    And  he  shall  look  on  the  plague,  and.  37 
behold,  if  the  plague  be  in  the  walls  of  the  house,  with 
hollow  strakes,  dark-green  or  dark-red  which  in  sight  are 
lower  than  the  wall;    Then  the  priest  shall  go  out  of  the 38 
house,  to  the  entrance  of  the  house,  and  shut  up  the  house 
seven  days:    And  the  priest  shall  come  again  on  the  seventh 39 
day,  and  shall  look:  and,  behold,  if  the  plague  have  spread 
in  the  walls  of  the  house,    Then  the  priest  shall  command  40 
that  they  take  away  the  stones  in  which  the  plague  is,  and 
they  shall  cast  them  into  an  unclean  place  without  the  city: 
And  he  shall  cause  the  house  to  be  scraped  within  round  41 
about,  and  they  shall  pour  out  the  dust  that  they  scrape 
off  without  the  city,  into  an  unclean  place :    And  they  shall  42 
take  other  stones,  and  bring  them  instead  of  those  stones; 
and  he  shall  take  other  mortar,  and  shall  plaister  the  house. 
And  if  the  plague  return  and  break  out  in  the  house,  after 43 
that  he  hath  taken  away  the  stones,  and  after  he  hath 
scraped  the  house,    and  after  it  is  plaistered ;    Then  the 44 
priest  shall  come  and  look,  and,  behold,  if  the  plague  have 
spread  in  the  house,  it  is  a  fretting  leprosy  in  the  house: 
it  is  unclean.    And  he  shall  break  down  the  house,  the 45 
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stones  of  it,  and  the  wood  thereof,   and  all  the  mortar  of 
the  house;  and  he  shall  carry  them  forth  out  of  the  city, 
into  an  unclean  place.       Moreover,  he  that  goeth  into  the  46 
house,  all  the  while  that  it  is  shut  up,  shall  be  unclean 
until  the  even.    And  he  that  lieth  in  the  house  shall  wash  47 
his  garments ;  and  he  that  eateth  in  the  house  shall  wash 
his  garments.    And  if  the  priest  shall  come  in,  and  look  48 
upon  it,  and,   behold,  the  plague  hath  not  spread  in  the 
house,  after  the  house  was  plaistered;  then  the  priest  shall 
pronounce  the  house  clean,  because  the  plague  is  healed. 
And  he  shall  take  to  cleanse  the  house  two  birds,  and  cedar  49 
wood,  and  crimson,  and  hyssop:    And  he  shall  kill  the  one  50 
of  the  birds  in  an  earthen  vessel  over  running  water:    And  51 
he  shall  take  the  cedar  wood,  and  the  hyssop,  and  the 
crimson,  and  the  living  bird,  and  dip  them  in  the  blood  of 
the  slain  bird,  and  in  the  running  water,  and  sprinkle  the 
house  seven  times :    And  he  shall  cleanse  the  house  with  the  52 
blood  of  the  bird,  and  with  the  running  water,  and  with 
the  living  bird,  and  with  the  cedar-wood,  and  with  the 
hyssop,  and  with  the  crimson:   But  he  shall  let  go  the 53 
living  bird  out  of  the  city  into  the  open  fields,  and  make  an 
expiation  for  the  house:  and  it  shall  be  clean.    This  is  the 54 
law  for  every  plague  of  leprosy,  and  scall,    And  for  the 55 
leprosy  of  a  garment,  and  of  a  house,   And  for  a  rising,  56 
and  for  a  scab,  and  for  a  bright  spot;    To  instruct  con- 57 
cerning  the  day  of  its  being  clean  and  the  day  of  its  being 
unclean:  this  is  the  law  of  leprosy. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  to  Aaron ,  saying,  1 
Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,   When 2 
any  man  hath  a  running  issue  out  of  his  flesh,  because  of 
his  issue  he  is  unclean.    And  this  shall  be  his  uncleanliness3 
in  his  issue:  whether  his  flesh  drip  with  his  issue,  or  his 
flesh  be  stopped  from  his  issue,    it  is  his  uncleanliness. 
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Every  place  of  repose  whereon  he  lieth  that  hath  the  issne  is  4 
unclean :  and  every  thing-  whereon  he  sitteth  shall  be  unclean. 
And  whosoever  toucheth  his  place  of  repose  shall  wash  his  5 
garments,  and  bathe  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until 
the  even.    And  he  that  sitteth  on  any  thing  whereon  he  f> 
sat  that  hath  the  issue  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  bathe 
himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.    And  he? 
that  toucheth  the  flesh  of  him  that  hath  the  issue  shall 
wash  his  garments,  and  bathe  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean 
until  the  even.    And  if  he  that  hath  the  issue  spit  upon  8 
him  that  is  clean,  then  he  shall  wash  his  garments,  and 
bathe  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.    And  9 
anything  for  riding  which  he  rideth  upon  that  hath  the  issue 
shall  be  unclean.    And  whosoever  toucheth  any  thing  that  1 0 
was  under  him  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even:  and  he  that 
beareth  any  of  those  things  shall  wash  his  garments,  and 
bathe  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.  Andli 
whomsoever  he  toucheth  that  hath  the  issue,  and  hath  not 
rinsed  his  hands  in  water,  he  shall  wash  his  garments,  and 
bathe  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.    And  12 
the  vessel  of  earth  that  he  toucheth  which  hath  the  issue 
shall  be  broken:  and  every  vessel  of  wood  shall  be  rinsed 
in  water.    And  when  he  that  hath  an  issue  is  cleansed  of  13 
his  issue,  then  he  shall  number  to  himself  seven  days  from 
his  being  pronounced  clean,  and  wash  his  garments,  and 
bathe  his  flesh  in  running  water,  and  shall  be  clean.    And  14 
on  the  eighth  day  he  shall  take  to  him  two  turtle-doves,  or 
twro  young  pigeons,   and  come  before  the  Eternal  to  the 
entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  give  them  to  the  priest: 
And  the  priest  shall  offer  them,  the  one  for  a  sin  offering,  1 5 
and  the  other  for  a  burnt  offering;  and  the  priest  shall  make 
an  expiation  for  him  before  the  Eternal  for  his  issue.    And  16 
if  any  man's  seed  of  copulation  go  out  from  him,  then  he 
shall  wash  all  his  body  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the 
even.    And  every  garment,  and  every  skin,  whereon  is  the  17 
seed  of  copulation,  shall  be  washed  with  water,  and  be 
unclean  until  the  even.    The  woman  also  with  whom  man  18 
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shall  lie  tvith  seed  of  copulation,  they  shall  both  bathe 
themselves  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even. 

And  if  a  woman  have  an  issue,  and  her  issue  in  her  flesh  1 9 
be  blood,  she  shall  be  put  apart  seven  days;  and  whosoever 
toucheth  her  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.   And  everything  20 
that  she  lieth  upon  in  her  separation  shall  be  unclean;  every 
thing-  also  that  she   sitteth  upon  shall  be  unclean.    And  21 
whosoever  toucheth  her  place  of  repose  shall  wash  his  clothes, 
and  bathe  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even. 
And  whosoever  toucheth  any  thing-  that  she  sat  upon,  shall 22 
wash  his  garments,  and  bathe  himself  in  water,  and  be  unclean 
until  the  even.    And  if  it  be  on  her  place  of  repose,  or  on 23 
any  thing-  whereon  she  sitteth,  when  he  toucheth  it,  he  shall 
be  unclean  until  the  even.    And  if  any  man  lie  with  her  at  24 
all,  then  shall  her  uncleanliness  of  separation  be  upon  him, 
he  shall  be  unclean  seven  days,  and  every  place  of  repose 
whereon  he  lieth  shall  be  unclean.    And  if  a  woman  have  25 
an  issue  of  her  blood  many  days  out  of  the  time  of  her 
separation ,  or  if  it  flow  beyond  the  time  of  her  separation ; 
all  the  days  of  the  flowing  of  her  uncleanness  shall  be  as  the 
days  of  her  separation :  she  shall  be  unclean.    Every  place  26 
of  repose  whereon  she  lieth  all  the  days  of  her  issue  shall 
be  to  her  as  the  place  of  her  separation :  and  whatsoever 
she  sitteth  upon  shall  be  unclean,  as  the  uncleanness  of  her 
separation.    And  whosoever  toucheth  those  things  shall  be  27 
unclean,  and  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  bathe  himself  in 
water,  and  be  unclean  until  the  even.    But  if  she  be  cleansed  28 
of  her  issue,  then  she  shall  number  to  herself  seven  days, 
and  after  that  she  shall  be  clean.    And  on  the  eighth  day  29 
she  shall  take  to  her  two  turtles,  or  two  young  pigeons, 
and  bring  them  to  the  priest,  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent.    And  the  priest  shall  offer  the  one  for  a  sin  offering,  gg 
and  the  other  for  a  burnt  offering;  and  the  priest  shall  make 
an  expiation  for  her  before  the  Eternal,  for  the  issue  of  her 
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uncleanness.    Thus  shall  ye  separate  the  children  of  Israel  31 
from  their  uncleanness,  that  they  die  not  in  their  uncleanness, 
when  they  defile  my  dwelling*  that  is  among-  them.    This  is  32 
the  law  of  him  that  hath  an  issue,  and  of  him  whose  seed 
of  copulation  goeth  from  him,  and  is  defiled  therewith;  And3:i 
of  her  that  hath  the  infirmity  of  her  separation,  and  of  him 
that  hath  an  issue,  of  the  male,  and  of  the  female,  and  of 
him  that  lieth  with  her  who  is  unclean.

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  after  the  death  of  the  1 
two  sons  of  Aaron,  when  they  drew  nigh  to  the  Eternal, 
and  died :    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses ,  Speak  to  Aaron  2 
thy  brother,  that  he  come  not  at  all  times  into  the  holy 
place  within  the  partition  vail,  before  the  covering  which  is 
upon  the  ark,  that  he  die  not :  for  I  will  appear  in  the  cloud 
upon  the  covering-.    With  this  shall  Aaron  come  into  the  3 
holy  place;  With  a  young-  bull  for  a  sin  offering-,  and  a 
ram  for  a  burnt  offering-.    He  shall  put  on  the  linen  inner  4 
garment  of  holiness,  and  he  shall  have  the  linen  breeches 
upon  his  flesh,  and  shall  be  girded  with  a  linen  belt,  and 
wind  round  the  linen  mitre:  these  are  garments  of  holiness; 
therefore  shall  he  wash  his  flesh  in  wrater,  and  so  put  them 
on.    And  he  shall  take  of  the  congregation  of  the  children  5 
of  Israel  twro  kids  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering,  and  one 
ram  for  a  burnt  offering.    And  Aaron  shall  offer  the  bullock  6 
of  the  sin  offering  which  is  his,  and  make  an  expiation  for 
himself,  and  for  his  house.    And  he  shall  take  the  two  goats,  7 
and  present  them  before  the  Eternal  at  the  entrance  of  the 
appointed  tent.    And  Aaron  shall  cast  lots  upon  the  two  8 
goats;  one  lot  for  the  Eternal,  and  the  other  Jot  for  Azazel. 
And  Aaron  shall  offer  the  goat  upon  which  the  lot  for  the  9 
Eternal  fell,  and  bring  it  for  a  sin  offering:    But  the  goat,  10 
on  which  the  lot  fell  to  Azazel,  shall  be  presented  alive  be- 
fore the  Eternal,  to  make  an  expiation  with  it,  and  to  send 
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it  forth  to  Azazel  into  the  desert.    And  Aaron  shall  offer  11 
the  bullock  of  the  sin  offering  which  is  for  himself,  and  shall 
make  an  expiation  for  himself,  and  for  his  house,  and  shall 
kill  the  bullock  of  the  sin  offering  which  is  for  himself. 
And  he  shall  take  a  censer  full  of  burning-  coals  of  fire  from  1 2 
off  the  altar  before  the  Eternal,  and  his  hands  full  of  incense 
of  aromatics  beaten  small,  and  bring*  it  within  the  partition 
vail.    And  he  shall  put  the  incense  upon  the  fire  before  the  1 3 
Eternal,  that  the  cloud  of  the  incense  may  cover  the  covering 
that  is  upon  the  testimony  that  he  die  not.    And  he  shall  1 4 
take  of  the  blood  of  the  bullock,  and  sprinkle  it  with  his 
finger  above  the  covering  eastward:  and  before  the  covering 
shall  he  sprinkle  of  the  blood  with  his  finger  seven  times. 
Then  shall  he  kill  the  goat  of  the  sin  offering ,  that  is  for  1 5 
the  people,  and  bring  its  blood  within  the  partition  vail, 
and  do  with  that  blood  as  he  did  with  the  blood  of  the 
bullock,  and  sprinkle  it  above  the  covering,  and  before  the 
covering.    And  he  shall  make  an  expiation  for  the  holy  place,  1 6 
because  of  the  uncleanness  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and 
because  of  their  transgressions  in  all  their  sins :  and  so  shall 
he  do  for  the  appointed  tent  that  remaineth  among  them  in 
the  midst  of  their  uncleanness.    And  there  shall  be  no  man  1 7 
in  the  appointed  tent  when  he  goeth  in  to  make  an  expiation 
in  the  holy  place,  until  he  come  out,  and  he  shall  make  an 
expiation  for  himself,  and  for  his  house,  and  for  all  the  con- 
gregation of  Israel.    And  he  shall  go  out  to  the  altar  that  1 8 
is  before  the  Eternal,  and  make  an  expiation  for  it;  and 
shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  bullock  and  of  the  blood  of 
the  goat,  and  put  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  round 
about.    And  he  shall  sprinkle  of  the  blood  upon  it  with  his  19 
finger  seven  times,  and  cleanse  it,  and  hallow  it  from  the 
uncleanness  of  the  children  of  Israel.    And  when  he  hath  20 
finished  making  an  expiation  for  the  holy  place,  and  the 
appointed  tent,  and  the  altar,  he  shall  bring  the  live  goat. 
And  Aaron  shall  lay  both  his  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  21 
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live  goat,  and  confess  over  it  all  the  iniquities  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  and  all  their  transgressions  in  all  their  sins, 
putting-  them  upon  the  head  of  the  goat,  and  shall  send  it 
forth  by  the  hand  of  a  ready  man  into  the  wilderness.    And  22 
the  goat  shall  bear  upon  it  all  their  iniquities  unto  a  desolate 
land :  and  he  shall  send  forth  the  goat  into  the  wilderness. 
And  Aaron  shall  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  and  shall  put  23 
off  the  linen  garments  which  he  put  on  when  he  went  into 
die  holy  place,  and  shall  place  them  there:    And  he  shall 24 
wash  his  fiesh  with  water  in  the  holy  place,  and  put  on  his 
garments,  and  come  out,  and  offer  his  burnt  offering,  and 
the  burnt  offering  of  the  people,  and  make  an  expiation  for 
himself,  and  for  the  people.    And  the  fat  of  the  sin  offering  25 
shall  he  cause  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar.    And  he  26 
that  sent  forth  the  goat,  for  Azazel  shall  wash  his  garments, 
and  bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  afterwards  come  into  the 
camp.    And  the  bullock  for  the  sin  offering,  and  the  goat  27 
for  the  sin  offering,  whose  blood  was  brought  in  to  make 
expiation  in  the  holy  place,   shall  one  bring  forth  without 
the  camp;  and  they  shall  burn  in  the  fire  their  skins,  and 
their  flesh,  and  their  dung.  And  he  that  burneth  them  shall  28 
wash  his  garments,  and  bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  after- 
wards he  shall  come  into  the  camp.    And  this  shall  be  an  29 
ordinance  for  ever  to  you,  that  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the 
tenth  day  of  the  month,  ye  shall  fast,  and  do  no  work  at 
all,  whether  the  native,  or  the  stranger  that  sojourneth  among 
you.    For  on  that  day  shall  the  high-priest  make  an  expiation  30 
for  you,  to  cleanse  you,  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all  your 
sins  before  the  Eternal,   It  shall  be  a  sabbath  of  strict  rest 31 
to  you,  and  ye  shall  fast,  it  is  an  ordinance  for  ever.    And 32 
the  priest,  whom  they  shall  anoint,  and  whom  they  shall 
consecrate  to  minister  as  priest  in  his  father's  stead,  shall 
make  the  expiation,  and  shall  put  on  the  linen  garments, 
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even  the  garments  of  holiness :  And  he  shall  make  an  expiation  33 
lor  the  sanctuary  of  holiness,  and  he  shall  make  an  expiation 
for  the  appointed  tent,  and  for  the  altar;  and  he  shall  make 
an  expiation  for  the  priests,  and  for  all  the  people  of  the 
assembly.  And  this  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever,  to  make  34 
an  expiation  for  the  children  of  Israel,  for  all  their  sins, 
once  a  year.    And  he  did  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  17 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying",    Speak  to  Aaron, 
and  to  his  sons,  and  to  all  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say" 
to  them,  This  is  the  thing-  which  the  Eternal  hath  commanded, 
saying',    What  man  soever  there  be  of  the  house  of  Israel  3 
that  killeth  one  of  the  herd,  or  lamb,  or  goat,  in  the  camp, 
or  that  killeth  it  out  of  the  camp ,    And  bringeth  it  not  to  4 
the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  to   offer  an  offering  to 
the  Eternal,  before  the  dwelling-  of  the  Eternal,  blood  shall 
be  imputed  to  that  man;  he  hath  shed  blood:  and  that  man 
shall  be  cut  otf  from  among-  his  people:    To  the  end  that  5 
the  children  of  Israel  may  bring*  their  sacrifices,  which  they 
sacrifice  in  the  open  field,  even  that  they  may  bring-  them 
to  the  Eternal,  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent  to  the 
priest,  and  sacrifice  them  for  feast  offerings  to  the  Eternal. 
And  the  priest  shall  sprinkle  the  blood  upon  the  altar  of  the  6 
Eternal,  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  cause 
the  fat  to   ascend  in  fumes,  for  a  pleasing  odour  to  the 
Eternal.    And  they  shall  no  more  sacrifice  their  sacrifices  to  7 
the  devils,  after  whom  they  have  gone  a  wrhoring.  This 
shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  to  them  throughout  their 
generations.    And  thou  shalt  say  to  them,  Whatsoever  mans 
there  be  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  of  the  strangers  who 
sojourn  among  you,  that  offereth  a  burnt  offering  or  sacrifice. 
And  bringeth  it  not  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  9 
6  Vol.  111. 
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to  offer  it  to  the  Eternal,  even  that  man  shall  be  cut  off 
from  among-  his  peoples.    And  whatsoever  man  there  be  of  10 
the  house  of  Israel,  or  of  the  strangers  that  sojourn  among 
you,  that  eateth  any  blood,  I  will  even  set  my  face  against 
that  soul  that  eateth  blood,  and  will  cut  him  off  from  among 
his  people.    For  the  life  of  the  flesh  is  in  the  blood ;  and  1 1 
I  have  given  it  to  you  upon  the  altar,  to  make  an  expiation 
for  your  souls:  for  it  is  the  blood  for  the  life  that  maketh 
iwpiation.    Therefore  I  said  to  the  children  of  Israel ,  No  1 2 
soul  of  you  shall  eat  blood,  neither  shall  any  stranger  that 
sojourneth  among  you  eat  blood.    And  whatsoever  man  therein 
be  of  the  children  of  Israel,  or  of  the  strangers  that  sojourn 
among  you,  who  hunteth,  and  catcheth  any  beast  or  fowl 
that  may  be  eaten ;  he  shall  even  pour  out  the  blood  thereof, 
and  cover  it  with  dust.    For  the  life  of  all  flesh,  its  blood  14 
expiates  for  his  soul:  therefore  I  said  to  the  children  of 
Israel,  Ye  shall  not  eat  the  blood  of  any  flesh:  for  the  life 
of  all  flesh  is  the  blood  thereof:  whosoever  eateth  it  shall 
be  cut  otT.    And  every  soul  that  eateth  that  which  died  of  15 
itself,  or  that  which  was  torn,  whether  a  native,  or  a  stranger, 
he  shall  both  wash  his  garments,  and  bathe  himself  in  water, 
and  be  unclean  until  the  even;  then  shall  he  be  clean.    But  16 
if  he  wash  them  not,  nor  bathe  his  flesh,  then  he  shall 
bear  his  iniquity. 

4 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the^ 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  I  am  the  Eternal  your 
(iod.    After  the  deeds  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  wherein  yea 
abode,  shall  ye  not  do:  and  after  the  deeds  of  the  land  of 
Canaan,  whither  I  bring  you,  shall  ye  not  do;  neither  shall 
ye  walk  in  their  ordinances.    Ye  shall  do  my  judgments,  and  4 
keep  mine  ordinances,  to  walk  therein:  I  am  the  Eternal 
your  God.    Ye  shall  therefore  keep  my  ordinances  and  my  5 
judgments;  which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  live  in  them:  I  am 
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the  Eternal.    None  of  you  shall  approach  to  any  that  is  near  6 
of  kin  to  him,  to  uncover  their  nakedness:  I  am  the  Eternal. 
The  nakedness  of  thy  father,  and  the  nakedness  of  thy? 
mother,  shalt  thou  not  uncover:  she  is  thy  mother;  thou 
shalt  not  uncover  her   nakedness.    The  nakedness  of  thy  8 
father's  wife  shalt  thou  not  uncover :  it  is  thy  father's  nakedness. 
The  nakedness  of  Ihy  sister,  the  daughter  of  thy  father,  or 9 
daughter  of  thy  mother,  whether  she  be  begotten  at  home, 
or  begotten  abroad,    even  their  nakedness  thou  shalt  not 
uncover.    The  nakedness  of  Ihy  son's  daughter,  or  of  thy  10 
daughter's  daughter,    even  their  nakedness  thou  shalt  not 
uncover:  for  their's  is  thine  own  nakedness.    The  nakedness  11 
of  thy  father's  wife's  daughter,  begotten  of  thy  father,  she 
9-s  Ihy  sister,  thou  shalt  not  uncover  her  nakedness.    The  12 
nakedness  of  thy  father's  sister  thou  shalt  not  uncover  :  she 
Js  near  of  kin  to  thy  father.   The  nakedness  of  thy  mother's  1 3 
sister  thou  shalt  not  uncover:  for  she  is  near  of  kin  to  thy 
mother.    The  nakedness  of  thy  father's  brother,  thou  shalt  14 
not  uncover,  thou  shalt  not  approach  to  his  wife:  she  is 
fhine  aunt.    The  nakedness  of  thy  daughter-in-law  thou  shalt  15 
not  uncover :  she  is  thy  son's  wife ;  thou  shalt  not  uncover 
her  nakedness.    The  nakedness  of  thy  brother's  wife  thou  1 6 
shalt  not  uncover:  it  is  thy  brother's  nakedness.    The  naked- 17 
ness  of  a  woman  and  her  daughter  thou  shalt  not  uncover, 
neither  shalt  thou  take  her  son's  daughter,  or  her  daughter's 
daughter ,  to  uncover  her  nakedness;  for  they  are  her  near 
kinswomen :  it  is  wickedness.    Neither  shalt  thou  take  a  wife  1 8 
to  her  sister,  to  vex  her,  to  uncover  her  nakedness,  beside 
the  other,  in  her  life-^me.    And  to  a  woman  during  her  19 
separation  for  her  uncleanliness,  thou  shalt  not  approach  to 
uncover  her  nakedness.    Moreover  thou  shalt  not  lie  carnally  20 
with  thy  neighbour's  wife,  to  defile  thyself  with  her.    And  21 
thou  shalt  not  let  any  of  thy  seed  pass  through  the  fire  to 
3Ioiech,  neither  shalt  thou  profane  the  name  of  thy  God:  I 
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am  the  Eternal.    Thou  shalt  not  lie  with  a  male,  as  with  a  22 
woman:  it  is  abomination.    Neither  shalt  thou  lie  with  any £3 
beast,  to  defile  thyself  therewith :  neither  shall  any  woman 
stand  before  a  beast  to  gender  with  it:  it  is  confusion. 
Defile  not  yourselves  in  any  of  these  things :  for  in  all  these  24 
the  nations  are  defiled  which  t  cast  out  before  you:    And 25 
the  land  is  defiled:  therefore  1  do  visit  the  iniquity  thereof 
upon  it,  and  the  land  itself  vomiteth  out  her  inhabitants. 
Ye  shall  therefore  keep  my  ordinances  and  my  judgments,  26 
and  shall  not  commit  any  of  these  abominations;  neither  any 
native,  nor  any  stranger  that  sojonrneth  among  you;    For 27 
all  these  abominations  have  the  men  of  the  land  done,  who 
were  before  you,  and  the  land  is  defiled;  That  the  land  28 
vomit  not  you  out  also,  when  ye  defile  it,  as  it  spued  out 
the  nations  that  tvere  before  you.    For  whosoever  shall  do  29 
any  of  these  abominations,  even  the  souls  that  do  them  shall 
be  cut  off  from  among  their  people.   Therefore  shall  ye  keep  30 
my  charges,  that  ye  do  not  any  one  of  these  abominable 
customs,  which  were  done  before  you.  and  that  ye  defile  not 
yourselves  therein:  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.  19 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  all ^ 
the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them, 
Ye  shall  be  holy:  for  I  the  Eternal  your  God  am  holy.  Ye 3 
shall  fear  every  man  his  mother,  and  his  father,  and  keep 
my  sabbaths  ;  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.    Turn  ye  not  to  4 
idols,  nor  make  to  yourselves  molten  Gods ;  I  am  the  Eternal 
your  God.    And  if  ye  sacrifice  a  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings  5 
to  the  Eternal,  ye  shall  sacrifice  it  to  be  acceptable  for  you. 
On  the  day  ye  sacrifice  it,  and  on  the  morrow  it  shall  be  6 
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eaten  :  and  if  ought  be  left  until  the  third  day,  it  shall  be 
burnt  in  the  fire.    And  if  it  should  be  eaten  at  all  on  the  7 
third  day,  it  is  abominable ;   it  shall  not  be  favourably  ac- 
cepted.   Therefore  every  one  that  eateth  it  shall  bear  his  8 
iniquity,  because  he  hath  profaned  the  holiness  of  the  Eternal; 
and  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  among-  his  peoples.    And  9 
when  ye  reap,  the  harvest  of  your  land,  thou  shalt  not  wholly 
reap  the  corner  of  thy  field,  neither  shalt  thou  gather  the 
gleanings  of  thy  harvest.    And  thou  shalt  not  glean  thy  1 0 
vineyard ,  neither  shalt  thou  gather  the  fallen  grapes  of  thy 
vineyard;  thou  shalt  leave  them  for  the  poor  and  stranger: 
I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.    Ye  shall  not  steal,  neither  deal  1 J 
falsely,  neither  lie  one  to  another.    And  ye  shall  not  swear  1 2 
by  my  name  to  a  lie,  thou  wouldst  then  profane  the  name 
of  thy  God :  I  am  the  Eternal.    Thou  shalt  not  wrong-  thy  1  3 
fellow-maw,  neither  rob  him:  the  wag-es  of  him  that  is  hired 
thou  shalt  not  let  abide  with  thee  all  night  until  the  morning. 
Thou  shalt  not  curse  the  deaf,  nor  put  a  stumbling-block  1 4 
before  the  blind,  but  shalt  fear  thy  God:  I  am  the  Eternal. 
Ye  shall  do  no  unrighteousness  in  judgment:  thou  shalt  not  15 
respect  the  person,  of  the  poor,  nor  honour  the  person  of 
the  mighty:  but  in  righteousness  shalt  thou  judge  thy  com- 
panion.   Thou  shalt  not  go  about  as  a  talebearer  among  thy  16 
people;  neither  shalt  Ihou  stand  against  the  blood  of  thy 
fellow :  I  am  the  Eternal.    Thou  shalt  not  hate  thy  brother  1 7 
in  thy  heart :  thou  shalt  in  any  wise  rebuke  thy  companion, 
and  not  bear  a  sin  on  account  of  him.    Thou  shalt  not  avenge,  ig 
nor  retain   any  grudge  against  the  children  of  thy  people, 
but  thou  shalt  love  thy  fellow-maw  as  thyself:    I  am  the 
Eternal.    Ye  shall  keep  my  ordinances.   Thou  shalt  not  cause  19 
two  kinds  of  thy  cattle  to  gender.    Thou  shalt  not  sow  thy 
field  with  two  kinds  of  seed ;  neither  shall  a  garment  mingled 
of  linen  and  woollen  come  upon  thee.    And  whosoever  lieth  20 
carnally  with  a  woman  that  is  a  bond- maid,  given  over  to 
a  man,  and  not  at  all  redeemed,  nor  freedom  given  her, 
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investigation  shall  be  made  concerning  her:  they  shall  not 
be  put  to  death  because  she  was  not  free.  And  he  shall  21 
bring-  his  guilt  offering-  to  the  Eternal,  to  the  entrance  of 
the  appointed  tent,  even  a  ram  for  a  guilt  offering.  And  22 
the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  him  with  the  ram  of 
the  guilt  offering-,  before  the  Eternal,  for  the  sin  which  he 
hath  sinned:  and  the  sin  which  he  hath  sinned  shall  be 
forgiven  him. 

And  when  ye  shall  come  into  the  land,  and  shall  have  23 
planted  all  manner  of  trees  for  food,  then  ye  shall  count  the 
fruit  thereof  as  uncircumcised:   three  years  it  shall  be  as 
uncircumcisecl  to  you ;  it  shall  not  be  eaten  of.    But  in  the  24 
fourth  year  all  the  fruit  thereof  shall  be  holy  in  praise  of 
the  Eternal.    And  in  the  fifth  year  shall  ye  eat  the  fruit  25 
thereof,  that  it  may  yield  to  you  its  increase:  I  am  the 
Eternal  your  God.    Ye  shall  not  eat  any  thing  over  blood ;  26 
neither  shall  ye  divine,  nor  observe  clouds.    Ye  shall  not 27 
round  the  corners  of  your  heads,  neither  shalt  thou  mar  the 
corners  of  thy  beard.    Ye  shall  not  make  any  cuttings  in  28 
your  flesh  for  the  dead ,  nor  impress  any  writing  by  etching 
upon  you :  I  am  the  Eternal.    Do  not  prostitute  thy  daughter,  29 
to  cause  her  to  be  a  harlot;  lest  the  land  fall  to  whoredom, 
and  the  land  become  full  of  wickedness.    Ye  shall  keep  my  30 
sabbaths,  and  reverence  my  sanctuary:   I  am  the  Eternal. 
Do  not  turn  to  familiar  spirits,  neither  seek  after  wizards,  31 
to  be  defiled  by  them :  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.    Thou  39 
shalt  rise  up  before  the  hoary  head,  and  honour  the  face  of 
the  old,   and  fear  thy  God:    I  am  the  Eternal.    And  if  a  33 
stranger  sojourn  with  thee  in  the  land,  ye  shall  not  be  ex- 
tortionate to  him.    But  the  stranger  that  sojourneth  with  34 
you  shall  be  as  a  native  amongst  you,  and  thou  shalt  love 
him  as  thyself;  for  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt: 
I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.   Ye  shall  do  110  unrighteousness  35 
in  judgment,  in  mete-yard,  in  weight,  or  in  measure.    Just 35 
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balances,  just  weights,  a  just  ephah,  and  a  just  hin,  shall  ye 
have:  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt.    Therefore  shall  ye  keep  all  my  ordinances,  37 
and  all  my  judgments,  and  to  them:  I  am  the  Eternal. 

And  the  Eternal  spake   to  Moses,  saying,    Again  thou* 
shalt  say  to  the  children  of  Israel,   Whosoever  he  be  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  or  of  the  strangers  that  sojourn  in  Israel, 
that  giveth  any  of  his  seed  to  Molech,  he  shall  surely  be 
put  to  death;  the  people  of  the  land  shall  stone  him  with 
stones.    And  I  will  set  my  face  against  that  man,  and  will 3 
cut  him  off  from  among  his  people;  because  he  hath  given 
of  his  seed  to  Molech ;  to  defile  my  sanctuary,  and  to  profane 
the  name  of  my  holiness.    And  if  the  people  of  the  land  do  4 
any  ways  hide  their  eyes  from  the  man,  when  he  giveth  of 
his  seed  to  Molech,  and  put  him  not  to  death;  Then  I  will 5 
set  my  face  against  that  man,  and  against  his  family,  and 
will  cut  him  off,  and  all  that  go  a  whoring  after  him,  to 
commit  whoredom  with  Molech,  from  among  their  people. 
And  the  soul  that  turneth  to  familiar  spirits,  and  after  wizards,  6 
to  go  a  whoring  after  them,  I  will  even  set  my  face  against 
that  soul,  and  will  cut  him  off  from  among  his  people.  Sane-  7 
Ufy  yourselves,  therefore,  and  be  ye  holy:  for  I  am  the 
Eternal  your  God.    And  ye  shall  keep  my  ordinances  and  8 
do  them :  I  am  the  Eternal  who   sanctify  you.    For  every  9 
one  that  curseth  his  father  or  his  mother  shall  be  surely  put 
to  death :  he  hath  cursed  his  father  or  his  mother ;  his  blood 
is  upon  him.    And  the  man  that  committeth  adultery  with  10 
another  man's  wife,  even  he  that  committeth  adultery  with 
the  wife  of  his  fellow-man,  the  adulterer  and  the  adultress 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death.    And  the  man  that  lieth  with  1 1 
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his  father's  wife  hath  uncovered  his  father's  nakedness:  both 
of  them  shall  surely  be  put  to  death;  their  blood  shall  be 
upon  them.    And  if  a  man  lie  with  his  daughter-in-law,  both  12 
of  them  shall  surely  be  put  to  death :  they  have  wrought 
confusion ;  their  blood  is  upon  them.    If  a  man  also  lie  with  J  3 
a  male,  as  he  lieth  with  a  woman,  both  of  them  have  com- 
mitted an  abomination:  they  shall  surely  be  put  to  death; 
their  blood  is  upon  them.    And  if  a  man  take  a  wife  and  14 
her  mother,  it  is  wickedness :  they  shall  be  burnt  with  fire, 
both  he  and  they;  that  there  be  no  wickedness  among  you. 
And  if  a  man  lie  with  a  beast,  he   shall  surely  be  put  to  15 
death ;  and  ye  shall  slay  the  beast.  And  if  a  woman  approach  1 6 
to  any  beast,  and  gender  with  it,  thou  shalt  slay  the  woman 
and  the  beast.  They  shall  surely  be  put  to  death;  their  blood 
is  upon  them.    And  if  a  man  shall  take  his  sister,  his  father's  1 7 
daughter,  or  his  mother's  daughter,  and  see  her  nakedness, 
and  she  see  his  nakedness,  it  is  a  wicked  thing;  and  they 
shall  be  cut  off  in  the  eyes  of  the  children  of  their  people : 
he  hath  uncovered  his  sister's  nakedness;  he  shall  bear  his 
iniquity.    And  if  a  man  shall  lie  with  a  woman  having  her  1 8 
sickness,  and  shall  uncover  her  nakedness,  he  hath  uncovered 
her  fountain,  and  she  hath  uncovered  the  fountain  of  her 
blood ;  and  both  of  them  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  their 
people.    And  thou  shalt  not  uncover  the  nakedness  of  thy  i  g 
mothers  sister,  nor  of  thy  father's  sister;  for  he  uncovereth 
his  near  kin :  they  shall  bear  their  iniquity.    And  if  a  man  20 
shall  lie  with  his  aunt,  he  hath  uncovered  his  uncle's  naked- 
ness: they  shall  bear  their  sin;  they  shall  die  childless.  And  21 
if  a  man  shall  take  his  brother's  wife,  it  is  as  a  woman  in 
her  separation ;  he  hath  uncovered  his  brother's  nakedness : 
they  shall  be  childless.    Ye  shall  therefore  keep  all  my  ordi-  22 
nances,  and  all  my  judgments,  and  do  them;  that  the  land, 
whither  I  bring  you  to  abide  therein,   vomit  you  not  out. 
And  ye  shall  not  walk  in  the  ordinances  of  the  nations  which  23 
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I  cast  out  before  you:  for  they  did  all  these  things,  and 
therefore  I  abhorred  them.    But  I  have  said  to  yon,  Ye  shall  24 
possess  their  land,  and  I  will  give  it  to  you  to  possess  it, 
a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey:  I  am  the  Eternal  your 
God ,  who  have  separated  you  from  the  peoples.    Ye  shall  25 
therefore  make  a  distinction  between  clean  beasts  and  unclean, 
and  between  unclean  fowls  and  clean :  and  ye  shall  not  make 
your  souls  abominable  by  beast  or  by  fowl,  or  by  any  manner 
of  living  thing  that  creepeth  on  the  ground,  which  I  have 
separated  from  you  as  defiling.    And  ye  shall  be  holy  to  me ;  26 
for  I  the  Eternal  am  holy,  and  have  separated  you  from  the 
peoples,  that  ye  should  be  mine.    A  man  also,  or  woman,  27 
that  hath  a  familiar  spirit,  or  that  is  a  wizard,  shall  surely 
be  put  to  death :  they  shall  stone  them  with  stones ;  their 
blood  is  upon  them.  ^ 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,    Say  to  the  priests  the  1 
sons  of  Aaron,  and  thou  shalt  say  to  them,  There  shall  none 
be  defiled  by  the  dead  among  his  peoples.    But  for  his  kin  2 
that  is  near  to  him,  for  his  mother,  and  for  his  father,  and 
for  his  son,  for  his  daughter,  and  for  his  brother;    And  for 3 
his  sister  a  virgin  that  is  nigh  to  him,   who  hath  had  no 
husband,  for  her  may  he  be  defiled.    But  he  shall  not  defile  4 
himself,  being  a  chief  man  among  his  people,   to  profane 
himself.    They  shall  not  make  baldness  upon  their  head ;  5 
neither  shall  they  cut  otf  the  corner  of  their  beard ,  nor  make 
any  cuttings  in  their  flesh.    They  shall  be  holy  to  their  God,  6 
and  not  profane  the  name  of  their  God:  for  the  fire  offerings 
of  the  Eternal,  and  the  bread  of  their  God,   they  do  offer; 
therefore  they  shall  be  holy.   They  shall  not  take  a  wife  that  7 
is  a  harlot,  or  profane;  neither  shall  they  take  a  woman 
divorced  from  her  husband :  for  he  is  holy  to  his  God.    Thou  8 
shalt  sanctify  him  therefore;  for  he  offereth  the  bread  of  thy 
God :  he  shall  be  holy  to  thee :  for  I  the  Eternal  who  sanctify 
you,,  am  holy.    And  the  daughter  of  any  priest,  if  she  pro- 9 
fane  herself  by  becoming  a  harlot,  she  profaneth  her  father: 
7  Vol.  III. 
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she  shall  be  burnt  with  fire.   And  he  that  is  the  high  priest  1 0 
among  his  brethren,  upon  whose  head  the  anointing:  oil  was 
poured,  and  that  is  consecrated  to  put  on  the  garments,  the 
hair  of  his  head  shall  not  be  in  disorder,  nor  shall  he  rend 
his  garments;   Neither  shall  he  go  in  to  any  dead  body,  nor  11 
defile  himself  for  his  father,  or  for  his  mother;    Neither  12 
shall  he  go  out  of  the  sanctuary,  nor  profane  the  sanctuary 
of  his  God;  for  the  diadem  of  the  anointing-oil  of  his  God 
is  upon  him:  I  am  the  Eternal.    And  he  shall  take  a  wife  13 
in  her  virginity.   A  widow,  or  a  divorced  woman,  or  profane,  1 4 
or  a  harlot,  these  shall  he  not  take:  but  he  shall  take  a 
virgin  of  his  own  peoples  to  wife.   Neither  shall  he  profane  1  & 
his  seed  among  his  peoples;   for  I  the  Eternal  do  sanctify 
him.    And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,   Speak  to1** 
Aaron,  saying,  Whosoever  he  be  of  thy  seed  in  their  genera- 
tions that  hath  any  blemish,  let  him  not  approach  to  offer 
the  bread  of  his  God:    For  any  man  that  hath  a  blemish,  18 
shall  not  approach:  a  blind  man,  or  a  lame,  or  he  that  hath 
a  flat  nose,  or  a  limb  too  large,    Or  a  man  that  is  broken- 1^ 
footed,  or  broken-handed,    Or  crook-backt,  or  a  dwarf,  or 20 
that  hath  a  speck  in  his  eye,  or  the  itch,  or  a  tetter,  or 
hath  his  stones  broken:    No  man  that  hath  a  blemish,   of 21 
the  seed  of  Aaron  the  priest  shall  come  nigh  to  offer  the 
fire  offerings  of  the  Eternal :  he  hath  a  blemish ;  he  shall  not 
come  nigh  to  offer  the  bread  of  his  God.    He  may  eat  the  22 
bread  of  his  God,  both  of  the  most  holy,  and  of  the  holy; 
Only  he  shall  not  go  in  to  the  partition  vail,  nor  come  nigh  23 
to  the  altar,  because  he  hath  a  blemish ;  that  he  profane  not 
my  sanctuaries:   for  I  the  Eternal  do  sanctify  them.    And 24 
Moses  told  it  to  Aaron,  and  to  his  sons,  and  to  ail  the 
children  of  Israel. 
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And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying*,    Speak  to  Aaron1 
and  to  his  sons,  that  they  separate  themselves  from  the  holy  ^ 
things  of  the  children  of  Israel — that  they  profane  not  my 
holy  name — which  they  hallow  to  me:  I  am  the  Eternal. 
Say  to  them,  In  behalf  of  your  generations ,  whosoever  he  beS 
of  all  your  seed,  that  goeth  to  the  holy  things,  which  the 
children  of  Israel  hallow  to  the  Eternal,  having:  his  unclean- 
ness  upon  him,  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  my  presence: 
I  am  the  Eternal.    What  man  soever  of  the  seed  of  Aaron  4 
is  a  leper,  or  hath  a  running:  issue,  he  shall  not  eat  of  the 
holy  things  until  he  be  clean ;  and  whoso  toucheth  any  thing 
that  is  unclean  by  the  dead,  or  a  man  whose  seed  goeth 
from  him ;    Or  whosoever  toucheth   any  prolific  creature,  5 
whereby  he  may  be  made  unclean,  or  a  man  by  whom  he 
may  be  made  unclean,  whatsoever  uncleanness  he  hath;    The  6 
soul  which  hath  touched  any  such  shall  be  unclean  until  even, 
and  shall  not  eat  of  the  holy  things,  unless  he  wash  his  flesh 
with  water.    And  when  the  sun  is  down  he  shall  be  clean,  7 
and  may  afterwards  eat  of  the  holy  things,  because  it  is  his 
bread.    That  which  dieth  of  itself,  or  that  which  is  torn  he  g 
shall  not  eat,  to  defile  himself  therewith:  I  am  the  Eternal. 
They  shall  therefore  keep  my  charge,  lest  they  bear  sin  for  9 
it,  and  die  therefore,  if  they  profane  it:  I  the  Eternal  do 
sanctify  them.    There  shall  no  layman  eat  of  the  holy  thing:  10 
a  sojourner  with  the  priest,  or  a  hired  servant,  shall  not  eat 
of  the  holy  thing.   But  if  the  priest  buy  any  soul  as  property  1 1 
with  his  money,  he  may  eat  of  it;  and  they  that  are  born 
in  his  house,  they  may  eat  of  his  bread.    If  the  priest's  12 
daughter  also  be  married  unto  a  layman,  she  may  not  eat 
of  the  heave-offering  of  the  holy  things.    But  if  ihe  priest's  13 
daughter  be  a  widow,  or  divorced,  and  have  no  seed,  and 
is  returned  to  her  father's  house,  as  in  her  youth,  she  may 
eat  of  her  father's  bread;   but  there  shall  no  layman  eat 
thereof.    And  if  a  man  eat  of  a  holy  thing  through  error,  14 
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then  he   shall  add  its  fifth  to  it,  and  shall  give  it  to  the 
priest  with  the  holy  thing-.    And  they  shall  not  profane  the  1 5 
holy  things  of  the  children  of  Israel ,  which  they  otfer  to  the 
Eternal ;    Or  suffer  them  to  bear  the  iniquity  of  trespass,  1 6 
when  they  eat  their  holy  thing's:  for  I  the  Eternal  do  sanc- 
tify them. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying-,    Speak  to  Aaron, 
and  to  his  sons,  and  to  all  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say 
to  them,  Whosoever  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  of  the  strangers 
in  Israel,  that  will  offer  his  offering-  for  all  his  vows,  and 
for  all  his  free  will  offering's,  which  they  will  offer  to  the 
Eternal  for  a  burnt  offering;    Ye  shall  offer,  to  be  accepted  19 
for  you,  a  male  without  blemish,  of  tlie  herd,  of  the  sheep, 
or  of  the  goats.    But  whatsoever  hath  a  blemish,  shall  ye 20 
not  offer;  for  it  shall  not  be  acceptable  for  you.    And  who- 21 
soever  offereth  a  sacrifice  of  feast  offerings  to  the  Eternal  to 
distinguish  himself  by  a  vow,  or  as  a  free  will  offering  of 
the  herd  or  flock,  it  shall  be  perfect,  to  be  accepted;  there 
shall  be  no  blemish  therein.    Blind,  or  broken,  or  chapped, 22 
or  having  a  wart,   or  the  itch,  or  a  tetter,  ye  shall  not  offer 
these  to  the  Eternal,  nor  make  a  fire  offering  of  them  upon 
the  altar  to  the  Eternal.    Any  of  the  herd  or  flock  that  23 
hath  a  limb  too  large  or  small,  that  mayest  thou  offer  for 
a  free  will  gift;  but  for  a  vow  it  shall  not  be  accepted.    Ye 24 
shall  not  offer  to  the  Eternal  that  which  hath  its  stones 
bruised,  or  crushed,  or  torn  off,  or  cut;  neither  shall  ye 
do  this  in  your  land.    Neither  from  a  stranger's  hand  shall'25 
ye  offer  the  bread  of  your  God  of  any  of  these;  because 
their  corruption  in  them,  is  a  blemish  in  them;  they  shall 
not  be  accepted  for  you.    And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  26 
saying,    When  any  of  the  herd,  or  a  sheep,  or  a  goat  is 27 
brought  forth,  then  it  shall  be  seven  days  under  its  dam; 
and  from  the  eighth  day,  and  thenceforth,  it  shall  be  favour- 
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ably  accepted  as  a  fire  offering-  to  the  Eternal.    And  whether  28 
it  be  one  of  the  herd  or  flock,  ye  shall  not  kill  it  and  its 
young*  both  in  one  day.   And  when  ye  will  sacrifice  a  sacrifice  29 
of  thanksgiving-  to  the  Eternal,  offer  it  to  be  accepted  for 
you.    On  the  same  day  it  shall  be  eaten  up;   ye  shall  leave 30 
none  of  it  until  the  morrow:    I  am  the  Eternal.    Therefore 31 
shall  ye  keep  my  commandments,  and  do  them:    I  am  the 
Eternal.    Neither  shall  ye  profane  my  holy  name;  but  I  will 32 
be  hallowed  among-  the  children  of  Israel:   I  am  the  Eternal 
who  hallow  you,    That  broug-ht  you  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  33 
to  be  your  God:  I  am  the  Eternal.  23 

A 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Speak  to  the* 
children  of  Israel,  and  declare  to  them,  the  appointed  festivals 
of  the  Eternal,  which  ye  shall  proclaim  to  be  convocations 
of  holiness,  even  these  are  my  appointed  festivals.  Six  days  3 
may  work  be  done:  but  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of 
strict  rest,  a  convocation  of  holiness;  ye  shall  do  no  work 
therein:  it  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Eternal  in  all  your  habitations. 

These  are  the  appointed  festivals  of  the  Eternal,  even  con- 4 
vocations  of  holiness,  which  ye  shall  proclaim  in  their  appointed 
seasons.   In  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  first  month  at  eventide  5 
is  the  passover  of  the  Eternal.    And  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  6 
the  same  month,  is  the  festival  of  unleavened  bread  to  the 
Eternal :  seven  days  ye  must  eat  unleavened  bread.    In  the  7 
first  day  ye  shall  have  a  convocation  of  holiness:  ye  shall 
do  no  servile  work  therein.    But  ye  shall  offer  a  fire  offerings 
to  the  Eternal  seven  days :  in  the  seventh  day  is  a  convocation 
of  holiness ;  ye  shall  do  no  servile  work  therein. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the9 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,   When  ye  are  come  into 
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the  land  which  I  give  to  you,   and  shall  reap  the  harvest 
thereof,  then  ye  shall  bring-  an  omer  of  the  first  fruits  of 
your  harvest  to  the  priest :    And  he  shall   wave  the  omer  1 1 
before  the  Eternal,  to  be  accepted  for  you;  on  the  morrow 
after  the  day  of  rest  the  priest  shall  wave  it.   And  ye  shall  1 2 
offer  that  day,  when  ye  wave  the  omer,  a  he  lamb  without 
blemish  of  one  year,   for  a  burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal. 
And  the  oblation  thereof  shall  be  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  13 
mingled  with  oil,  a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal  for  a  pleasing 
odour:  and  the  drink  offering  thereof  of  wine,  shall  be  the 
fourth  part  of  a  hin.    And  ye  shall  eat  neither  bread,  nor  14 
parched  corn,  nor  green  ears,  until  the  selfsame  day  that  ye 
have  brought  the  offering  to  your  God:  it  shall  be  an  ordi- 
nance for  ever  throughout  your  generations,  in   all  your 
habitations.    And  ye  shall  count  to  you  from  the  morrow  15 
after  the  day  of  rest,  from  the  day  that  ye  brought  the 
omer  of  the  wave  offering;  seven  weeks  shall  be  complete: 
Even  to  the  morrow  after  the  seventh  week  shall  ye  number  16 
fifty  days  :  and  ye  shall  offer  a  new  oblation  to  the  Eternal. 
Ye  shall  bring  out  of  your  habitations  two  wave  loaves,   oft 7 
two  tenth  deals:  they  shall  be  of  flour;  they  shall  be  baken 
leavened;  they  are  the  firstlings  to  the  Eternal.   And  ye  shall  18 
offer  with  the  bread  seven  lambs  without  blemish,  of  one 
year,  and  one  young  bullock,  and  two  rams:  they  shall  be 
for  a  burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal,  with  their  oblation,  and 
their  drink  offerings,  even  a  fire  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour 
to  the  Eternal.    Then  ye  shall  sacrifice  one  kid  of  the  goats  19 
for  a  sin  offering,  and  two  lambs  of  one  year  for  a  sacrifice 
of  feast  offerings.    And  the  priest  shall  wave  them  with  the  20 
bread  of  the  firstlings,  for  a  wave  offering  before  the  Eternal, 
with  the  two  lambs :  they  shall  be  holy  to  the  Eternal  for 
the  priests.    And  ye  shall  proclaim  on  the  selfsame  day,  that  11 
it  may  be  a  convocation  of  holiness  to  you ;  ye  shall  do  no 
servile  work  therein:  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  in  all 
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your  habitations  throughout  your  generations.  And  when  ye  22 
reap  the  harvest  of  your  land,  thou  shalt  not  make  clean 
riddance  of  the  corner  of  the  field  when  thou  reapest,  neither 
shalt  thou  gather  any  gleaning-  of  thy  harvest ;  thou  shalt 
leave  them  to  the  poor,  and  to  the  stranger:  I  am  the 
Eternal  your  God. 

23 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the9^ 
children  of  Israel,  saying,  In  the  seventh  month,  in  the  first 
day  of  the  month,  shall  ye  have  a  strict  rest,  a  memorial 
of  sounding  a  cornet,  a  convocation  of  holiness.    Ye  shall  25 
do  no  servile  work  therein  :  but  ye  shall  offer  a  fire  offering 
to  the  Eternal.    And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying?26 
Also  on  the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh  month  there  shall  be  27 
a  day  of  expiation:  it  shall  be  a  convocation  of  holiness  to 
you;  and  ye  shall  fast,  and  offer  a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal. 
And  ye  shall  not  do  any  work  in  that  same  day;  for  it  is  28 
a  day  of  expiation,  to  make  an  expiation  for  you  before  the 
Eternal  your  God.  For  whatsoever  soul  it  be  that  shall  not  29 
fast  in  that  same  day,  he  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  his 
peoples.    And  whatsoever  soul  it  be  that  doeth  any  work  in  30 
that  same  day,  the  same  soul  will  I  destroy  from  among 
his  people.    Ye  shall  not  do  any  work:  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  31 
for  ever  throughout  your  generations,  in  all  your  habitations. 
It  shall  be  to  you  a  sabbath  of  strict  rest,  and  ye  shall 32 
fast:  in  the  ninth  clay  of  the  month  at  even,  from  even  unto 
even,  shall  ye  celebrate  your  day  of  rest. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the 33 
children  of  Israel,  saying,   The  fifteenth  day  of  this  seventh 
month  shall  be  the  festival  of  tabernacles  for  seven  days  to 
the  Eternal.    On  the  first  day  shall  be  a  convocation  of 35 
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holiness;  ye  shall  not  do  any  servile  work  therein.   Seven  days 35 
ye  shall  offer  a  fire  offering:  to  the  Eternal:  on  the  eighth 
day  shall  be  a  convocation  of  holiness  to  you,  and  ye  shall 
offer  a  fire  offering-  to  the  Eternal:   there  is  a  restriction; 
ye  shall  do  no  servile  work  therein.  These  are  the  appointed  37 
festivals  of  the  Eternal,  which  ye  shall  proclaim  to  be  convo- 
cations of  holiness,  to  offer  a  fire  offering-  to  the  Eternal, 
a  burnt  offering,  and  an  oblation,  a  sacrifice,  and  drink  offer- 
ings, everything  upon  its  day;    Beside  the  sabbaths  of  the 38 
Eternal,  and  beside  your  gifts,  and  beside  all  your  vows, 
and  beside  all  your  free  will  offerings,  which  ye  give  to  the 
Eternal.    But  in  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  seventh  month,  when  39 
ye  have  gathered  in  the  increase  of  the  land,  ye  shall  celebrate 
a  festival  to  the  Eternal  seven  days:  on  the  first  day  shall 
be  strict  rest,  and  on  the  eighth  day  shall  be  strict  rest.  And  40 
ye  shall  take  you  on  the  first  day  the  fruit  of  the  tree  hadar, 
and  branches  of  palm-trees,  and  a  bough  of  the  tree  aboth, 
and  willows  of  a  brook:  and  ye  shall  rejoice  before  the  Eternal  41 
your  God  seven  days.    And  ye  shall  celebrate  it  a  festival 
to  the  Eternal  seven  days  in  the  year :  it  shall  be  a  statute 
for  ever  in  your  generations;  ye  shall  celebrate  it  in  the 
seventh  month.    Ye  shall  abide  in  booths  seven  days:  every 42 
native  among  Israel  shall  abide  in  booths:    That  your  genera- 43 
tions  may  know  that  I  made  the  children  of  Israel  to  abide 
in  booths,  when  I  brought  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt: 
I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.    And  Moses  declared  to  the  44 
children  of  Israel  the  appointed  festivals  of  the  Eternal.  24 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses ,  saying ,    Command  the  1 
children  of  Israel ,  that  they  bring  to  thee  clear  oil-olive,  ^ 
beaten,  for  the  light,  to  set  up  the  lamps  continually.  Without  3 
the  partition  vail  of  the  testimony,  in  the  appointed  tent, 
shall  Aaron  set  it  in  order,  from  evening  unto  morning,  before 
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the  Eternal  continually:  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  in 
your  generations. 

He  shall  set  in  order  the  lamps  upon  the  pure  candelabrum  4 
before  the  Eternal  continually.    And  thou  shalt  take  flour,  5 
and  bake  twelve  pierced  cakes  thereof :  two  tenth  deals  shall 
be  in  one  pierced  cake.    And  thou  shalt  set  them'  in  two  6 
rows  six  on  a  row,  upon  the  pure  table  before  the  Eternal. 
And  thou  shalt  put  pure  frankincense  upon  each  row,  that? 
it  may  be  on  the  bread  for  a  memorial,  even  a  fire  offering 
to  the  Eternal.    Every  sabbath  he  shall  set  it  in  order  before  8 
the  Eternal  continually,  being  taken  from  the  children  of  Israel 
by  a  covenant  for  ever.    And  it  shall  be  Aaron's  and  his  9 
sons' ;  and  they  shall  eat  it  in  a  holy  place :  for  it  is  most 
holy  to  him  of  the  fire  offerings  to  the  Eternal,  by  a  statute 
for  ever.    And  the  son  of  an  Israelitish  woman ,  who  was  1 0 
the  son  of  an  Egyptian  man  ,  went  out  among  the  children 
of  Israel;  and  this  son  of  the  Israelitish  woman  and  a  man 
of  Israel  strove  together  in  the  camp ;    And  the  Israelitish  1 1 
woman's  son  uttered  blasphemously  the  name  and  cursed, 
and  they  brought  him  to  Moses ;  and  his  mother's  name  was 
Shelomith,  the  daughter  of  Dibri,  of  the  tribe  of  Dan,   And  12 
they  put  him  in  ward,  that  the  mind  of  the  Eternal  might 
be  shewed  them. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Bring  forth  him 
that  hath  cursed  without  the  camp;  and  let  all  that  heard 
him  lay  their  hands  upon  his  head,  and  let  all  the  congregation 
stone  him.  And  thou  shalt  speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  15 
saying,  Whosoever  curseth  his  God  shall  bear  his  sin.  And  16 
he  that  uttereth  blasphemously  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  he 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death,  and  all  the  congregation  shall 
certainly  stone  him :  as  well  the  stranger,  as  the  native,  when 
he  uttereth  blasphemously  the  name ,  shall  be  put  to  death. 
8  Vol.  III. 
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And  he  that  killeth  any  man  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.  17 
And  he  that  killeth  a  beast  shall  pay  for  it ;  beast  for  beast.  1 8 
And  if  a  man  cause  a  blemish  in  his  companion ;  as  he  hath  1 9 
done,  so  shall  it  be  done  to  him;    Breach  for  breach,  eye 20 
lor  eye,  tooth  for  tooth;  as  he  hath  caused  a  blemish  in  a 
man,  so  shall  it  be  done  to  him  again.   And  he  that  killeth  21 
a  beast,  he  shall  pay  for  it:  and  he  that  killeth  a  man,  he 
shall  be  put  to  death.    Ye  shall  have  one  manner  of  law,  22 
as  well  for  the  stranger  as  for  the  native:   for  I  am  the 
Eternal   your  God.    And  Moses  spake  to  the  children  of  23 
Israel,  that  they  should  bring-  forth  him  that  had  cursed  out 
of  the  camp,  and  stone  him  with  stones:  And  the  children 
of  Israel  did  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  in  mount  Sinai,  saying-,  \ 
Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,   When  ye  2 
come  into  the  land  which  I  give  you,  then  shall  the  land 
keep  rest  to  the  Eternal.    Six  years  thou  shalt  sow  thy  3 
field,  and  six  years  thou  shalt  prune  thy  vineyard,  and  gather 
in  the  increase  thereof;   But  in  the  seventh  year  shall  be  a  4 
sabbath  of  strict  rest  to  the  land,  a  sabbath  for  the  Eternal: 
thou  shalt  neither  sow  thy  field,  nor  prune  thy  vineyard. 
That  which  groweth  of  its  own  accord  of  thy  harvest  thou  5 
shalt  not  reap,  neither  gather  the  grapes  of  thy  vine  undressed : 
for  it  is  a  year  of  strict  rest  to  the  land.    And  the  sabbath  6 
of  the  land  shall  be  food  for  you;  for  thee,  and  for  thy 
servant,  and  for  thy  maid  servant,  and  for  thy  hired  servant, 
and  for  thy  sojourner  that  sojourneth  with  thee,    And  for? 
thy  beasts,  and  for  the  animals  that  are  in  thy  land,  shall 
all  the  increase  thereof  be  food.    And  thou  shalt  number  8 
seven  sabbaths  of  years  to  thee,  seven  times  seven  years; 
and  the  period  of  the  seven  sabbaths  of  years  shall  be  to 
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thee  forty  and  nine  years.    Then  shalt  thou  cause  the  cornet  9 
of  the  jubilee  to  sound,  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  seventh 
month;  in  the  day  of  expiation  shall  ye  make  the  cornet 
pass  throughout  all  your  land.    And  ye  shall  sanctify  the  10 
fiftieth  year,  and  proclaim  liberty  throughout  all  the  land 
lo  all  the  inhabitants  thereof:  it  shall  be  a  jubilee  to  you; 
and  ye  shall  return  every  man  to  his  possession,  and  ye  shall 
return  every  man  to  his  family.    It  is  a  jubilee :  the  fiftieth  1 1 
year  shall  be  to  you  a  period :  ye  shall  not  sow,  neither  reap 
l  hat  which  groweth  of  its  own  accord  in  it ;  nor  gather  the 
grapes  in  it  of  thy  vine  undressed.    For  it  is  the  jubilee;  12 
it  shall  be  holy  to  you  :  ye  shall  eat  the  increase  thereof  out 
of  the  field.    In  the  year  of  this  jubilee  ye  shall  return  every  13 
man  to  his  possession.    And  if  thou  sell  ought  to  thy  com- 14 
panion,  or  buy  ought  of  thy  neighbour's  hand,  ye  shall  not 
be  extortionate  to  one  another:    According  to  the  number  15 
of  years  after  the  jubilee  thou  shalt  buy  of  thy  companion, 
and  according  to  the  number  of  years  of  the  fruits  he  shall 
sell  to  thee :    According  to  the  multitude  of  years  thou  shalt  1 6 
increase  the  price  thereof,  and  according  to  the  fewness  of 
years  thou  shalt  diminish  the  price  of  it:  for  according  to 
the  number  of  the  years  of  the  increase  doth  he  sell  to  thee. 
Ye  shall  not  therefore  be  extortionate  one  to  another;  but  17 
thou  shalt  fear  thy  God:    for  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God. 
Wherefore  ye  shall  do  my  ordinances,  and  keep  my  judgments,  1 8 
and  do  them;  and  ye  shall  abide  in  the  land  in  safety.  And  19 
the  land  shall  yield  her  produce,  and  ye  shall  eat  your  fill, 
and  abide  therein  in  safety.    And  if  ye  shall  say,  What  shall  20 
we  eat  the  seventh  year?  behold,  we  shall  not  sow  nor 
gather  in  our  increase:    Then  I  will  command  my  blessing 21 
upon  you  in  the  sixth  year,  and  it  shall  bring  forth  increase 
for  three  years.    And  ye  shall  sow  the  eighth  year,  and  eat  22 
yet  of  the  increase  of  former  time  until  the  ninth  year;  until 
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her  increase  come  in  ye  shall  eat  that  of  former  time. 
The  land  shall  not  be  sold  absolutely :  for  the  land  is  mine ;  23 
for  ye  are  strangers  and  sojourners  with  me.    And  in  all  24 
the  land  of  your  possession  ye  shall  grant  a  redemption  for 
the  land.    If  thy  brother  be  waxen  poor,  and  hath  sold  25 
away  some  of  his  possession,  and  if  any  of  his  kin  come  to 
redeem  it,  then  shall  he  redeem  that  which  his  brother  sold. 
And  if  the  man  have  none  to  redeem  it,  and  himself  be 26 
able  to  redeem  it;    Then  let  him  reckon  the  years  of  the 27 
sale  thereof,  and  restore  the  overplus  to  the  man  to  whom 
he  sold  it,  that  he  may  return  to  his  possession.    But  if  he  28 
be  not  able  to  restore  it  to  him,  then  that  which  is  sold 
shall  remain  in  the  hand  of  him  that  hath  bought  it  until 
the  year  of  jubilee:  and  in  the  jubilee  in  shall  go  out,  and 
he  shall  return  to  his  possession.    And  if  a  man  sell  a  29 
dwelling-house  in  a  city  which  hath  a  rampart,  then  he  hath 
the  right  of  redemption  till  the  completion  of  the  year  of 
its  sale,  a  full  year  has  he  the  right  of  redemption.    And  30 
if  it  be  not  redeemed  within  the  space  of  a  full  year,  then 
the  house  that  is  in  the  city  which  hath  a  rampart,  shall 
be  established  absolutely  to  him  that  bought  it,  troughout 
his  generations:  it  shall  not  go  out  in  the  jubilee.    But  the  31 
houses  of  the  villages  which  have  no  rampart  round  about 
them  shall  be  counted  as  the  fields  of  the  country;  they 
may  be  redeemed ,  and  they  shall   go  out  in  the  jubilee. 
Notwithstanding,  the  cities  of  the  Levites,  and  the  houses  32 
of  the  cities  of  their  possession,  may  the  Levites  redeem  at 
any  time.    And  if  one  of  the  Levites  redeem,  then  the  house  33 
that  was  sold,  and  the  city  of  his  possession,  shall  go  out 
in  the  year  of  jubilee :  for  the  houses  of  the  cities  of  the 
Levites  are  their  possession  among  the  children  of  Israel. 
But  the  field  of  the  suburbs  of  their  cities  may  not  be  sold;  34 
for  it  is  their  possession  for  ever.    And  if  thy  brother  be  35 
waxen  poor,  and  fallen  in  decay  with  thee,  then  thou  shalt 
relieve  him;  yea,  though  he  be  a  stranger,  or  a  sojourner; 
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that  he  may  live  with  thee.   Take  thou  no  interest  of  him,  or  36 
increase :  but  fear  thy  God ;  that  thy  brother  may  live  with  thee. 
Thou  shalt  not  give  him  thy  money  upon  interest,  nor  lend  him  37 
thy  victuals  for  augmentation.    I  am  the  Eternal  your  God,  38 
who  brought  you  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  to  give  you 
the  land  of  Canaan,  and  to  be  your  God.    And  if  thy  bro-39 
ther  that  dwelleth  by  thee  be  waxen  poor,  and  be  sold  unto 
thee,  tou  shalt  not  compel  him  to  serve  as  a  ?>o^-servant : 
But  as  a  hired  servant,  and  as  a  sojourner,  he  shall  be 40 
with  thee,  and  shall  serve  thee  to  the  year  of  the  jubilee: 
And  then  shall  he  go  away  from  thee,  both  he  and  his  41 
children  with  him,  and  shall  return  to  his  own  family  and  to 
the  possession  of  his  fathers  shall  he  return.   For  they  are  my  42 
servants,  whom  I  brought  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt : 
they  shall  not  be  sold  as  bondmen.    Thou  shalt  not  rule  43 
over  him  with  rigour,  but  shalt  fear  thy  God.    Both  thy  44 
man-servant  and  thy  maid-servant,  who  will  be  thine,  shall 
be  of  the  nations  that  are  round  about  you;  of  them  may 
ye  buy  men-servants  and  maid-servants.    Moreover,  of  the  45 
children  of  the  tolerated  strangers  that  do   sojourn  among 
you,  of  them  may  ye  buy,  and  of  their  families  that  are 
with  yon,  which  they  begat  in  your  land;  and  they  shall 
be  your  possession.    And  ye   may  leave  them  as  an  in- 46 
heritance  for  your  children  after  you,   to  inherit  them  for 
a  possession ;    they  shall  serve  you  for  ever :    but  over 
your  brethren,  the  children  of  Israel,  ye  shall  not  rule  one 
over  another  with  rigour.    And  if  a  sojourner  or  stranger  47 
wax  rich,  by  thee,  and  thy  brother    that  dwelleth  by  him 
wax  poor,  and  sell  himself  to  the  tolerated  sojourner  by  thee, 
or  to  the  stock  of  the  stranger's  family:    After  that  he  is  48 
sold  he  may  be  redeemed  again;   one  of  his  brethren  may 
redeem  him:    Either  his  uncle,  or  his  uncle's  son,  may  49 
redeem  him,  or  any  that  is  nigh  of  kin  to  him  of  his  family 
may  redeem  him  ;  or,  if  he  be  able,  he  may  redeem  himself. 
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And  he  shall  reckon  with  him  that  bought  him  from  the  50 
year  that  he  was  sold  to  him  to  the  year  of  the  jubilee  : 
and  the  price  of  his  sale  shall  be  according  to  the  number 
of  years ;  at  the  rate  of  the  days  of  a  hired  servant  shall 
it  be  with  him,    If  there  be  yet  many  years  behind,  according- 51 
to  them  he  shall  restore  the  price  of  his  redemption  out  of 
the  money  that  he  was  bought  for.    And  if  there  remain  52 
but  few  years  to  the  year  of  the  jubilee,  then  he  shall  reckon 
with  him,  and  according  to  his  years  shall  he  restore  the 
price  of  his  redemption.    And  as  a  yearly  hired  servant  shall  53 
he   be   with  him :    and  the  other  not  rule   with  rigour 
over  him  in  thine  eyes.    And  if  he  be  not  redeemed  in  these  54 
ways,  then  he  shall  go  out  in  the  year  of  jubilee,  both  he, 
and  his  children  with  him.    For  to  me  the  children  of  Israel  55 
are  servants;  they  are  my  servants,  whom  I  brought  forth 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  :   I  am  the  Eternal  your  God. 

Ye  shall  make  you  no  idols  nor  graven  image,  neither  1 
raise  a  standing  image,  neither  shall  ye  set  up  any  sculp- 
tured stone  in  your  land,  to  prostrate  yourselves  before  it: 
for  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.    Ye  shall  keep  my  sabbaths,  2 
and  reverence  my  sanctuary :  I  am  the  Eternal.    If  ye  walk  3 
in  my  ordinances,  and  keep  my  commandments,  and  do  them; 
Then  I  will  give  you  rain  in  its  season,  and  the  land  shall  4 
yield  its  produce,  and  the  trees  of  the  field  shall  yield  their 
fruit.    And  your  threshing  shall  reach  to  the  vintage,  and  5 
the  vintage  shall  reach  to  the  sowing  time;  and  ye  shall 
eat  your  bread  to  the  full,  and  abide  in  your  land  safely. 
And  I  will  give  peace  in  the  land ,  and  ye  shall  lie  down,  6 
and  none  shall  make  yon  tremble:  and  I  will  rid  evil  beasts 
out  of  the  land,  neither  shall  the  sword  pass  through  your 
land.    And  ye  shall  pursue  your  enemies,  and  they  shall  fall  7 
before  you  by  the  sword.    And  five  of  you  shall  pursue  a  8 
hundred ,  and  a  hundred  of  you  shall  pursue  ten  thousand  : 
and  your  enemies  shall  fall  before  you  by  the  sword.   For  9 
I  will  turn  to  you,  and  make  you  fruitful,  and  multiply  you, 
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and  establish  my  covenant  with  you.    And  ye  shall  eat  store  10 
of  former  years,  and  bring-  forth  that  of  former  years  because 
of  the  new.    And  I  will  set  my  dwelling-  among-st  you:  and  11 
my  soul  shall  not  loathe  you.    And  I  will  walk  among-  you,  12 
and  will  be  your  God ,  and  ye  shall  be  my  people.    I  am  the  1 3 
Eternal  your  God,  who  brought  you  forth  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  that  ye  should  not  be  their  servants  ;  and  I  have 
broken  the  bands  of  your  yoke,  and  make  you  g-o  uprig-ht. 

But  if  ye  will  not  hearken  to  me,  and  will  not  do  all  14 
these  commandments;    And  if  ye  shall  despise  my  ordinances,  15 
or  if  your  soul  loathe  my  judgments,  so  that  ye  will  not 
do    all  my   commandments,    but   that   ye   make  void  my 
covenant:  I  also  will  do  this  to  you;   I  will  even  visit  you  16 
with  terror,  consumption,  and  the  fever,  that  shall  consume 
the  eyes,  and  cause  sorrow  of  soul:  and  ye  shall  sow  your 
seed  in  vain ,  for  your  enemies  shall  eat  it.    And  I  will  1 7 
set  my  face  ag-ainst  you,  and  ye  shall  be  beaten  by  your 
enemies :  they  that  hate  you  shall  rule  over  you ;  and  ye 
shall  flee  when  none  pursueth  you.    And  if  ye  will  not  18 
yet  for  all  this  hearken  to  me,  then  will  I  continue  to  chas- 
tise you  seven  times  above  your  sins.   And  I  will  break  the  19 
pride  of  your  power;   I  will  make  your  heaven  as  iron,  and 
your  earth  as  copper.    And  your  strength  shall  be  spent  in  20 
vain:  for  your  land  shall  not  yield  its  produce,  neither  shall 
the  trees  of  the  land  yield  their  fruits.    And  if  ye  walk  con- 2 1 
trary  to  me,  and  will  not  hearken  to  me ;  I  will  bring-  seven 
times  more  plagues  upon  you,  according-  to  your  sins.   I  will 22 
also  let  loose  the  wild  animals  of  the  field  among-  you,  which 
shall  rob  you  of  your  children,  and  destroy  your  beasts,  and 
make  you  few  in  number;  and  your  Ai^-ways  shall  be  desolate. 
And  if  ye  will  not  be  reformed  by  me,  by  these  things,  but 23 
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will  walk  contrary  to  me;    Then  will  I  also  walk  contrary 24 
to  you ;  and  I,  even  I,  will  smite  you  yet  seven  times  for 
your  sins.    And  I  will  bring  upon  you  a  sword  avenging-  the  25 
vengeance  of  my  covenant:   and  ye  shall  be  gathered  to- 
gether within  your  cities,  and  I  will  send  forth  the  pestilence 
among  you;   and  ye  shall  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the 
enemy.    And  when  I  have  broken  the  staff  of  your  bread,  26 
ten  women  shall  bake  your  bread  in  one  oven,  and  they 
shall  deliver  your  own  bread  again  by  weight:  and  ye  shall 
eat,  and  not  be  satisfied.    And  if  ye  will  not  for  all  this  27 
hearken  to  me ,  but  walk  contrary  to  me ;   Then  I  will  walk  28 
contrary  to  you  also  in  wrath;  and  I,  even  I,  will  chastise 
you  seven  times  for  your  sins.    And  ye  shall  eat  the  flesh  29 
of  your  sons,    and  the  flesh  of  your  daughters  shall  ye 
eat.    And  I  will  destroy  your  high  places,  and  cut  otf  your 30 
sun-images,  and  cast  your  carcases  upon  the  carcases  of  your 
idols,  and  my  soul  shall  loathe  you.    And  I  will  make  your 31 
cities  waste,  and  bring  your  sanctuaries  to  desolation,  and 
I  will  not  smell  your  pleasing  odors.    And  I  will  bring  the  32 
land  into  desolation;  and  your  enemies  who  abide  therein 
shall  be  amazed  at  it.    And  I  will  disperse  you  among  the  33 
nations,  and  will  draw  out  a  sword  after  you;  and  your  land 
shall  be  desolate,  and  your  cities  waste.    Then  shall  the  land  34 
enjoy  her  sabbaths,  as  long  as  it  lieth  desolate,  and  ye  be 
in  your  enemies*  land ;   even  then  shall  the  land  rest ,  and 
enjoy  her  sabbaths.    As  long  as  it  lieth  desolate  it  shall  rest; 35 
because  it  did  not  rest  in  your  sabbaths,  when  ye  abode 
upon  it.    And  upon  them  that  remain  of  you  I  will  send  a  36 
faintness  into  their  hearts  in  the  lands  of  their  enemies :  and 
the  sound  of  a  shaken  leaf  shall  chase  them ;  and  they  shall 
flee,  as  fleeing  from  a  sword;  and  they  shall  fall  when  none 
pursueth.    And  they  shall  stumble  one  upon  another,  as  it 37 
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were  before  a  sword,  when  none  pursueth:   and  ye  shall 
have  no  power  to  stand  before  your  enemies.    And  ye  shall  38 
perish  among:  the  nations,  and  the  land  of  your  enemies 
shall  eat  you  up.    And  they  that  remain  of  you  shall  pine  39 
away  in  their  iniquity  in  your  enemies'  lands;  and  also  in 
the  iniquities  of  their  fathers  shall  they  pine  away  with  them. 
If  they  shall  confess  their  iniquity,  and  the  iniquity  of  their  40 
fathers,  with  their  trespass  which  they  trespassed  against  me, 
and  that  also  they  have  walked  contrary  to  me;    And  that  41 
I  also  have  walked  contrary  to  them,   and  have  brought 
them  into  the  land  of  their  enemies;  if  then  their  uncircum- 
cised  hearts  be  humbled,  and  they  then  accept  of  the  punish- 
ment of  their  iniquity;    Then  will  I  remember  my  covenant  42 
with  Jacob,  and  also  my  covenant  with  Isaac,  and  also  my 
covenant  with  Abraham  will  I  remember;  and  I  will  remember 
the  land.    The  land  also  shall  be  left  of  them,  and  shall  43 
enjoy  her  sabbaths,  while  she  lieth  desolate  without  them: 
and  they  shall  accept  of  the  punishment  of  their  iniquity; 
because,   even  because   they  despised  my  judgments,  and 
.   because  their  soul  loathed  my  ordinances.    And  yet  for  all  44 
that,  when  they  be  in  the  land  of  their  enemies,  I  will  not 
cast  them  away,  neither  will  I  loathe  them,  to  consume  them, 
and  to  make  void  my  covenant  with  them:   for  I  am  the 
Eternal  their  God.    But  I  will  for  their  sakes  remember  the  45 
covenant  of  their  ancestors,  whom  I  brought  forth  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt  in  the  eyes  of  the  nations,  that  I  might 
be  their  God:    I  am  the  Eternal.    These  are  the  statutes  46 
and  judgments  and  laws  which  the  Eternal  made  between 
him  and  the  children  of  Israel  on  mount  Sinai  by  the  hand 
of  Moses.  27 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the1 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  When  a  man  shall  make ~ 
a  singular  vow,  the  souls  shall  be  for  the  Eternal  by  thy 
valuation.    And  thy  valuation  shall  be,  of  the  male  from  3 
♦    9  Vol.  HI. 
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twenty  years  old  even  unto  sixty  years  old,  even  thy  valu- 
ation shall  be  fifty  shekels  of  silver,  after  the  shekel  of  the 
sanctuary.    And  if  it  be  a  female,  then  thy  valuation  shall  4 
be  thirty  shekels.    And  if  it  be  from  five  years  old  even  to  5 
twenty  years  old,  then  thy  valuation  shall  be  of  the  male 
twenty  shekels,  and  for  the  female  ten  shekels.    And  if  itb 
be  from  a  month  old  even  to  five  years  old,  then  thy  valu- 
ation shall  be  of  the  male  five  shekels  of  silver,  and  for  the 
female  thy  valuation  shall  be  three  shekels  of  silver.    And  7 
if  it  be  from  sixty  years  old  and  above;  if  it  be  a  male, 
then  thy  valuation  shall  be  fifteen  shekels,  and  for  the  female 
ten  shekels.    But  if  he  be  poorer  than  thy  valuation,  then 8 
he  shall  present  himself  before  the  priest,  and  the  priest 
shall  value  him:  according  to  his  ability  that  vowed  shall 
the  priest  value  him.    And  if  it  be  a  beast ,  whereof  men  9 
offer  an  offering  to  the  Eternal ,  all  that  any  man  giveth  of 
such  to  the  Eternal   shall  be  holiness.    He  shall  neither  l 0 
change  it,  nor  exchange  it,  a  good  for  a  bad,  or  a  bad 
for  a  good:  and  if  he  shall  at  all  exchange  beast  for  beast, 
then  it  and  the  exchange  thereof  shall  be  holy.    And  if  it  ii 
be  any  unclean  beast,  of  which  they  do  not  offer  an  offering 
to  the  Eternal,  then  he  shall  present  the  beast  before  the 
priest:    And  the  priest  shall  value  it,  whether  it  be  good  12 
or  bad:  as  thou,  the  priest,  valuest  it,  so  shall  it  be.   But  13 
if  he  will  at  all  redeem  it,  then  he  shall  add  its  fifth  to 
thy  valuation.    And  when  a  man  shall  sanctify  his  house  to  1 4 
be  holy  to  the  Eternal,  then  the  priest  shall  value  it,  whe- 
ther it  be  good  or  bad:  as  the  priest  shall  value  it,  so  shall 
it  stand.    And  if  he  that  sanctified  it  will  redeem  his  house,  1 5 
then  he  shall  add  the  fifth  part  of  the  money  of  thy  valuation 
to  it,  and  it  shall  be  his.    And  if  a  man  shall  sanctify  to  16 
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the  Eternal  some  part  of  a  field  of  his  possession ,  then  thy 
valuation  shall  be  according-  to  the  seed  thereof;  an  omer 
of  barley  seed  shall  be  valued  at  fifty  shekels  of  silver.    If  17 
he  sanctify  his  field  from  the  year  of  jubilee,  according  to 
thy  valuation  it  shall  stand.    But  if  he  sanctify  his  field  after  18 
the  jubilee,  then  the  priest  shall  reckon  to  him  the  money 
according-  to  the  years  that  are  left,  even  to  the  year  of  the 
jubilee,  and  it  shall  be  abated  from  thy  valuation.    And  if  19 
he  that  sanctified  the  field  will  in  any  wise  redeem  it,  then 
he  shall  add  the  fifth  part  of  the  money  of  thy  valuation 
to  it,  and  it  shall  be  assured  to  him.    And  if  he  will  not  20 
redeem  the  field,  or  if  one  have  sold  the  field  to  another 
man,  it  shall  not  be  redeemed  any  more.    But  the  field,  21 
when  it  g-oeth  out  in  the  jubilee,   shall  be  holiness  to  the 
Eternal,  as  a  field  devoted;  the  possession  thereof  shall  be 
the  priest's.    And  if  a  man  sanctify  to  the  Eternal  a  field  22 
of  his  purchase,  which  is  not  of  the  fields  of  his  possession; 
Then  the  priest  shall  reckon  to  him  the  proportion  of  thy  23 
valuation,  even  to  the  year  of  the  jubilee:  and  he  shall  give 
thy  valuation  in  that  day,  as  a  holy  thing  to  the  Eternal. 
In  the  year  of  the  jubilee  the  field  shall  return  to  him  from  24 
whom  it  was  bought,  even  to  him  to  whom  the  possession 
of  the  land  did  belong.    And  all  thy  valuation  shall  be  accor-  25 
ding  to  the  shekel  of  the  sanctuary:  twenty  gerahs  shall  be 
the  shekel.   Only  the  firstborn  of  the  beasts,  which  is  declared  26 
the  firstling  of  the  Eternal,  no  man  shall  sanctify  it;  whether 
it  be  of  the  herd,  or  flock:  it  belongeth  to  the  Eternal.    And  27 
if  it  be  of  an  unclean  beast,  then  he  shall  redeem  it  according 
to  thy  valuation,  and  shall  add  its  fifth  thereto:  or  if  it  be 
not  redeemed,  then  it  shall  be  sold  according  to  thy  valuation. 
Notwithstanding  no  doomed  thing,  that  a  man  shall  devote 28 
to  the  Eternal  of  all  that  he  hath,  both  of  man  and  beast, 
and  of  the  field  of  his  possession,  shall  be  sold  or  redeemed: 
every  doomed  thing  is  most  holy  to   the  Eternal.     None  29 
doomed  who  shall  be  doomed  of  man,  shall  be  redeemed; 
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but  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.    And  all  the  tithe  of  the  30 
land,  whether  of  the  seed  of  the  land,  or  of  the  fruit  of  the 
tree,  belongeth  to  the  Eternal:   it  is  holiness  to  the  Eternal. 
And  if  a  man  will  at  all  redeem  ought  of  his  tithes,  he  shall  31 
add  thereto  its  fifth.    And  concerning  the  tithe  of  the  herd,  32 
or  of  the  flock,  even  of  whatsoever  passeth  under  the  rod, 
the  tenth  shall  be  holiness  to  the  Eternal.    He  shall  not  33 
search  whether  it  be  good  or  bad,  neither  shall  he  exchange 
it:  and  if  he  exchange  it  at  all,  then  both  it  and  the  change 
thereof  shall  be  holiness;  it  shall  not  be  redeemed.    These 34 
are  the  commandments,  which  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses 
for  the  children  of  Israel  on  mount  Sinai.

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BLESSINGS  BEFORE  COMMENCING  THE 
HAFTARAH. 


Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  King-  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  chosen  good  prophets;  and  found  delight 
in  their  words,  which  were  delivered  in  truth.  Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Lord!  who  hast  chosen  the  law,  thy  servant  Moses,, 
thy  people  Israel,  and  the  true  and  righteous  prophets. 

The  Sefardim  and  Italians,  after  the  Haftarah,  say:  — 
The  Eternal  of  Hosts  is  our  Redeemer,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

After  reading   the  Haftarah,  the  following  four  Blessings 

are  said, 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  King  of  the  universe: 
Rock  of  all  the  worlds,  who  is  righteous  in  all  generations: 
the  faithful  God ,  who  promiseth  and  perfonneth ;  speaketh  and 
accomplished ;  for  all  his  words  are  true  and  just.  Faithful 
art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  and  thy  words  are  faithful: 
for  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  return  back  fruitless:  for 
thou,  0  God!  art  a  faithful  and  merciful  King.  Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Eternal!  the  God  who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of  our 
life;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  atflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed 
art  thou,  0  Eternal!  causing  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

0  Eternal  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  the  coming  of 
thy  servant  Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  David,  thy  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and 
gladden  our  hearts.  Suffer  no  stranger  to  sit  on  his  throne, 
nor  any  others  to  inherit  his  glory ;  for  by  thy  holy  name  hast 
thou  sworn  unto  him  that  his  lamp  should  never  be  extin- 
guished.   Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  the  Shield  of  David. 

For  the  sake  of  the  Law,  the  worship,  and  the  prophets, 
and  this  Sabbath-day,  which  thou  hast  given  to  us,  for  a 
day  of  sanctification ,  rest,  glory,  and  honour;  for  all  this,. 
0  Eternal,  our  God!  we  thank  and  praise  thee;  blessed  be 
thy  name  in  the  mouth  of  every  living  creature,  continually, 
and  for  evermore.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  sanctifier 
of  the  sabbath. 
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ISAIAH  XLIII.  21-28,  XL1V.  1-23. 
This  people  have  1  formed  for  myself;  they  shall  show  21 
forth  my  praise.    But  thou  hast  not  called  upon  me.  0  22 
Jacob;  but  thou  hast  been  weary  of  me,  0  Israel.    Thou  23 
hast  not  brought  me  any  of  the  flock  for  thy  burnt-offering's, 
neither  hast  thou  honoured  me  with  thy  sacrifices:  I  have 
not  caused  thee  to  serve  with  an  oblation,  nor  wearied  thee 
with  incense.    Thou  hast  obtained  for  me  no  sweet  cane  24 
with  the  money,  neither  hast  thou  satiated  me  with  the  fat 
of  thy  sacrifices;  but  thou  hast  made  me  to  serve  with  thy 
sins,  thou  hast  wearied  me  with  thine  iniquities.   I,  even  25 
1,   am   he  that   blotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  mine 
own  sake,  and  will  not  remember  thy  sins.   Put  me  in  re- 26 
membrance:  let  us  be  judged  together:  relate  thou,  that 
thou  mayest  be  justified.    Thy  first  father  hath  sinned ,  and  27 
thy  teachers  have  transgressed  against  me.     Therefore  1 28 
have  profaned  the  officers  of  holiness,  and  have  given  Jacob  44 
to  the  curse,  and  Israel  to  revilings.    Yet  now  hear,  Ol 
Jacob  my  servant;  and  Israel,  whom  I  have  chosen:    Thus  2 
saith  the  Eternal  that  made  thee,  and  formed  thee  from  the 
belly,  he  will  help  thee;  Fear  not,  0  Jacob  my  servant; 
and  thou,  Jeshurun,  whom  I  have  chosen.    For  1  will  pours 
water  upon  him  that  is  thirsty,  and  fluids  upon  the  dry 
ground;  1  will  pour  my  spirit  upon  thy  seed,  and  my  bles- 
sing upon  thine  offspring;    And  they  shall  grow  as  among 4 
the  grass ,  as  willows  by  the  water-courses.    One  shall  say,  5 
1  am  of  the  Eternal,  and  another  shall  call  himself  by  the 
name  of  Jacob;  and  another  shall  subscribe  with  his  hand 
unto  the  Eternal ,  and  surname  himself  by  the  name  of  Israel. 
Thus  saith  the  Eternal  the  King  of  Israel,  and  his  Redeemer  6 
the  Eternal  of  hosts;  I  am  the  first,  and  I  am  the  last; 
and  besides  me  there  is  no  God.   And  who,  as  I,  shall  call,  7 
and  shall  tell  it,  and  set  it  in  order  for  me,  since  I  appo- 
inted the  ancient  people?  and  the  things  that  are  coming, 
and  shall  come,  let  them  tell  unto  them.    Dread  ye  not,  8 
neither  be  afraid:  have  not  1  declared  to  thee  from  that 
time,  and  have  told  it?  ye  are  even  my  witnesses.   Is  there 
a  God  besides  me?  yea,  there  is  no  God;  1  know  not  any* 
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They  that  form  a  graven  image  are  all  of  them  vanity;  and  9 
their  delectable  things  shall  not  profit:  and  they  are  their  own 
witnesses;  they  see  not,  nor  know;  that  they  may  be  ashamed. 
Who  hath  formed  a  god,  or  molten  a  graven  image  that  is  10 
profitable  for  nothing?    Behold,  all  his  associates  shall  bell 
ashamed;  and  the  artificers,  they  are  of  men:  let  them  all  be 
gathered  together,  let  them  stand  up;  yet  they  shall  dread,  and 
they  shall  be  ashamed  together.    He  forgeth  iron  into  an  axe,  12 
worketh  in  the  coals,  and  fashioneth  it  with  hammers,  and  wor- 
keth  it  with  the  strength  of  his  arms:  yea,  he  is  hungry,  and 
there  is  no  strength;  he  drinketh  no  water,  and  is  faint.   He  13 
carveth  wood,  spans  it  with  a  line,  marketh  it  with  a  style ;  he 
fitteth  it  with  planes,  and  he  marketh  it  out  with  the  compass, 
and  maketh  it  after  the  pattern  of  a  man,  according  to  the 
beauty  of  a  human  being:  that  it  may  abide  in  a  house.  He  14 
heweth  him  down  cedars,  and  taketh  the  oak  and  teberinth. 
which  he  maketh  firm  for  himself  among  the  trees  of  the  forest: 
he  planteth  an  ash,  and  the  rain  doth  nourish  it.    Then  shall  15 
it  be  for  a  man  for  fuel:  for  he  will  take  thereof  and  warm 
himself;  yea,  he  kindlethit,  and  baketh  bread;  yea,  he  maketh 
a  god,  and  prostrateth  himself  before  it:  he  maketh  it  a  graven 
image,  and  adoreth  it.   He  burneth  part  thereof  in  the  fire:  with  16 
part  thereof  he  eateth  flesh;  he  roasteth  roast,  and  is  satisfied; 
yea,  he  warmeth  himself,  and  saith,  Aha,  I  am  warm,  I  have 
seen  a  blaze:    And  the  residue  thereof  he  maketh  a  god,  even  17 
his  graven  image:  he  prostrates  himself  before  it,  and  pays 
adoration  to  it,  and  prayeth  unto  it,  and  saith,  Deliver  me;  for 
thou  art  my  god.  They  have  not  known  nor  understood:  for  he  18 
hath  plaistered  their  eyes,  that  they  cannot  see;  and  their  hearts 
that  they  cannot  understand.  And  none  considereth  in  his  heart.  19 
neither  is  there  knowledge  nor  understanding  to  say,  I  have 
burnt  part  of  it  in  the  fire;  yea,  also  have  I  baked  bread  upon 
the  burning  coals  thereof;  1  have  roasted  flesh,  and  eaten 
it;  and  shall  I  make  the  residue  thereof  an  abomination? 
shall  I  pay  adoration  to  the  stock  of  a  tree?    He  feedeth  20 
on  ashes:  a  deceived  heart  hath  turned  him  aside,   that  he 
cannot  deliver  his  soul,  nor  say,  Is  there  not  a  lie  in  my 
right  hand?    Remember  these,  0  Jacob  and  Israel;  for  thou  21 
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art  my  servant:  1  have  formed  thee;  thou  art  my  servant: 
0  Israel,  thou  shalt  not  be  neglected  by  me.    I  have  blotted  22 
out,  as  a  thick  cloud,  thy  transgressions,  and,  as  a  cloud, 
thy  sins:  return  unto  me;  for  1  have  released  thee.   Shout, 23 
0  ye  heavens;  for  the  Eternal  hath  done  it;  exult,  ye  lower 
parts  of  the  earth:  break  forth  into  shouting,  ye  mountains, 

0  forest,  and  every  tree  therein:   for  the  Eternal  hath  re- 
leased Jacob,  and  glorified  himself  in  Israel. 

HAFTARAH  OF  ZAV. 
JEREMIAH  V1L  21-34,  VIII.  1-3,  IX.  22,  23. 

Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel:  Add  21 
your  burnt  offerings  unto  your  sacrifices,  and  eat  flesh.    For 22 

1  spake  not  unto  your  fathers,  nor  commanded  them  in  the 
day  that  I  brought  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  concern- 
ing burnt  offerings  or  sacrifices :    But  this  thing  commanded  23 
I  them,  saying,  Obey  my  voice,  and  I  will  be  your  God, 
and  ye  shall  be  my  people:  and  walk  ye  in  all  the  ways 
that  I  have  commanded  you,  that  it  may  be  well  unto  you. 
But  they  hearkened  not,  nor  inclined  their  ear,  but  walked  24 
in  the  counsels  and  in  the  obstinacy  of  their  evil  heart,  and 
went  backward,  and  not  forward.    Since  the  day  that  your 25 
fathers  came  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  ,  unto  this  day 

I  have  even  sent  unto  you  all  my  servants  the  prophets, 
daily  rising  up  early  and  sending  them:    Yet  they  hearkened  2ft 
not  unto  me,  nor  inclined  their  ear,  but  hardened  their  neck: 
they  did  worse  than  their  fathers.     Therefore  thou  shalt  27 
speak  all  these  words  unto  them;  but  they  will  not  hearken 
to  thee:  thou  shalt  also  call  unto  them;  but  they  will  not 
answer  thee.    But  thou  shalt  say  unto  them,  This  is  the  na- 28 
lion  that  obeyeth  not  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  their  God, 
nor  receiveth  correction:  faithfulness  is  perished,  and  is  cut

off  from  their  mouth.    Cut  off  thy  hair,  0  Jerusalem,  and 29 
cast  it  away,  and  lift  up  a  lamentation  on  elevated  places; 
for  the  Eternal  has  scorned  and  forsaken  the  generation  of 
his  ire.    For  the  children  of  Judah  have  done  evil  in  mine  30 
eyes,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal:  they  have  set  their 
abominations  in  the  house  which  is  called  by  my  name,  to 
pollute  it.    And  they  have  built  the  high  places  of  Tophet,  31 
which  is  in  the  glen  of  the  son  of  Hinnom,  to  burn  their 
sons  and  their  daughters  in  the  fire;  which  I  commanded 
them  not,  neither  came  it  into  my  heart.   Therefore,  behold, 32 
the  days  come,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that  it  shall 
no  more  be  called  Tophet,  nor  the  glen  of  the  son  of  Hin- 
nom, but  the  glen  of  slaughter:  for  they  shall  bury  in  Tophet. 
for  want  of  place.    And  the  carcases  of  this  people  shall  be  33 
food  for  the  fowl  of  heaven,  and  for  the  beasts  of  the  earth: 
and  none  shall  fray  them  away.    Then  will  I  cause  to  cease  34 
from  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  from  the  streets  of  Jerusalem, 
the  voice  of  mirth,  and  the  voice  of  rejoicing,  the  voice  of 
the  bridegroom,  and  the  voice  of  the  bride:  for  the  land 
shall  be  a  ruin.    At  that  time,  is  the  declaration  of  the^ 
Eternal,  they  shall  bring  out  the  bones  of  the  kings  of  Judah, 
and  the  bones  of  his  officers,  and  the  bones  of  the  priests, 
and  the  bones  of  the  prophets,  and  the  bones  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  Jerusalem,  out  of  their  burying  places.    And  they  2 
shall  spread  them  abroad  before  the  sun,  and  the  moon,  and 
all  the  host  of  heaven,  whom  they  have  loved,  and  wThom 
they  have  served,  and  after  whom  they  have  walked,  and 
after  whom  they  have  inquired,  and  to  whom  they  have 
prostrated  themselves;   they  shall  not  be  gathered,  nor  be 
buried;  they  shall  be  for  dung  upon  the  face  of  the  ground. 
And  death  shall  be  chosen  rather  than  life  by  all  the  residue  3 
of  them  that  remain  of  this  evil  family,  who  remain  in  all 
the  places  whither  I  have  driven  them,  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal.    Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Let  not  the  wise  man** 
glory  in  his  wisdom,  neither  let  the  mighty  man  glory  in 
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his  might,  let  not  the  rich  man  glory  in  his  riches:    But 23 
let  him  that  glories  glory  in  this ,  that  he  understandeth  and 
knoweth  ine,  that  1  am  the  Eternal,  who  do  loving  kindness, 
judgment,  and  righteousness,  in  the  earth:  for  in  those  things 
I  am  pleased,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SHEMENEE. 
2  SAMUEL  VI.  1-23,  VII.  1—17. 
Again  David  gathered  together  all  the  chosen  men  of  Israel,  1 
thirty  thousand.    And  David  arose,  and  went  with  all  the 2 
people  that  were  with  him  from  Baale  of  Judah,   to  bring 
up  from  thence  the  ark  of  God,  over  which  is  called  the 
name, — the  name  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  that  abideth  be- 
tween the  cherubims.    And  they  set  the  ark  of  God  upon  3 
a  new  wagon,  and  brought  it  out  of  the  house  of  Abinadab 
that  was  in  the  Gibeah:  and  Uzzah  and  Ahio,  the  sons  of 
Abinadab,  drave  the  new  wagon.    And  they  carried  it  out 4 
of  the  house  of  Abinadab,  which  was  at  the  Gibeah,  being 
with  the  ark  of  God :  and  Ahio  went  before  the  ark.    And  5 
David,  and  all  the  house  of  Israel,  played  before  the  Eternal 
on  all  manner  of  instruments  made  of  cypress-wood,  even  on 
liarps,  and  on  psalteries,  and  on  timbrels,  and  on  sistra,  and 
on  cymbals.   An  when  they  came  to  Nachon's  threshing-floor,  6 
Uzzah  put  forth  his  hand  to  the  ark  of  God,  and  took  hold 
of  it;  for  those  of  the  herd  had  broken  loose.   And  the  wrath 7 
of  the  Eternal  glowed  against  Uzzah,  and  God  smote  him 
there  for  his  temerity;  and  there  he  died  by  the  ark  of  God. 
And  David  was  displeased,  because  the  Eternal  had  made  a 8 
breach  upon  Uzzah;  and  he  called  the  name  of  the  place 
Perez-uzzah  to  this  day.    And  David  feared  the  Eternal  that  9 
day,  and  said,  How  shall  the  ark  of  the  Eternal  come  to 
trie?    So  David  was  not  willing  to  remove  the  ark  of  the  10 
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Eternal  unto  him  into  the  city  of  David;  but  David  carried 
it  aside  into  the  house  of  Obed-edom  the  Gittite.    And  the  11 
ark  of  the  Eternal  abode  in  the  house  of  Obed-edom  the  Gittite 
for  three  months:  and  the  Eternal  blessed  Obed-edom,  and 
all  his  household.    And  it  was  told  the  king-  David,  saying",  12 
The  Eternal  hath  blessed  the  house  of  Obed-edom,  and  all 
That  pertaineth  unto  him,  because  of  the  ark  of  God.  So 
David  went  and  brought  up  the  ark  of  God  from  the  house 
of  Obed-edom  into  the  city  of  David  with  gladness.    And  it  13 
was  so,  when  they  that  bare  the  ark  of  the  Eternal  had  gone 
six  paces,  he  sacrificed  one  of  the  herd  and  a  fatling.   And  14 
David  danced  before  the  Eternal  with  all  his  might;  and 
David  was  girded  with  a  linen  ephod.    So  David  and  all  the  15 
house  of  Israel  brought  up  the  ark  of  the  Eternal  with  shouting 
and  with  the  sound  of  the  cornet.    And  as  the  ark  of  the  16 
Eternal  came  into  the  city  of  David,  Michal,  Saul's  daughter, 
glanced  through  the  window,  and  sawr  the  king  David  leaping 
and  dancing  before  the  Eternal ;  and  she  despised  him  in  her 
heart.    And  they  brought  in  the  ark  of  the  Eternal,  and  set  17 
it  in  its  place,  in  the  midst  of  the  tent  that  David  had 
pitched  for  it:  and  David  offered  burnt-offerings  and  feast- 
offerings   before  the  Eternal.    And  as  soon   as  David  had  18 
finished  offering  the  burnt-offerings   and  the  feast-offerings, 
he  blessed  the  people  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts. 
And  he  apportioned  to  all  the  people,  even  to  the  whole  19 
crowd  of  Israel,  as  well  to  the  women  as  men,  to  every  one 
one  pierced  cake  of  bread,  and  one  good  piece  of  flesh,  and 
one  grape  cake.  So  all  the  people  went  every  man  to  his  house. 

(The  Ashkenasim  commence  here.) 
Then  David  returned  to  bless  his  household.    And  Michal.  20 
the  daughter  of  Saul,  went  out  towards  David,  and  said, 
How  honoured  was  the  king  of  Israel  to-day,  who  uncovered 
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himself  to-day  in  the  eyes  of  the  maidservants  of  his  servants, 
as  one  of  the  empty  fellows  shamelessly  uncovereth  himself! 
And  David  said  unto  Michal,  Before  the  Eternal,  who  chose 21 
me  rather  than  thy  father,  and  all  his  house,  to  appoint  me 
leader  of  the  people  of  the  Eternal,  of  Israel:  1  made  merry 
before  the  Eternal.    But  even  for  this  I  am  too  vile,  1  am  22 
too  base  in  mine  own  eyes:  and  of  the  maidservants,  whom 
thou  hast  spoken  of,  of  them  shall  I  be  had  in  honour.   And  23 
Michal,  the  daughter  of  Saul,  had  no  child  unto  the  day  of^ 
her  death.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  king  abode  in  \ 
his  house,  and  the  Eternal  had  given  him  rest  round  about 
from  all  his  enemies,    That  the  king  said  unto  Nathan  the  2 
prophet,  See  now,  I  abide  in  a  house  of  cedars,  but  the  ark 
of  God  abideth  within  curtains.     And  Nathan  said  to  the  3 
king,  Go,  do  all  that  is  in  thy  heart:  for  the  Eternal  is 
with  thee.    And  it  came  to  pass  that  night,  that  the  word  4 
of  the  Eternal  came  unto  Nathan,  saying,  Go  and  tell  my  5 
servant  David,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Shalt  thou  build  me 
a  house  for  me  to  abide  in?    Whereas  I  have  not  abode  in  6 
any  house,  since  the  time  that  I  brought  up  the  children  of 
Israel  out  of  Egypt,  even  to  this  day,  but  have  walked  in 
a  tent  and  in  a  dwelling.    In  all  the  places  wherein  1  have  7 
walked  with  all  the  children  of  Israel,  spake  I  a  word  with 
any  of  the  tribes  of  Israel,  whom  I  commanded  to  feed  my 
people  Israel,  saying,  Why  build  ye  not  me  a  house  of  cedars? 
Now  therefore  so  shalt  thou  say  unto  my  servant  David,  thusS 
saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  I  took  thee  from  the  sheep-cote 
from  behind  the  flock,  to  be  leader  of  my  people  of  Israel: 
And  I  was  with  thee  whithersoever  thou  wentest ,  and  have  9 
11  Vol.  III. 
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cut  otT  all  thine  enemies  from  before  thee,  and  have  made 
thee  a  great  name,  like  unto  the  name  of  the  great  men  that 
are  in  the  earth.    Moreover,  I  have  appointed  a  place  for  10 
iny  people  Israel,  and  planted  them,  that  they  may  dwell  in 
a  place  of  their  own,  and  move  no  more;  neither  shall  the 
children  of  wickedness  afflict  them  any  more,  as  at  first,    And  ll 
as  since  the  day  that  I  commanded  judges  to  be  over  my 
people  Israel,  for  I  have  caused  thee  to  rest  from  all  thine 
enemies :  now  the  Eternal  telleth  thee  that  the  Eternal  will 
make  thee  a  house:    And  when  thy  days  be  fulfilled,  and  12 
thou  shalt  lie  with  thy  fathers,  I  will  raise  thy  seed  after 
thee,  which  shall  go  forth  out  of  thy  bowels,  and  I  will  es- 
tablish his  kingdom.    He  shall  build  a  house  for  my  name.  13 
and  I  will  establish  the  throne  of  his  kingdom  for  ever.    1 14 
will  be  his  father,  and  he  shall  be  my  son.   If  he  commit 
iniquity,  1  will  chasten  him  with  the  statf  of  men,  and  with 
the  afflictions  of  the  children  of  men :    But  my  mercy  shall  1 5 
not  depart  away  from  him,  as  I  removed  it  from  Saul,  whom 
I  removed  before  thee.    And  thy  house  and  thy  kingdom  lft 
shall  be  faithful  for  ever  before  thee :  thy  throne  shall  be 
firm  for  ever.    According  to  all  these  words,  and  according  17 
to  all  this  vision,  so  did  Nathan  speak  unto  David. 

HAFTARAH  OF  TAZREAIN. 
2  KINGS  IV.  42—44,  V.  1—19. 

And  there  came  a  man  from  Baal-shalisha,  and  brought  42 
the  man  of  God  bread  of  the  first-fruits,  twenty  loaves  of 
toarley,  and  ears  of  fruitful  soil  in  his  bag.    And  he  said, 
Give  unto  the  people,  that  they  may  eat.    And  his  minister  4& 
said,  What,  should  I  set  this  before  a  hundred  men?  He 
said  again,  Give  the  people,  that  they  may  eat:  for  thus 
saith  the  Eternal,  They  shall  eat,  and  shall  leave  thereof. 
So  he  set  it  before  them,  and  they  did  eat,  and  left  thereof,  44 
according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal.    Now  Naaman,  officer^ 
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of  the  host  of  the  king:  of  Syria,  was  a  great  man  with  his 
lord,  and  honourable;  because  by  him  the  Eternal  had  given 
deliverance  unto  Syria:  he  was  also  a  hero  of  force;  but  he 
was  a  leper.    And  the  Syrians  had  gone  out  in  troops,  and  2 
had  captured  out  of  the  land  of  Israel  a  little  damsel;  and 
she  waited  on  Naamau's  wife.   And  she  said  unto  her  mistress,  3 
Would  that  my  lord  were  with  the  prophet  that  is  in  Samaria! 
for  he  would  recover  him  of  his  leprosy.    And  he  came  and  4 
told  his  lord,  saying,  Thus  and  thus  said  the  damsel  that  is 
of  the  land  of  Israel.    And  the  king  of  Syria  said,  Go  to,  5 
go  and  I  will  send  a  letter  unto  the  king  of  Israel.  And 
he  went,  and  took  with  him  ten  kikar  of  silver,  and  six 
thousand  pieces  of  gold,  and  ten  changes  of  garments.   And  5 
he  brought  the  letter  to  the  king  of  Israel,  saying,  Now, 
when  this  letter  is  come  unto  thee,  behold,  I  have  therewith 
sent  Naaman  my  servant  to  thee,  that  thou  mayest  recover 
him  of  his  leprosy.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  king  of  7 
Israel  had  read  the  letter,  that  he  rent  his  garments,  and 
said,  Am  I  God,  to  put  to  death  and  to  make  alive,  that 
this  man  doth  send  unto  me  to  recover  a  man  of  his  leprosy? 
Wherefore,  pray,  know  and  see  how  he  seeketh  a  pretence 
against  me.    And  it  was  so,  when  Elisha  the  man  of  God 8 
had  heard  that  the  king  of  Israel  had  rent  his  garments, 
that  he  sent  to  the  king,  saying,  Wherefore  hast  thou  rent 
thy  garments?  Jet  him  come  now  to  me,  and  he  shall  know 
that  there  is  a  prophet  in  Israel.    So  Naaman  came  withg 
his  horses  and  with  his  chariot,  and  stood  at  the  entrance 
of  the  house  of  Elisha.    And  Elisha  sent  a  messenger  unto  1 0 
him,  saying,  Go  and  lave  in  the  Jordan  seven  times,  and  thy 
flesh  shall  come  again  to  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  clean.  But  \  \ 
Naaman  was  angry,  and  went  away,  and  said,  Behold,  I 
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thought,  He  will  surely  come  out  to  ine,  and  stand  and  calf 
on  the  name  of  the  Eternal  his  God,  and  wave  his  hand 
over  the  place,  and  recover  the  leper.    Are  not  Abana  and  12 
Pharpar,  rivers  of  Damascus,  better  than  all  the  waters  of 
Israel?  may  I  not  lave  in  them,  and  be  clean?  So  he  turned, 
and  went  away  in  a  fury.    And  his  servants  stepped  nigh,  13 
and  spake  unto  him,  and  said,  My  father,  if  the  prophet  had 
bid  thee  do  some  great  thing,  wouldest  thou  not  have  done 
it?  howr  much  rather  then,  when  he  saith  to  thee,  Lave,  and 
be  clean?    Then  went  he  down,  and  dipped  himself  seven  i 4 
times  in  the  Jordan,  according  to  the  word  of  the  man  of 
God :  and  his  flesh  came  again  like  unto  the  flesh  of  a  little 
child,  and  he  was  clean.    And  he  returned  to  the  man  of  1 5 
God,  he  and  all  his  company,  and  came  and  stood  before  him: 
and  he  said,  Behold,  now  I  know  that  there  is  no  God  in 
all  the  earth  but  in  Israel :  now  therefore ,  pray,  take  a  bles- 
sing of  thy  servant.    But  he  said,  As  the  Eternal  liveth,  16 
before  whom  I  stand,  if  I  take  .  .  .  And  he  pressed  him,  to 
take  it,  but  he  refused.    And  Naaman  said,  If  not,  pray,  let  17 
there  be  given  to  thy  servant  a  burthen  of  earth  for  a  team 
of  mules:  for  thy  servant  will  further  otfer  neither  burnt- 
offering  nor  sacrifice  unto  other  gods,  but  unto  the  'Eternal. 
In  this  thing  the  Eternal  pardon  thy  servant,  that  when  my  is 
lord  goeth  into  the  house  of  Riminon  to  prostrate  himself 
there,  and  he  leaneth  on  my  hand,  I  prostrate  myself  also 
in  the  house  of  Rimmon ;  when  I  prostrate  myself  in  the 
house  of  Rimmon,  the  Eternal  pardon  thy  servant  in  this 
thing.    And  he  said  unto  him,  Go  in  peace.  19 

HAFTARAH  OF  MEZORAIN. 
2  KINGS  VII.  3-20. 

And  there  were  four  leprous  men  at  the  entrance  in  of  the  3 
gate :  and  they  said  one  to  another,  Why  abide  we  here 
until  we  die?    If  we  say,  We  will  enter  into  the  city,  then  4 
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the  famine  is  in  the  city,  and  we  shall  die  there:  and  if  we 
abide  here,  we  die  also,  Now  therefore  go,  and  let  us  fall 
tin  to  the  camp  of  the  Syrians:  if  they  keep  us  alive,  we  shall 
live;  and  if  they  put  us  to  death,  we  shall  but  die.    And  5 
they  rose  up  in  the  twilight,  to  go  unto  the  camp  of  the 
Syrians:  and  when  they  were  come  to  the  extremity  of  the 
camp  of  Syria,  behold,  there  was  no  man  there.    For  the  6 
Lord  had  made  the  camp  of  the  Syrians  to  hear  a  noise  of 
chariots,  and  a  noise  of  horses,  even  the  noise  of  a  great 
force;  and  they  said  one  to  another,  Lo,  the  king-  of  Israel 
hath  hired  against  us  the  king's  of  the  Hittites ,  and  the  kings 
of  the  Egyptians,  to  come  upon  us.    Wherefore  they  arose,  7 
and  ran  away  in  the  twilight,  and  forsook  their  tents,  and 
their  horses,  and  their  asses,  even  the  camp  as  it  was.  and 
ran  away  for  their  life.    And  when  these  lepers  came  to  the  8 
extremity  of  the  camp,  they  went  into  one  tent,  and  did  eat 
and  drink,  and  carried  thence  silver,  and  gold,  and  garments, 
and  went  and  secreted  it;  and  returned,  and  came  into  an- 
other tent,  and  carried  thence  also,  and  went  and  secreted 
it.    Then  they  said  one  to  another,   We  do  not  right,  this  9 
day  is  a  day  of  tidings,  and  we  hold  our  peace:  if  we  tarry 
till  the  morning  light,  some  mischief  will  come  upon  us:  now 
therefore  come,  that  we  may  go  and  tell  the  king's  house- 
hold.   So  they  came,  and  called  unto  the  gate-keeper  of  the  to 
city:  and  they  told  them,  saying,  We  came  to  the  camp  of 
the  Syrians,  and,  behold,  there  was  no  man  there,  neither 
voice  of  a  human  being,  but  the  horse  tied,  and  the  ass  tied, 
and  the  tents  as  they  were.   And  he  called  the  gate-keepers ;  i  \ 
and  they  told  it  to  the  king's  house  within.  And  the  king  12 
arose  in  the  night,  and  said  unto  his  servants,  1  will  now 
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tell  you  what  the  Syrians  have  done  to  us :  They  know  that 
we  are  hungry,  therefore  are  they  gone  out  of  the  camp  to 
hide  themselves  in  the  field,  saying-,  When  they  come  out  of 
the  city,  we  shall  catch  them  alive,  and  come  into  the  city. 
And  one  of  his  servants  answered  and  said,  Pray,  let  some  !3 
take  five  of  the  horses  that  remain ,  which  remain  in  the  city, 
behold,  let  them  be  as  all  the  crowd  of  Israel  that  remain 
in  it,  or  behold,  let  them  be  even  as  all  the  multitude  of 
the  Israelites  that  are  consumed,  and  let  us  send  and  see. 
They  took  therefore  two  chariots,  with  horses;  and  the  king- 14 
sent  after  the  camp  of  the  Syrians,  saying*,  Go  and  see.   And  15 
they  went  after  them  unto  the  Jordan;  and,  lo,  all  the  way 
was  full  of  garments  and  vessels,  which  the  Syrians  had  cast 
away  in  their  precipitate  hurry :  and  the  messengers  returned, 
and  told  the  king-.    And  the  people  went  out,  and  spoiled  16 
the  camp  of  the  Syrians.    So  a  seah  of  flour  was  sold  for 
a  shekel,  and  two  seahs  of  barley  for  a  shekel,  according-  to 
the  word  of  the  Eternal.    And  the  king-  appointed  the  figh-17 
ting:  man  on  whose  hand  he  leaned  over  the  g-ate  :  and  the 
people  trode  upon  him  in  the  gate,  and  he  died,  as  the  man 
of  God  had  spoken,  who  spake  when  the  king:  came  to  him. 
And  it  came  to  pass ,  as  the  man  of  God  had  spoken  to  the  1 8 
king-,  saying,  Two  seahs  of  barley  for  a  shekel,  and  a  seah 
of  flour  for  a  shekel,  shall  be  to-morrow,  about  this  time, 
in  the  gate  of  Samaria :    And  the  fighting  man  answered  1 9 
the  man  of  God,  and  said,  Now,  behold,  the  Eternal  maketh 
apertures  in  the  heaven!  might  such  a  thing  be?  And  he 
said,  Behold,  thou  shalt  see  it  with  thine  eyes,  but  shalt  not 
eat  thereof.    And  so  it  happened  unto  him :  for  the  people  20 
trode  upon  him  in  the  gate,  and  he  died. 
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EZEKIEL  XXII.  1-19. 
Moreover  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  ine,  saying",  1 
Now,  thou  son  of  man,  wilt  thou  judge,  wilt  thou  judge  the  2 
Moody  city ;  then  thou  shalt  make  known  to  her  all  her 
abominations.   And  thou  shalt  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  3 
A  city  shedding-  blood  in  the  midst  of  it,  that  her  time  may 
come,  and  maketh  idols  against  herself  to  defile  herself.   Thou 4 
art  become  guilty  in  thy  blood  that  thou  hast  shed;  and 
hast  defiled  thyself  in  thine  idols  which  thou  hast  made;  and 
thou  hast  caused  thy  days  to  draw  near,  and  art  come  even 
unto  thy  years:  therefore  have  1  made  thee  a  disgrace  unto 
the  nation  and  a  mocking  to  all  countries.    Those  that  be  5 
near,  and  those  that  be  far  from  thee,  shall  mock  thee,  who 
art  impure  of  name,  and  great  in  confusion.    Behold,  the 6 
princes  of  Israel;  every  one  was  in  thee  with  his  arm  to  shed 
blood.    In  thee  have  they  set  light  by  father  and  mother :  7 
in  the  midst  of  thee  have  they  dealt  by  oppression  with  the 
stranger:  in  thee  have  they  been  extortionate  to  the  father- 
less and  the  widow.    Thou  hast  despised  my  sanctuaries,  and  8 
hast  profaned  my  sabbaths.    In  thee  are  tale-bearing  men  to  9 
shed  blood :  and  in  thee  they  eat  upon  the  mountain :  in  the 
midst  of  thee  they  commit  lewdness.    In  thee  have  they  un-io 
covered  their  father's  nakedness :  in  thee  have  they  afflicted 
her  that  was  unclean  in  her  separation.    And  one  hath  com- 11 
initted  abomination  with  his  fellow's  wife:  and  another  hath 
defiled  his  daughter  in  law  by  evil  imagination;  and  another 
In  thee  hath  afflicted  his  sister,  his  father's  daughter.    In  12 
thee  have  they  taken  bribery  to  shed  blood;  thou  hast  taken 
interest  and  increase,  and  thou  hast  greedily  gained  of  thy 
fellows  by  oppression,  and  hast  forgotten  me,  is  the  declara- 
tion of  the  Lord  Eternal.    Behold,  therefore  I  have  smitten  13 
my  hand  at  thy  gain  which  thou  hast  made ,  and  at  thy  blood 
which  hath  been  in  the  midst  of  thee.   Can  thy  heart  endure,  14 
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or  can  thy  hands  be  strong:,  in  the  days  that  I  shall  deal 
with  thee?  I  the  Eternal  have  spoken  it,  and  will  do  it. 
And  I  will  scatter  thee  among-  the  nations,  and  disperse  thee  15 
in  the  countries,  and  will  consume  thy  uncleanness  out  of 
thee.  And  thou  shalt  give  them  an  inheritance  in  thyself  1 6 
before  the  eyes  of  nations,  and  thou  shalt  know  that  1  am 
the  Eternal.

And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying*,  Son  ^ 
of  man,  the  house  of  Israel  is  to  me  become  dross:  all  they 
are  copper,  and  tin,  and  iron,  and  lead,  in  the  midst  of  the 
furnace;  they  are  dross  who  were  once  silver.   Therefore  thus  10 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal:  Because  ye  are  all  become  dross,  be- 
hold, therefore  I  will  congregate  you  in  the  midst  of  Jerusalem. 

HAFTARAH  OF  KEDOSHIM. 
(According  to  the  Aslikenasim.) 
AMOS  IX.  7—15. 
Are  ye  not  as  children  of  Cushim  unto  me,  0  children  ofT 
Israel  ?  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.    Have  not  I  brought 
up  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt?  and  the  Philistines  from 
Caphtor,  and  Syria  from  Kir?    Behold,  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  8 
Eternal  are  upon  the  sinful  kingdom,  and  I  will  exterminate 
it  from  off  the  face  of  the  ground;  saving  that  I  will  not 
utterly  exterminate  the  house  of  Jacob,  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal.    For,  lo,  I  will  command,  and  I  will  sift  the£ 
house  of  Israel  among  all  nations,  like  as  corn  is  sifted  in 
a  sieve,  yet  not  even  a  small  stone  shall  fall  upon  the  earth. 
All  the  sinners  of  my  people  shall  die  by  the  swrord,  who  10 
say,  The  evil  shall  not  step  nigh  nor  anticipate  us.  In  that  1 1 
day  will  I  establish  the  booth  of  David  that  is  fallen,  and 
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fence  in  the  breaches  thereof;  and  I  will  establish  what  is 
broken  down,  and  I  will  build  it  as  in  the  days  of  old: 
That  they  may  possess  the  remnant  of  Edom,  and  of  all  the  12 
nations  over  which  my  name  is  called,  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal  that  doeth  this.    Behold  days  come,  is  the  de-13 
claration  of  the  Eternal,  that  the  ploughman  shall  overtake 
the  reaper,  and  the  treader  of  grapes  him  that  soweth  the 
seed;  and  the  mountains  shall  drop  new  wine,  and  all  the 
hills  shall  melt.   And  I  will  restore  the  captivity  of  my  people  1 4 
of  Israel ,  and  they  shall  build  waste  cities ,  and  abide  therein ; 
and  they  shall  plant  vineyards,  and  drink  the  wine  thereof; 
they  shall  also  make  gardens,  and  eat  the  fruit  of  them.  And  15 
I  will  plant  them  upon  their  ground,  and  they  shall  no  more 
be  rooted  out  of  their  ground  which  I  gave  them,  saith  the 
Eternal  thy  God.

EZEKIEL  XX.  1-20. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  seventh  year,  in  the  fifth  month,  1 
the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  that  men  of  the  elders  of  Israel 
came  to  enquire  of  the  Eternal,  and  sat  before  me.

Then  came  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto  me,  saying,  Son  ~

As  I  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  if  I  be  enqui- 
red of  by  you  Wilt  thou  judge  them ,  son  of  man ,  wilt  thou  4 

judge  them?  cause  them  to  know  the  abomination  of  their 
fathers:  And  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  5 
In  the  day  when  I  chose  Israel,  and  lifted  up  my  hand  unto 
the  seed  of  the  house  of  Jacob,  and  made  myself  known  un- 
to them  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  when  I  lifted  up  my  hand 
unto  them,  saying,  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God:  In  the  day  6 
that  I  lifted  up  my  hand  unto  them,  to  bring  them  forth  of 
12  Vol.  III. 
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the  land  of  Egypt  into  a  land  that  I  had  espied  for  them, 
flowing-  with  milk  and  honey,  it  is  a  glory  of  all  lands  : 
Then  said  I  unto  them,  Cast  ye  away  every  man  the  abonii-  7 
nation  of  his  eyes,  and  defile  not  yourselves  with  the  idols 
of  Eg-ypt :   I  am  the  Eternal  your  God.    But  they  rebelled  8 
against  me,  and  would  not  hearken  unto  me:  they  did  not 
every  man  cast  away  Ihe  abominations  of  their  eyes,  neither 
did  they  forsake  the  idols  of  Eg-ypt:  then  I  said,  I  will  pour 
out  my  fury  upon  them,  to  accomplish  my  wrath  against  them 
in  the  midst  of  the  land  of  Eg-ypt.    But  I  wrought  for  my  9 
name's  sake,  that  it  should  not  be  polluted  before  the  eyes 
of  the  nations,  among-  whom  they  were,  before  whose  eyes  I 
made  myself  known  unto  them,  in  bringing-  them  forth  out 
of  the  land  of  Eg-ypt.    Wherefore  I  caused  them  to  go  forth  10 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  brought  them  into  the  desert. 
And  I  gave  them  my  ordinances,  and  made  known  to  them  11 
Hay  judgments,  which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  even  live  in  them. 
Moreover  also  I  gave  them  my  sabbaths,  to  be  a  sign  be- 12 
tween  me  and  them,  that  they  might  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal  that  sanctify  them.    But  the  house  of  Israel  rebelled  IS 
against  me  in  the  desert:  they  walked  not  in  my  ordinances, 
and  they  scorned  my  judgments,  which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall 
even  live  in  them;  and  my  sabbaths  they  greatly  polluted: 
then  I  said,  I  would  pour  out  my  fury  upon  them  in  the 
desert,  to  consume  them.    But  I  wrought  for  my  name's  sake,  14 
that  it  should  not  be  polluted  before  the  eyes  of  the  nations, 
before  whose  eyes  I  brought  them  out.    Yet  also  I  lifted  up  15 
ray  hand  unto  them  in  the  desert,  that  I  would  not  bring 
them  into  the  land  which  I  had  given  them,  flowing  with 
milk  and  honey,  it  is  a  glory  of  all  lands;    Because  they  1 6 
scorned  my  judgments,  and  walked  not  in  my  ordinances, 
i>ut  polluted  my  sabbaths:  for  their  heart  went  after  their

idols.    Nevertheless  mine  eye  spared  them  from  destroying:  17 
them,  neither  did  I  make  an  end  of  them  in  the  desert.  But  18 
I  said  unto  their  children  in  the  desert,  Walk  ye  not  in  the 
statutes  of  your  fathers,  neither  keep  their  judgments,  nor 
defile  yourselves  with   their  idols:    I  am  the  Eternal  your  19 
God,  walk  in  my  ordinances,  and  keep  my  judgments,  and 
do  them;    And  hallow   my  sabbaths;  and  they  shall  be  a 20 
sign  between  me  and  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal  your  God. 

HAFTARAH   OF  EMMOR. 
EZEK1EL  XL1V.  15-31. 
But  the  priests  the  Levites,  the  sons  of  Zadok,  that  kept  15 
the  charge  of  my  sanctuary  when  the  children  of  Israel  went 
astray  from  me,  they  shall  approach  to  me  to  minister  unto 
ine,  and  they  shall  stand  before  jne  to  otfer  unto  me  fat  and 
blood,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal:    They  shall  1f> 
come  into  my  sanctuary,  and  they  shall  approach  my  table, 
to  minister  unto  me,  and  they  shall  keep  my  charge.    And  17 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  they  enter  in  at  the  gates 
of  the  inner  enclosure,  they  shall  be  clothed  with  linen  gar- 
ments; and  no  wool  shall  come  upon  them,  while  they  mi- 
nister in  the  gates  of  the  inner  enclosure,  and  wilhiu.   They  jg 
shall  have  ornamented  linen  caps  upon  their  heads,  and  shall 
have  linen  breeches  upon  their  loins;  they  shall  not  gird 
themselves  with  any  thing  that  causeth  sweat.    And  when  i§ 
fhey  go  forth  into  the  outer  enclosure,  even  into  the  outer 
enclosure  to  the  people,  they  shall  put  off  their  garments 
wherein  they  ministered,  and  lay  them  in  the  cells  of  the 
holiness ,  and  they  shall  put  on  other  garments ;  and  they  shall  W 
not  sanctify  the  people  with  their  garments.    Neither  shall 
they  clip  the  hair  of  their  heads  entirely,  nor  sutfer  their 
locks    to  grow  freely;  they  shall  only  poll  their  heads. 
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IVeither  shall  any  priest  drink  wine,  when  they  come  into  the  inner  21 
enclosure.    Neither  shall  they  take  for  their  wives  a  widow,  22 
nor  her  that  is  put  away :  but  they  shall  take  virgins  of  the 
seed  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  a  widow  that  had  a  priest 
before.   And  they  shall  teach  my  people  the  difference  between  23 
the  holy  and  profane,  and  cause  them  to  discern  between  the 
unclean  and  the  clean.    And  in  controversy  they  shall  stand  24 
in  judgment :  and  they  shall  judge  it  according  to  my  judg- 
ments: and  they  shall  keep  my  laws  and  my  ordinances  in 
all  mine  appointed  seasons;  and  they  shall  hallow  my  sabbaths. 
And  they  shall  come  at  no  dead  person  to  defile  themselves :  25 
but  for  father,  or  for  mother,  or  for  son,  or  for  daughter, 
for  brother  or  for  sister  that  hath  had  no  husband,  they  may 
defile  themselves.  And  after  he  is  cleansed,  they  shall  reckon  26 
unto  him  seven   days.    And  in  the  day  that  he  goelh  into  27 
the  sanctuary,  unto  the  inner  enclosure,  to  minister  in  the 
sanctuary,  he  shall  offer  his  sin  offering,  is  the  declaration 
of  the  Lord  Eternal.    Awd  it  shall  be  unto  them  for  an  in- 28 
heritance;  I  am  their  inheritance:  and  ye  shall  give  them 
no  possession  in  Israel :    I  am  their  possession.    They  shall  29 
eat  the  oblation,  and  the  sin  offering,  and  the  guilt  offering; 
and  everything  doomed  in  Israel  shall  be  theirs.    And  the  30 
first  of  all  the  first  fruits  of  all  things,  and  every  heave  of- 
fering of  all,  of  every  sort  of  your  heave  offerings,  shall  be 
the  priest's  :  ye  shall  also  give  unto  the  priest  the  first  of 
your  dough,  that  he  may  cause  blessing  to  rest  in  thy  house. 
The  priests  shall  not  eat  of  anything  that  is  dead  of  itself,  31 
or  torn,  whether  it  be  fowl  or  beast. 

HAFTARAH  OF  BEHAR  SINAI. 
JEREMIAH  XXXII.  6—27. 

And  Jeremiah  said ,  The  w  ord  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  5 
me,  saying,    Behold,  Hanameel  the  son  of  Shallum  thine  7 
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uncle,  shall  come  unto  thee,  saying",  Acquire  for  thee  my  field 
that  is  in  Anathoth:  for  the  right  of  redemption  is  thine  to 
acquire  it.    So  Hanameel  mine  ancle's  son  came  to  me  in  the  8 
enclosure  of  the  custody  according-  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal, 
and  said  unto  me,  Tray  acquire  my  field  that  is  in  Anathoth, 
which  is  in  the  country  of  Benjamin:  for  the  right  of  inherit- 
ance is  thine,  and  the  redemption  is  thine;  acquire  it  for 
thyself.    Then  I  knew  that  this  was  the  word  of  the  Eternal. 
And  I  acquired  the  field  of  Hanameel  mine  uncle's  son,  that  0 
was  in  Anathoth,  and  weighed  him  the  money,  even  seven 
shekels  and  ten  silver  pieces.    And  I  wrote  it  in  the  book,  10 
and  sealed  it,  and  took  witnesses,  and  weighed  him  the  money 
in  the  balances.    So  I  took  the  book  of  the  purchase,  both  11 
that  which  was  sealed  according'  to  the  law  and  statutes, 
and  which  was  open  :    And  I  gave  the  book  of  the  purchase  12 
unto  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah,  the  son  of  Maaseiah,  in  the 
sight  of  Hanameel  mine  uncle's  son,  and  in  the  presence  of 
the  witnesses  that  wrote  in  the  book  of  the  purchase,  before 
all  the  Jews  that  sat  in  the  enclosure  of  the  custody.    And  13 
I  commanded  Baruch  before  them,  saying-,    Thus  saith  the  14 
Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel;  Take  these  books,  this 
book  of  the  purchase,  both  which  is  sealed,  and  this  evidence 
which  is  open;  and  put  them  in  an  earthen  vessel,  that  they 
may  continue  many  days.    For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  1 5 
hosts,  the  God  of  Israel;  Houses  and  fields  and  vineyards 
shall  be  acquired  again  in  this  land.    Now  when  I  had  given  16 
the  book  of  the  purchase  unto  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah, 
I  prayed  unto  the  Eternal,  saying',    Ah  Lord  Eternal!  behold,  1 7 
thou  hast  made  the  heaven  and  the  earth  by  thy  great  power 
and  stretched  out  arm,  and  there  is  nothing-  too  wonderful 
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for  thee:    Thou  showest  lovingkindness  unto  thousands,  and  18 
repayest  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  into  the  bosom  of  their 
children  after  them:  the  Great,  the  Mighty  God,  the  Eternal 
of  hosts,  is  his  name,  Great  in  counsel,  and  mighty  in  work:  It) 
for  thine  eyes  are  open  upon  all  the  ways  of  the  sons  of 
men:  to  give  every  one  according*  to  his  ways,  and  according 
to  the  fruit  of  his  doings  :    Who  hast  set  signs  and  wonders  20 
in  the  laud  of  Egypt,  even  unto  this  day,  and  in  Israel,  and 
among*  other  men;  and  hast  made  thee  a  name,   as  at  this 
day;    And  hast  brought  forth  thy  people  Israel  out  of  ihe  21 
land  of  Egypt  writh  signs,  and  with  wonders,   and  with  a 
strong*  hand,  and  wilh  a  stretched  out  arm,  and  with  great 
dread;    And  hast  given  them  this  land,   which  thou  didst  22 
swear  to  their  fathers  to  give  them,  a  land  flowing  with  milk 
and  honey;    And  they  came  in,  and  possessed  it;  but  they  23 
obeyed  not  thy  voice,  neither  walked  in  thy  law;  they  have 
done  nothing  of  all  that  thou  commandedst  them  to  do :  there- 
fore thou  hast  caused  all  this  evil  to  come  upon  them :    Be-  24 
hold,  the  mounds;  they  are  come  unto  the  city  to  conquer 
it;  and  the  city  is  given  into  the  hands  of  the  Chaldeans, 
that  fight  against  it,  because  of  the  sword,  and  of  the  famine, 
and  of  the  pestilence;  and  what  thou  hast  spoken  is  come 
to  pass;  and,  behold,  thou  seest  it.   And  thou  hast  said  unto  25 
me,  0  Lord  Eternal,  Acquire  for  thee  the  field  for  the  money, 
and  take  witnesses;  for  the  city  is  given  into  the  hand  of 
the  Chaldeans.   Then  came  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto  26 
Jeremiah,  saying,   Behold,  I  am  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  all  27 
flesh :  is  there  any  thing  too  w  onderful  for  me  ? 
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JEREMIAH  XVI.  19—21,  XVII.  1—1 4. 

0  Eternal,  my  might,  and  iny  munition,  and  my  refuge  in  19 
the  day  of  trouble,  nations  shall  come  unto  thee  from  the 
ends  of  the  earth,  and  shall  say.   Surely  our  fathers  have 
inherited  lies,  vanity,  and  things  wherein  there  is  no  profit. 
Shall  a  man  make  gods  unto  himself,  and  they  are  not  gods?  20 
Therefore,  behold,    I  will  this  once  cause  them  to  know,  121 
will  cause  them  to  know  my  hand  and  my  strength;  and  they^ 
shall  know  that  my  name  is  The  Eternal.    The  sin  of  Judah  j 
is  written  with  a  style  of  iron,  and  with  the  point  of  a  dia- 
mond: it  is  graven  upon  the  tablet  of  their  heart,  and  upon 
the  horns  of  your  altars;    Whilst  their  children  remember  2 
their  altars  and  their  groves  by  the  bushy  trees  upon  the 
high  hills.    Mountaineer  in  the  field.  I  will  give  thy  force  3 
and  all  thy  treasures  to  the  spoil,  and  thy  high  places  for 
sin,  throughout  all  thy  boundaries.    And  thou,  even  thyself,  4 
shalt  discontinue  from  thine  inheritance  that  I  gave  thee; 
and  I  will  cause  thee  to  serve  thine  enemies  in  the  land 
which  thou  knowest  not;  for  ye  have  kindled  a  fire  in  my 
wrath,  which  shall  burn  for  ever.    Thus  saith  the  Eternal;  5 
Cursed  be  the  man  that  trusteth  in  man,  and  maketh  flesh 
his  arm,  and  whose  heart  departeth  from  the  Eternal.    For 6 
he  shall  be  like  the  destitute  in  the  desert  plain,  and  shall 
not  see  when  good  cometh:   but  shall  inhabit  the  parched 
places  in  the  desert,  in  a  salt  land  and  not  inhabited.  Bles-  7 
sed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  the  Eternal,  and  whose  hope 
the  Eternal  is.    For  he  shall  be  as  a  tree  planted  by  the  8 
waters,  and  that  spreadeth  out  her  roots  by  the  river,  and 
shall  not  see  when  heat  cometh,  but  her  leaf  shall  be  green; 
and  shall  not  apprehend  in  the  year  of  drought,  neither  shall 
cease  from  yielding  fruit.    The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all  9 
things,  and  desperately  wicked:  who  can  know  it?    I  the  10 
Eternal  search  the  heart,  1  investigate  the  reins,  even  to 
give  every  man  according  to  his  ways,  and  according  to  the 
fruit  of  his  doings.    A  partridge  hatching  what  it  hath  not  1 1 
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laid  is  he  that  getteth  riches,  and  not  by  right,  he  shall 
leave  them  in  the  midst  of  his  days,  and  at  his  end  shall  be 
base.    A  throne  of  glory  exalted  from  the  first  is  the  place  12 
of  our  sanctuary.    0  Eternal  hope  of  Israel,  all  that  forsake  13 
thee  shall  be  ashamed,  and  they  that  depart  from  me  shall 
be  written  in  the  earth,  hecause  they  have  forsaken  the  Eternal, 
the  source  of  living  waters.    Heal  me,  0  Eternal,  and  114 
shall  be  healed;  save  me,  and  I  shall  be  saved:  for  thou 
art  my  praise. 


READING  OF  THE  MAFTIR  FOR  SABBATH  ZACHOR. 
DEUTERONOMY  XXV.  17—19. 

Remember  what  Amalek  did  to  thee  by  the  way,  when  ye  17 
were  gone  forth  out  of  Egypt;    How  he  met  thee  by  the  18 
way,  and  smote  the  hindmost  of  thee,  even  all  that  were 
feeble  behind  thee,  when  thou  wast  faint  and  weary;  and  he 
feared  not  God.    Therefore  it  shall  be,   when  the  Eternal  19 
thy  God  halh  given  thee  rest  from  all  thine  enemies  round 
about,  in  the  land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee 
for  an  inheritance  to  possess  it,  that  thou  shalt  wipe  away 
the  remembrance  of  Amalek  from  under  heaven:  thou  shalt 
not  forget  it. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SABBATH  ZACHOR. 
1  SAMUEL  XV.  1—34. 

Samuel  also  said  unto  Saul,  Me  the  Eternal  sent  to  anoint  1 
thee  to  be  king  over  his  people,  over  Israel:  now  therefore 
hearken  thou  unto  the  voice  of  the  words  of  the  Eternal. 

(The  Ashhenasim  commence  here.) 

Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  1  have  borne  in  mind  2 
that  which  Amalek  did  to  Israel,  how  he  laid  wait  for  him 
in  the  way  when  he  came  up  from  Egypt.    Now  go,  and  3 
.smite  Amalek,  and  doom  to  destruction  all  that  they  have 
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and  pity  them  not;  but  put  to  death  from  man  to  woman, 
from  infant  to  suckling:,  from  ox  to  sheep,  from  camel  to  ass. 
And  Saul  summoned  the  people  together,  and  mustered  them  4 
in  Telaim,  two  hundred  thousand  men  on  foot,  and  ten  thou- 
sand with  the  men  of  Judah.   And  Saul  came  to  a  city  of  5 
Amalek,  and  laid  wait  at  the  brook.    And  Saul  said  unto  6 
the  Kenites,  Go,  depart,  go  down  from  among-  the  Amalekites, 
lest  I  sweep  you  away  with  them:  for  ye  shewed  mercy  to 
all  the  children  of  Israel  when  they  came  up  out  of  Egypt. 
So  the  Kenite  departed  from  among  the  Amalekites.    And  7 
Saul  smote  the  Amalekite  from  Havilah  until  thou  comest  to 
Shur,  that  is  over  against  Egypt.    And  he  caught  Agag  the  8 
king  of  Amalek  alive,  and  doomed  all  the  people  to  destruc- 
tion with  the  edge  of  the  sword.    But  Saul  and  the  people  9 
spared  Agag,  and  the  best  of  the  flocks,  and  of  the  herds, 
and  of  the  fatlings,  and  the  pasture  lambs,  and  all  that  was 
good,  and  would  not  doom  them  to  destruction:  but  every 
thing  that  was  vile  and  refuse,  that  they  doomed  to  destruc- 
tion.  Then  came  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto  Samuel,  saying,  10 
I  repent  that  I  have  declared  Saul  king :  for  he  is  turned  1 1 
back  from  following  me,  and  hath  not  performed  my  com- 
mandments.   And  it  grieved  Samuel;  and  he  cried  unto  the 
Eternal  all  night.    And  when  Samuel  rose  early  to  meet  Saul  12 
in  the  morning,  it  was  told  Samuel,  saying,  Saul  came  to 
Carmel,  and,  behold,  he  set  him  up  a  monument,  and  is  gone 
about,  and  passed  on,  and  gone  down  to  the  Gilgal.    And  13 
Samuel  came  to  Saul:  and  Saul  said  unto  him,  Blessed  be 
thou  of  the  Eternal:  1  have  performed  the  word  of  the 
Eternal.    And  Samuel  said,  What  meaneth  then  this  bleating  14 
of  the  flocks  in  mine  ears,  and  the  lowing  of  the  herds  which 
I  hear?    And  Saul  said,  They  have  brought  them  from  the  15 
13  Vol.  III. 
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Amalekites:  for  the  people  spared  the  best  of  the  flocks  and 
of  the  herds  to  sacrifice  onto  the  Eternal  thy  God;  and  the 
rest  we  have  doomed.    Then  Samuel  said  unto  Saul ,  Keep  1 6 
off,  and  I  will  tell  thee  what  the  Eternal  has  spoken  unto 
me  this  night.    And  he  said  unto  him,  Speak.    And  Samuel  17 
said,  It  is  not  although  thou  wast  little  in  thine  own  eyes, 
thou  art  yet  the  head  of  the  tribes  of  Israel,  and  the  Eternal 
anointed  thee  king  over  Israel,    And  the  Eternal  sent  thee  18 
on  a  journey,  and  said,  Go,  and  doom  the  sinners  Amalek, 
and  fight  against  them  until  they  be  consumed.    Wherefore  19 
then  didst  thou  not  obey  the  voice  of  the  Eternal,  but  didst 
dart  upon  the  spoil,  and  didst  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eter- 
nal?   And  Saul  said  unto  Samuel,  Yea,  I  have  obeyed  the  20 
voice  of  the  Eternal,  and  have  gone  the  way  which  the  Eternal 
sent  me,  and  have  brought  Agag  the  king  of  Amalek,  and 
Amalek  have  I  doomed.    But  the  people  took  of  the  spoil,  21 
flocks  and  herds,  the  chief  of  the  doomed  things,  to  sacrifice 
unto  the  Eternal  thy  God  in  the  Gilgal.    And  Samuel  said,  22, 
Hath  the  Eternal  as  great  delight  in  burnt-offerings  and  sa- 
crifices as  in  obeying  the  voice  of  the  Eternal?  Behold,  to 
obey  is  better  than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken  than  the  fat  of 
rams.    For  as  the  sin  of  divination  is  rebellion,  and  as  ini-23 
quity  and  teraphim  is  stubbornness.    Because  thou  hast  scor- 
ned the  word  of  the  Eternal,  he  has  also  rejected  thee  from 
being  king.    And  Saul  said  unto  Samuel,  I  have  sinned:  for  24 
I  have  transgressed  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal,  and 
thy  words;  because  I  feared  the  people,  and  obeyed  their 
voice.    Now  therefore,  pray,  bear  with  my  sin,  and  return 25 
with  me,  that  I  may  prostrate  myself  to  the  Eternal.    And  26 
Samuel  said  unto  Saul,  I  will  not  return  with  thee:  for  thou 
hast  scorned  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  Eternal  hath 
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rejected  thee  from  being-  king  over  Israel.    And  as  Samuel  27 
turned  about  to  go  away,  he  laid  hold  upon  the  skirt  of 
his  mantle,  and  it  was  rent.   And  Samuel  said  unto  him,  28 
The  Eternal  hath  rent  the  kingdom  of  Israel  from  thee  this 
day,  and  hath  given  it  to  thy  fellow,  that  is  better  than  thou. 
And  also  the  Everlasting  one  of  Israel  will  not  lie,  nor  repent:  29 
for  he  is  not  a  man,  that  he  should  repent.    Then  he  said, 30 
I  have  sinned;  yet  honour  me  now,  pray,  before  the  elders 
of  my  people,  and  before  Israel,  and  return  with  me,  that  I 
may  prostrate  myself  to  the  Eternal  thy  God.    So  Samuel  31 
returned  with  Saul:  and  Saul  prostrated  himself  to  the  Eter- 
nal.   Then  saith  Samuel,  Bring  you  hither  to  me  Agag  the  32 
king  of  Amalek:  and  Agag  came  unto  him  gratified.  And 
Agag  said,  Surely  the  bitterness  of  death  is  departed.    And  33 
Samuel  said,  As  thy  sword  hath  robbed  women  of  children, 
so  shall  thy  mother  be  bereaved  among  women.   And  Samuel 
hewed  Agag  in  pieces  before  the  Eternal  in  the  Gilgal.    Then  34 
Samuel  went  to  the  Ramah;  and  Saul  went  up  to  his  house 
to  Gibeah  of  Saul. 
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And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  and  to  Aaron,  saying,  l 
This  is  the  ordinance  of  the  law  which  the  Eternal  hath  2 
commanded,  saying,  Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they 
take  thee  a  red  cow  without  spot,  wherein  is  no  blemish, 
and  upon  which  never  came  yoke.    And  ye  shall  give  her  3 
to  Eleazar  the  priest,  that  he  may  bring  her  forth  without 
the  camp,  and  one  shall  kill  her  before  his  face.   And  Eleazar 4 
the  priest  shall  take  of  her  blood  with  his  finger,  and  sprinkle 
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of  her  blood  towards  the  front  side  of  the  appointed  tent 
seven  times.    And  one  shall  burn  the  cow  before  his  eyes;  5 
her  skin,  and  her  flesh,  and  her  blood,  with  her  dung-,  shall 
he  burn:    And  the  priest  shall  take  cedar  wood,  and  hyssop,  6 
and  crimson,  and  cast  it  into  the  midst  of  the  burning  of 
the  cow.    Then  the  priest  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  he  7 
shall  bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  afterwards  he  shall  come 
into  the  camp,  but  the  priest  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even. 
And  he  that  burnetii  her  shall  wash  his  garments  in  water,  8 
and  bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  shall  be  unclean  until  the 
even.    And  a  man  that  is  clean  shall  gather  the  ashes  of  9 
the  cow,  and  lay  them  up  without  the  camp  in  a  clean  place, 
and  it  shall  be  as  a  charge  for  the  congregation  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  for  a  water  of  separation:  it  is  a  purification 
for  sin.    And  he  that  gathereth  the  ashes  of  the  cow  shall  10 
wash  his  garments  and  be  unclean  until  the  even :  and  it  shall 
be  to  the  children  of  Israel,  and  to  the  stranger  that  sojour- 
neth  among  them,  for  an  ordinance  for  ever.   He  that  touchethll 
a  dead  body  of  any  man  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.    He  12 
shall  purify  himself  with  it  on  the  third  day,  and  on  the 
seventh  day  he  shall  be  clean:  but  if  he  purify  not  himself 
on  the  third  day,  then  on  the  seventh  day  he  shall  not  be 
clean.    Whosoever  toucheth  a  dead  body  of  any  man  that  13 
died,  and  purifieth  not  himself,  defileth  the  dwelling  of  the 
Eternal;  and  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  Israel:  because 
the  water  of  separation  was  not  sprinkled  upon  him,  he  shall 
be  unclean;  his  uncleanness  is  yet  upon  him.    This  is  the  14 
law  when  a  man  dieth  in  a  tent;  all  that  come  into  the  tent, 
and  ail  that  is  in  the  tent,  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.    And  15 
every  open  vessel,  which  hath  no  lid  bound  upon  it,  is 
unclean.    And  whosoever  toucheth  one  that  is  slain  with  a  1 6 
sword  in  the  open  fields,  or  a  dead  body,  or  a  bone  of  a  man, 
or  a  grave,  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.   And  for  an  unclean  17 
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person  they  shall  take  of  the  dust  of  the  burnt  cow  of  puri- 
fication for  sin,  and  running-  water  shall  be  put  thereto  in 
a  vessel;    And  a  clean  person  shall  take  hyssop,  and  dip  it  18 
in  the  water,  and  sprinkle  it  upon  the  tent,  and  upon  all 
the  vessels,  and  upon  the  persons  that  were  there,  and  upon 
him  that  touched  a  bone,  or  one  slain,  or  one  dead,  or  a 
grave :   And  the  clean  person  shall  sprinkle  upon  the  unclean  1 9 
on  the  third  day,  and  on  the  seventh  day;  and  on  the  se- 
venth day  he  shall  purify  him ,  and  he  shall  wash  his  garments, 
and  bathe  himself  in  water,  and  shall  be  clean  at  even.  But  20 
the  man  that  shall  be  unclean,  and  shall  not  purify  himself, 
that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  the  assembly,  because 
he  hath  defiled  the  sanctuary  of  the  Eternal:  the  water  of 
separation  hath  not  been  sprinkled  upon  him;  he  is  unclean. 
And  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  to  them;   he  that 21 
sprinkleth  the  water  of  separation  shall  wash  his  garments, 
and  he  that  toucheth  the  water  of  separation  shall  be  unclean 
until  the  even.   And  whatsoever  the  unclean  person  toucheth  22 
shall  be  unclean;  and  the  soul  that  toucheth  him  shall  be 
unclean  until  the  even. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SABBATH  PARAH. 

EZEK1EL  XXXVI.  16-38. 

And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying,  Son1** 
of  man,  when  the  house  of  Israel  abode  on  their  ground, 
they  polluted  it  by  their  way  and  by  their  doings:  their 
way  was  before  me  as  the  uncleanness  of  a  woman  in  sepa- 
ration.  Wherefore  I  poured  my  fury  upon  them  for  the  blood  18 
that  they  had  shed  upon  the  land,  and  for  their  idols  where- 
with they  had  polluted  it ;    And  I  scattered  them  among  the  1 9 
nations,  and  they  were  dispersed  through  the  countries:  ac- 
cording to  their  way  and  according  to  their  doings  1  judged 
them.    And  when  they  came  unto  the  nations,  whither  they 20 
went,  they  profaned  the  name  of  my  holiness,  when  they 
said  to  them.  These  are  the  people  of  the  Eternal,  and  are 
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gone  forth  out  of  his  land.    Bnt  I  had  pity  for  the  name  21 
of  my  holiness,  which  the  house  of  Israel  had  profaned  among 
the  nations,  whither  they  went.  Therefore  say  unto  the  house 22 
of  Israel,    Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  1  do  not  this  for 
your  sakes,  0  house  of  Israel,  but  for  the  name  of  my  ho- 
liness, which  ye  have  profaned  among-  the  nations,  whither 
ye  went.    And  I  will  sanctify  my  great  name,  which  was 23 
profaned  among  the  nations,  which  ye  have  profaned  in  the 
midst  of  them;  and  the  nations  shall  know  that  1  am  the 
Eternal,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  when  I  shall 
be  sanctified  in  you  before  their  eyes.    For  I  will  take  you  24 
from  among  the  nations,  and  gather  you  out  of  all  countries, 
and  will  bring  you  to  your  owrn  ground.    Then  will  1  sprinkle  25 
clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  clean:  from  all  your 
filthiness,  and  from  all  your  idols,  will  I  cleanse  you.    A 26 
new  heart  also  will  I  give  you,  and  a  new  spirit  will  I  put 
within  you:   and  1  will  remove  the  heart  of  stone  out  of 
your  flesh,  and  I  will  give  you  a  heart  of  flesh.  And  I  will  27 
put  my  spirit  within  you,  and  make  you  walk  in  my  statutes, 
and  ye  shall  keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them.  And  ye  shall  28 
abide  in  the  land  that  I  gave  to  your  fathers;  and  ye  shall 
be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  your  God.    I  will  also  save  you  29 
from  all  your  uncleanness :  and  I  will  call  for  the  corn,  and 
will  increase  it,  and  lay  no  famine  upon  you.    And  I  will  30 
increase  the  fruit  of  the  tree,  and  the  produce  of  the  field, 
that  ye  shall  receive  uo  more  reproach  of  famine  among  the 
nations.  Then  shall  ye  remember  your  own  evil  ways,  and  31 
your  doings  that  wrere  not  good,  and  shall  loathe  yourselves 
in  your  own  sight  for  your  iniquities  and  for  your  abomi- 
nations.   Not  for  your  sakes  do  I  this,  is  the  declaration  of 32 
the  Lord  Eternal,  be  it  known  unto  you:  be  ashamed  and 
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confounded  for  your  own  ways,   0  house  of  Israel.    Thus 33 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  In  the  days  that  I  shall  have  cleansed 
you  from  all  your  iniquities  I  will  also  cause  you  to  abide 
in  the  cities,  and  the  ruins  shall  be  built.    And  the  desolate 34 
land  shall  be  tilled,  whereas  it  was  a  desolation  before  the 
eyes  of  all  that  passed  by.    And  they  shall  say,   This  land  35 
that  was  desolate  is  become  like  the  garden  of  Eden;  and 
the  ruined  and  desolate  and  destroyed  cities  are  become  forti- 
fied, and  are  inhabited.   Then  the  nations  that  remain  round  36 
about  you  shall  know  that  I  the  Eternal  build  the  destroyed 
places ,  and  plant  that  that  was  desolate :  I  the  Eternal  have 
spoken  it,  and  I  will  do  it. 

(The  Sefardim  stop  here,  the  Ashhenasim  continue,) 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal:   I  will  yet  for  this  be  in- 37 
quired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel,  to  do  it  for  them;  1  will 
increase  them  with  men  like  a  flock.    As  the  flock  of  sane- 38 
tuaries,  as  the  flock  of  Jerusalem  in  its  solemn  feasts:  so 
shall  the  ruined  cities  be  filled  with  flocks  of  men:  and  they 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 
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EXODUS  XII.  1-20. 
And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  Aaron  in  the  land  \ 
of  Egypt,  saying:,    This  month  shall  be  to  you  the  beginning 2 
of  months:  it  shall  be  the  first  month  of  the  year  to  you. 
Speak  ye  to  all  the  congregation  of  Israel,  saying,  In  the  3 
tenth  day  of  this  month  they  shall  take  to  them  every  man 
one  of  a  flock,  for  the  house  of  their  fathers,  one  of  a  flock 
for  a  house:    And  if  the  household  be  too  little  for  one  of 4 
a  flock,  let  him  and  his  neighbour  next  unto  his  house  take 
it  according  to  the  proportion  of  the  souls;  every  man  ac- 
cording to  his  eating  shall  ye  make  your  count  for  the  one 
of  the  flock.    The  one  of  the  flock  shall  be  without  blemish,  5 
a  male  of  the  first  year:  ye  shall  take  it  from  the  sheep, 
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or  from  the  goats :    And  it  shall  be  in  your  keeping  until  6 
the  fourteenth  day  of  the  same  month:  and  the  whole  assem- 
bly of  the  congregation  of  Israel  shall  slaughter  it  at  eventide. 
And  they  shall  take  of  the  blood,  and  strike  it  on  the  two  7 
side  posts  and  on  the  lintel;  on  the  houses,  wherein  they 
shall  eat  it.    And  they  shall  eat  the  flesh  in  that  night,  8 
roast  with  fire,  and  unleavened  bread;  with  bitter  herbs  they 
shall  eat  it.    Eat  not  of  it  half-done,  nor  sodden  at  all  with  9 
water,  but  roast  with  fire;  its  head  with  its  legs,  and  with 
the  inward  parts  thereof.    And  ye  shall  not  leave  anything  10 
of  it  until  the  morning ;  and  that  which  is  left  of  it  until  the 
morning  ye  shall  burn  with  fire.    And  thus  shall  ye  eat  it;  11 
with  your  loins  girded,  your  shoes  on  your  feet,  and  your 
stick  in  your  hand ;  and  ye  shall  eat  it  in  haste :  it  is  the 
passover  of  the  Eternal.    For  I  will  pass  through  the  land  12 
of  Egypt  this  night,  and  will  smite  all  the  firstborn  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  both  man  and  beast;  and  against  all  the  gods 
of  Egypt  I  will  execute  judgments;  I  am  the  Eternal.    And  13 
the  blood  shall  be  to  you  for  a  sign  upon  the  houses  where 
ye  are:  and  when  I  see  the  blood,  I  will  pass  over  you,  and 
the  infliction  shall  not  be  upon  you  as  a  destroyer,  when  I 
smite  the  land  of  Egypt.    And  this  day  shall  be  unto  you  14 
for  a  memorial ;  and  ye  shall  celebrate  it  a  feast  to  the  Eter- 
nal throughout  your  generations ;  ye  shall  celebrate  it  a  feast, 
an  ordinance  for  ever.    Seven  days  shall  ye  eat  unleavened  15 
bread;  even  the  first  day  ye  shall  have  put  away  leaven  out 
of  your  houses :  for  whosoever  eateth  anything  leavened  from 
the  first  day  until  the  seventh  day,  that  soul  shall  be  cut 
off  from  Israel.    And  on  the  first  day  there  shall  be  a  con- 16 
vocation  of  holiness,  and  on  the  seventh  day  there  shall  be 
a  convocation  of  holiness  to  you ;  no  work  shall  be  done  in 
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them,  save  that  which  may  be  eaten  by  man,  that  only  may 
be  done  for  you.    And  ye  shall  watch  the  unleavened  bread;  17 
for  in  this  selfsame  day  have  I  brought  your  hosts  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt :  therefore  shall  ye  keep  this  day  through- 
out your  generations  an  ordinance  for  ever.    In  the  first  18 
month,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month  at  even,  ye  shall 
eat  unleavened  bread,  until  the  one  and  twentieth  day  of  the 
month  at  even.    Seven  days  shall  there  be  no  leaven  found  19 
in  your  houses:  for  whosoever  eateth  that  which  leaveneth, 
even  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  congregation  of  Is- 
rael, whether  he  be  a  stranger  or  a  native  of  the  land.   Ye  20 
shall  eat  nothing  that  leaveneth;  in  all  your  habitations  shall 
ye  eat  unleavened  bread. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SABBATH  HACHODESH. 
(The  AshJcenasim  commence  here.) 
EZEKIEL  XLV.  16—25,  XL VI.  1-18, 
All  the  people  of  the  land  shall  give  this  heave  offering  1 6 
for  the  prince  in  Israel.    And  it  shall  be  the  prince's  part  1 7 
to  give  the  burnt  offerings,  and  the  oblation,  and  the  drink 
offerings ,  in  the  festivals ,  and  in  the  new  moons ,  and  in  the 
sabbaths,  in  all  the  appointed  seasons  of  the  house  of  Israel: 
he  shall  prepare  the  sin  offering,  and  the  oblation,  and  the 
burnt  offering,  and  the  feast  offerings,  to  make  expiation  for 
the  house  of  Israel. 

(The  Se far  dim  commence  here.) 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  In  the  first  month,  in  the  18 
first  day  of  the  month,  thou  shalt  take  a  young  bull  without 
blemish,  and  cleanse  the  sanctuary:    And  the  priest  shall  19 
take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering,  and  put  it  upon  the 
posts  of  the  house,  and  upon  the  four  corners  of  the  settle 
of  the  altar,  and  upon  the  posts  of  the  gate  of  the  inner 
enclosure.    And  so  thou  shalt  do  the  seventh  day  of  the  20 
month  for  every  one  that  erreth,  and  for  him  that  is  simple: 
14  Vol.  HI. 
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so  shall  ye  make  expiation  for  the  house.  In  the  first  month,  21 
in  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month,  ye  shall  have  the  pas- 
sover,  a  festival  of  seven  days;  unleavened  bread  shall  be 
eaten.  And  upon  that  day  shall  the  prince  prepare  for  himself  22 
and  for  all  the  people  of  the  land  a  bull  for  a  sin  offering. 
And  seven  days  of  the  festival  he  shall  prepare  a  burnt  of- 23 
fering  to  the  Eternal,  seven  bulls  and  seven  rams  without 
blemish  daily  the  seven  days:  and  a  kid  of  the  goats  daily 
for  a  sin  offering.    And  he  shall  prepare  an  oblation  of  an  24 
ephah  for  a  bull,  and  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  a  hin  of  oil 
for  an  ephah.   In  the  seventh  month,  in  the  fifteenth  day  25 
of  the  month,  shall  he  do  the  like  in  the  festival  of  the 
seven  days,  accordiug  to  ihe  sin  offering,  according  to  the 
burnt  offering,  and  according  to  the  oblation,  and  according 4(. 
to  the  oil.    Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;   The  gate  of  the  ± 
inner  enclosure  that  looketh  towards  the  east  shall  be  shut 
the  six  working  davs;  but  on  the  day  of  the  sabbath  it  shall 
be  opened,  and  in' the  day  of  the  new  moon  it  shall  be 
opened.    And  the  prince  shall  enter  by  the  way  of  the  porch  2 
of  that  gate  without,  and  shall  stand  by  the  post  of  the  gate, 
and  the  priests  shall  prepare  his  burnt  offering  and  his  feast 
offerings,  and  he  shall  prostrate  himself  at  the  threshold  of 
the  gate;  then  he  shall  go  forth;  but  the  gate  shall  not  be 
shut  until  the  evening.    Likewise  the  people  of  the  land  shall  3 
prostrate  themselves  at  the  entrance  of  this  gate  before  the 
Eternal  in  the  sabbaths  and  in  the  new  moons.    And  the  4 
burnt  offering  that  the  prince  shall  offer  nnto  the  Eternal 
in  the  sabbalh  day  shall  be  six  lambs  without  blemish,  and 
a  ram  without  blemish.  And  an  oblation  shall  be  an  ephah  for  a  5 
ram   and  the  oblation  for  the  lambs  a  gift  of  his  hand,  and  a 
hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah.  And  in  the  day  of  the  new  moon  it  shall  6 
be  a  young  bull  without  blemish,  and  six  lambs,  and  a  ram:  they 
shall  be  without  blemish.   And  he  shall  prepare  an  oblation,  7 
an  ephah  for  a  bull,  and  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  for  the  lambs 
according  as  his  hand  shall  attain  unto,  and  a  hin  of  oil  to 
an  ephah.    And  when  the  prince  cometh,  he  shall  go  in  by  8 
the  way  of  the  porch  of  that  gate,  and  he  shall  go  forth  by 
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the  way  thereof.   But  when  the  people  of  the  land  shall  come  9 
before  the  Eternal  in  the  appointed  seasons,  he  that  entereth 
in  by  the  way  of  the  north  gate  to  prostrate  himself  shall  go 
out  by  the  way  of  the  south  gate;  and  he  that  cometh  by  the 
way  of  the  south  gate  shall  go  forth  by  the  way  of  the  north 
gate :  he  shall  not  return  by  the  way  of  the  gate  whereby  he 
came  in,  but  shall  go  forth  over  against  it.  And  the  prince  in  1( 
the  midst  of  them,  when  they  come,  shall  come;  and  when  they 
go  forth,  shall  go  forth.    And  in  the  festivals  and  in  the  ap- 1 
pointed  seasons  the  oblation  shall  be  an  ephah  to  a  bull, 
and  an  ephah  to  a  ram,  and  to  the  Jambs  a  gift  of  his  hand, 
and  a  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah.    Now  when  the  prince  shall  11 
prepare  a  free  will  offering,  burnt  offering  or  feast  offerings, 
a  voluntary  offering  unto  the  Eternal,  one  shall  then  open 
him  the  gate  that  turneth  towards  the  east,  and  he  shall 
prepare  his  burnt  offering  and  his  feast  offerings,  as  he  did 
on  the  sabbath  day:  then  he  shall  go  forth;  and  after  his  going 
forth  one  shall  shut  the  gate.  Thou  shalt  daily  prepare  a  burnt  1 
offering  unto  the  Eternal  of  a  lamb  of  the  first  year  without  ble- 
mish: thou  shalt  prepare  it  every  morning.    And  thou  shalt  1 
prepare  an  obation  for  it  every  morning,  the  sixth  part  of  an 
ephah,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  of  oil,  to  temper  with  the 
flour;  an  oblation  continually  by  ordinances  for  ever  unto  the 
Eternal.    And  thus  shall  they  prepare  the  lamb ,  and  the  ob-  1 
lation,  and  the  oil,  every  morning  for  a  continual  burnt  offering. 

(The  Sefardim  stop  here,  the  Ashkenasim  continue.) 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;   If  the  prince  give  a  gift  1 
unto  any  of  his  sons,  the  inheritance  thereof  shall  be  his 
sons;  it  shall  be  their  possession  by  inheritance.    But  if  he  1 
give  a  gift  of  his  inheritance  to  one  of  his  servants,  then  it 
shall  be  his  to  the  year  of  liberty;  after  it  shall  return  to  the 
prince :  but  his  inheritance  shall  be  his  sons  for  them.  Moreover  1 
the  prince  shall  not  take  of  the  people's  inheritance  to  be  extor- 
tionate to  them ,  to  thrust  them  out  of  thrir  possession ;  but  he 
shall  give  his  sons  inheritance  out  of  his  own  possession:  that 
my  people  be  not  scattered  every  man  from  his  possession. 
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MALACHI  III.  4-24. 
Then  shall  (he  oblation  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  be  pleasant  4 
unto  the  Eternal,  as  in  the  days  of  old,   and  as  in  former 
years.    And  I  will  approach  to  you  to  judgment;  and  1  will 5 
be  a  swift  witness  against  the  sorcerers,  and  against  the 
adulterers,  and  against  the  swearers  to  the  falsehood,  and 
against  those  that  wrong  the  hireling  in  his  wages ,  the  widow, 
and  the  orphan,  and  that  turn  aside  a  stranger  from  his 
right,  and  fear  not  me,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts.    For  16 
am  the  Eternal,  I  change  not;  but  ye  sons  of  Jacob  have 
not  finished.    Even  from  the  days  of  your  fathers  ye  have  7 
departed  from  my  statutes,  and  have  not  kept  them.  Return 
unto  me,  and  I  will  return  unto  you,  saith  the  Eternal  of 
hosts.    But  ye  said,  Wherein  shall  we  return?  Will  a  man  8 
despoil  God,  that  ye  have  despoiled  me?  But  ye  say,  Wherein 
have  we  despoiled  thee?  In  the  tithes  and  in  the  heave 
offerings.    Ye  are  cursed  with  the  curse:  for  ye  have  des- 9 
poiled  me,  even  the  whole  nation.    Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  10 
into  the  treasure-house,  that  there  may  be  meat  in  my  house, 
and  prove  me  now  herewith,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  If 
I  will  not  open  you  the  apertures  of  the  heaven,  and  pour 
out  upon  you  a  blessing  overwhelmingly.    And  I  will  rebuke  1 1 
the  eater  for  your  sakes,  and  he  shall  not  destroy  the  fruits 
of  your  ground:  neither  shall  your  vine  cast  her  fruit  before 
the  time  in  the  field,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts.    And  all  12 
nations  shall  call  you  happy:  for  ye  shall  be  a  delightsome 
land,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts.    Your  words  have  been  13 
strong  against  me ,  saith  the  Eternal ,  Yet  ye  say ,  What  have 
we  concerted  against  thee  ?  Ye  have  said,  It  is  vain  to  serve  14 
God:  and  what  profit  is  it  that  we  have  kept  his  charge, 
and  that  we  have  walked  mournfully  on  account  of  the  Eternal 
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of  hosts?    And  now  we  call  the  presumptuous  happy;   yea,  15 
they  that  work  wickedness  are  built  up;   yea,  even  they 
that  tempt  God  have  escaped.  Then  the  fearers  of  the  Eternal  16 
concert  with  one  another:   and  the  Eternal  attendeth  and 
heareth  it,  and  a  book  of  remembrance  is  written  before  him 
for  them  that  fear  the  Eternal,  and  that  think  upon  his  name. 
And  they  shall  be  mine,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  for  that  17 
day  which  I  make  a  select  portion;  and  I  will  spare  them, 
as  a  man  spareth  his  own  son  that  serveth  him.  Then  shall  18 
ye  return,  and  discern  between  the  righteous  and  wicked, 
between  him  that  serveth  God   and  him  that  serveth  him 
not.    For,  behold,  the  day  cometh,  consuming-  as  the  oven:  19 
and  all  the  presumptuous,  yea,  and  every  worker  of  wicked- 
ness shall  be  stubble:  and  the  day  that  cometh  shall  set 
them  on  fire,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  that  it  shall  leave 
them  neither  root  nor  branch.    But  unto  you  that  fear  my  20 
name  shall  the  sun  of  righteousness  shine  with  healing  in 
his  wings ;  and  ye  shall  go  forth ,  and  skip  about  like  stalled 
calves.    And  ye  shall  tread  down  the  wicked;  for  they  shall  21 
be  ashes  under  the  soles  of  your  feet  in  the  day  that  I  shall 
do  this ,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts.    Remember  ye  the  law  22 
of  Moses  my  servant ,  which  I  commanded  unto  him  in  Horeb 
for  all  Israel,  with  the  statutes  and  judgments.    Behold,  1 23 
will  send  you  Elijah  the  prophet  before  the  coming  of  the 
great  and  fearful  day  of  the  Eternal:   And  he  shall  restore 24 
the  heart  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  heart  of 
the  children   to  their  fathers,  lest  I  come  and  smite  the 
earth  with  a  curse. 

Behold,  I  will  send  you  Elijah  the  prophet  before  the  23 
coming  of  the  great  and  fearful  day  of  the  Eternal. 
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NUMBERS  XXVIII.  9-15. 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  lambs  of  one  year  without  9 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil,  and  the  drink  offering-  thereof.    This  is  the  burnt  10 
offering"  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering-, 
and  its  drink  offering*. 

And  in  the  beginning's  of  your  months  ye  shall  offer  all 
burnt  offering-  to  the  Eternal;  two  young  bullocks,  and  one 
ram,  seven  lambs  of  one  year  without  blemish;    And  three  12 
tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  for  one 
bullock:  aud  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil,  for  one  ram;    And  a  several  tenth  deal  of  flour  13 
mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  to  the  one  lamb,  for  a  burnt 
offering  of  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal. 
And  their  drink  offerings  shall  be  half  a  hin  of  wine  to  a  14 
bullock,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  to  a  ram,  and  a  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  to  a  lamb :  this  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every 
mont  in  its  month  throughout  the  months  of  the  year.    And  15 
one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering  to  the  Eternal  shall 
be  offered,  besides  fhe  continual  burnt  offering,  and  its  drink 
offering. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SABBATH  ROSH  HODESH. 
ISAIAH  LXVI. 

Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  The  heaven  is  my  throne,  and  the  1 
earth  is  my  footstool :  were  is  a  house  that  ye  build  unto 
me?  and  where  is  a  place  for  my  rest?    For  all  those  things  2 
hath  my  hand  made,  and  all  those  things  have  been,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal:  but  to  this  man  will  I  look,  even 
to  him  that  is  poor  and  of  a  contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth 
at  my  word.    He  that  slaughtered  one  of  the  herd  is  as  if  3 
he  smote  a  man;  he  that  sacrificeth  one  of  the  flock,  as  if 
he  broke  a  dog's  nape  of  the  neck;  he  that  offereth  an  ob- 
lation, as  if  he  offered  swine's  blood;  he  that  burneth  incense 
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as  if  he  blessed  iniquity:  yea.  they  have  chosen  their  own 
ways,  and  their  soul  is  pleased  in  their  abominations.  I  also  4 
Avill  choose  their  delusions,  and  will  bring  their  dread  upon 
them;  because  when  1  called,  none  did  answer;  when  I  spake, 
they  did  not  hear:  but  they  did  the  evil  before  mine  eyes, 
and  choose  that  in  which  1  was  not  pleased.  Hear  the  word  5 
of  the  Eternal,  ye  that  tremble  at  his  word:  Your  brethren 
that  hated  you,  that  cast  you  out  for  my  name's  sake,  said, 
Let  the  Eternal  be  glorified,  that  we  may  see  your  rejoicing, 
and  they  shall  be  ashamed.    A  voice  of  noise  from  the  city,  6 
a  voice  from  the  temple,  a  voice  of  the  Eternal  that  rendereth 
recompense  to  his  enemies.   Before  she  travailed,  she  brought  7 
forth;  before  her  anguish  came,  she  was  delivered  of  a  male 
child.    Who  hath  heard  such  a  thing?  who  hath  seen  such  8 
things?  Shall  a  land  be  made  to  travail  in  one  day?  or 
shall  a  nation  be  born  at  once,    that  Zion  should  have 
travailed,  and  also  brought  forth  her  children?    Shall  1 9 
bring  to  the  birth,  and  not  cause  to  bring  forth?  saith 
the  Eternal:   shall    I   who  causeth  to  bring  forth,  shut 
the  womb?   saith  thy  God.    Rejoice  ye  with  Jerusalem,  10 
and  be  glad  with  her  all  ye  that  love  her;  rejoice  for  joy 
with  her,  all  ye  that  mourn  for  her:    That  ye  may  suck,  11 
and  be  satisfied  with  the  breasts  of  her  consolations;  that 
ye  may  drain,  and  be  delighted  with  the  abundance  of  her 
glory.    For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  extend  12 
peace  to  her  like  a  river,  and  the  glory  of  nations  like  an 
overflowing  brook,  then  shall  ye  suck;  ye  shall  be  born  upon 
her  sides,  and  be  dandled  upon  her  knees.  Like  a  man  whom  13 
his  mother  comforteth,  so  will  I  comfort  you;  and  ye  shall 
be  comforted  in  Jerusalem.    And  when  ye  see  this,  your  14 
heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  bones  shall  flourish  like  sprouts; 
and  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  shall  be  known  towards  his 
servants,  and  be  indignant  at  his  enemies.    For,  behold,  the  15 
Eternal  will  come  with  the  fire,  and  with  his  chariots  like  a 
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whirlwind,  to  render  his  wrath  with  fury,  and  his  rebuke 
with  flames  of  fire.    For  by  fire  and  by  his  sword  will  the  16 
Eternal  plead  with  all  flesh;  and  the  slain  of  the  Eternal  shall 
be  many.    They  that  sanctify  themselves,  and  purify  them- 17 
selves  in  the  gardens,  behind  one  tree  in  the  midst,  eating 
swine's  flesh,  and  the  abomination,  and  the  mouse,  shall  be 
swept  away  together,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.   For  18 
I  know  their  works  and  their  thoughts:  the  time  shall  come, 
that  I  will  gather  all  nations  and  tongues;  and  they  shall 
come,  and  see  my  glory.   And  I  will  set  a  sign  among  them,  19 
and  I  will  send  forth  from  among  them  fugitives  unto  the 
nations,  to  Tarshish,  Pul,  and  Lud,  that  draw  the  bow,  to 
Tubal  and  javau,  to  the  maritime  settlements  afar  off,  that 
have  not  heard  my  fame,  neither  have  seen  my  glory;  and 
they  shall  declare  my  glory  among  the  nations.    And  they  20 
shall  bring  all  your  brethren  for  an  oblation  unto  the  Eternal, 
out  of  all  nations,  upon  the  horses,  and  in  the  chariots,  and 
in  the  litters,  and  upon  the  mules,  and  upon  the  dromedaries, 
to  the  mountain  of  my  holiness,  Jerusalem,  saith  the  Eternal, 
as  the  children  of  Israel  bring  the  oblation  in  a  clean  vessel 
into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    And  I  will  also  take  of  them  21 
for  the  priests,  and  for  the  Levites,  saith  the  Eternal.    For  22 
as  the  new  heavens  and  the  new  earth,  which  I  will  make, 
shall  remain  before  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  so 
shall  your  seed  and  your  name  remain.    And  it  shall  come  to  23 
pass,  that  from  new  moon  to  new  moon,  and  from  Sabbath 
to  Sabbath,  shall  all  flesh  come  to  prostrate  themselves  be- 
fore me,  saith  the  Eternal.    And  they  shall  go  forth,  and  24 
see  the  carcases  of  the  men  that  have  transgressed  against 
me;  for  their  worm  shall  not  die,  neither  shall  their  fire  go 
out :  and  they  shall  be  an  abhorring  unto  all  flesh. 

.  Aud  it  shall  come  to  pass ,  that  from  new  moon  to  new  23 
moon,  and  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  shall  all  flesh  come  to 
prostrate  themselves  before  me,  saith  the  Eternal. 
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1  SAMUEL  XX.  18-42. 
Then  Jonathan  said  to  him,  To-morrow  is  the  new  moon;  18 
and  thou  shalt  be  missed,  because  thy  seat  will  be  empty. 
And  after  to-morrow  thou  shalt  go  down  quickly,  and  come  1 9 
to  the  place  where  thou  wast  hidden  on  the  day  of  the  work, 
and  shalt  abide  by  the  stone  Ezel.    And  I  will  shoot  three  20 
arrows  towards  the  side  thereof,  as  though  I  shot  at  a  mark. 
And,  behold,  I  will  send  the  lad,  saying,    Go  find  out  the  21 
arrows.    If  I  expressly  say  unto  the  lad,  Behold,  the  arrows 
are  on  this  side  of  thee,  lay  hold  of  him  and  come:  for 
there  is  peace  to  thee,  and  no  hurt;  as  the  Eternal  liveth. 
But  if  I  say  thus  unto  the  young  man,  Behold,  the  arrows  22 
are  beyond  thee;  go  thy  way:  for  the  Eternal  hath  sent 
thee  away.    And  as  touching  the  thing  which  thou  and  1 23 
have  spoken  of,  behold,  the  Eternal  be  between  thee  and 
me  for  ever.    So  David  hid  himself  in  the  field :  and  when  £4 
the  new  moon  was  come,  the  king  sat  him  down  to  eat,  As  25 
at  other  times,  even  upon  a  seat  at  the  wall:  and  Jonathan 
arose,  and  Abner  sat  by  Saul's  side,  and  David's  place  was 
empty.    Nevertheless,  Saul  spake  not  anything  that  day:  for 26 
he  thought,  It  is  a  casualty,  he  is  not  clean;  surely  he  is 
not  clean.    And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  second  morrow  of  27 
the  new  moon,  that  David's  place  was  empty:  and  Saul  said 
unto  Jonathan  his  son,    Wherefore  cometh  not  the  son  of 
Jesse  to  meat,  neither  yesterday  nor  to-day?    And  Jonathan 28 
answered  Saul,  David  earnestly  asked  leave  of  me  to  go  to 
Bethlehem:    And  he  said,  Let  me  go,  pray,  for  we  have  a 29 
family  sacrifice  in  the  city,  and  my  brother  he  hath  com- 
manded me  to  be  there;  and  now,  if  I  have  found  favour  in 
15  Vol.  III. 
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thine  eyes,  let  me  get  away,  pray,  and  see  my  brethren: 
therefore  he  cometh  not  unto  the  king's  table.    Then  Saul's  30 
wrath  glowed  against  Jonathan;  and  he  said  unto  him,  Thou 
sou  of  perverse  rebelliousness,  do  not  I  know  that  thou  hast 
chosen  the  son  of  Jesse  to  thine  own  shame,  and  unto  the 
shame  of  thy  mother's  nakedness?   For  as  long  as  the  son  31 
of  Jesse  liveth  upon  the  ground,  thou  shalt  not  be  established, 
nor  thy  kingdom.    Wherefore  now  send  and  fetch  him  unto 
me,  for  he  shall  surely  die.    And  Jonathan  answered  Saul  32 
his  father,  and  said  unto  him,   Wherefore  shall  he  be  put  to 
death?  what  hath  he  done?    And  Saul  hurled  the  spear  at  33 
him  to  smite  him :  whereby  Jonathan  knew  that  it  was  deter- 
mined of  his  father  to  put  David  to  death.    So  Jonathan  34 
arose  from  the  table  in  fierce  wrath,  and  did  eat  no  meat 
the  second  new  moon  day:  for  he  was  pained  for  David,  for 
his  father  had  put  him  to  shame.    And  it  came  to  pass  in  35. 
the  morning,  that  Jonathan  went  out  into  the  field,  at  the 
lime  appointed  with  David,  and  a  little  lad  with  him.    And  36 
he  said  unto  his  lad,  Run,  find  out  now  the  arrows  which  I 
shoot.    And,  as  the  lad  ran,  he  shot  an  arrow,  causing  it 
to  pass  him.    And  when  the  lad  was  come  to  the  place  of  37 
the  arrow  which  Jonathan  had  shot,  Jonathan  called  after 
the  lad,  and  said,  Is  not  the  arrow  beyond  thee?   And  3& 
Jonathan  cried  after  the  lad,  Quickly,  make  speed,  stand  not. 
And  Jonathan's  lad  collected  the  arrows,  and  came  to  his 
lord.    But  the  lad  knew  not  any  thing:  only  Jonathan  and  39 
David  knew  the  thing.    And  Jonathan  gave  his  vessels  unto  40 
his  lad,  and  said  unto  him,  Go,  carry  them  to  the  city.  And  41 
as  soen  as  the  lad  was  gone,  David  arose  out  of  the  south 
side,  and  fell  on  his  face  to  the  ground,  and  prostrated 
himself  three  times;  and  they  kissed  one  another,  and  wept 
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one  with  another,  until  David  exceeded.    And  Jonathan  said 42 
to  David,  Go  in  peace,  forasmuch  as  we  have  sworn  both  of 
us  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  saying-,  The  Eternal  be  be- 
tween me  and  thee  for  ever,  and  between  my  seed  and  thy 
seed  for  ever. 


HAFTARAH  FOR  THE  FIRST  DAY  OF  PASSOVER. 
JOSHUA  III.  5-7. 
And  Joshua  said  unto  the  people,  Sanctify  yourselves:  for 5 
to-morrow  the  Eternal  will  do  wonders  among  you.    And  (> 
Joshua  said  unto  the  priests  as  follows:  Bear  the  ark  of  the 
covenant,  and  pass  over  before  the  people.    And  they  bare 
the  ark  of  the  covenant,  and  went  before  the  people.    And  7 
the  Eternal  said  unto  Joshua,  This  day  will  I  begin  to  mag- 
nify thee  in  the  eyes  of  all  Israel ,  that  they  may  know  that, 
as  I  was  with  Moses,  so  will  I  be  with  thee. 

(The  Se  far  dim  commence  here.) 

JOSHUA  V.  2-15,  VI.  1,  27. 
At  that  time  the  Eternal  said  unto  Joshua ,  Make  thee  2 
sharp  knives,  and  circumcise  again  the  children  of  Israel  the 
second  time.    And  Joshua  made  him  sharp  knives,  and  cir-3 
cumcised  the  children  of  Israel  at  the  hill  of  the  foreskins. 
And  this  is  the  cause  why  Joshua  did  circumcise :    All  the  4 
people  that  came  out  of  Egypt,  that  were  males,  even  all 
the  men  of  the  war,  died  in  the  desert  by  the  way,  after 
they  came  out  of  Egypt.    Now  all  the  people  that  came  out  5 
were  circumcised:   but  all  the  people  that  were  born  in  the 
desert  by  the  way  as  they  came  forth  out  of  Egypt  ,  them 
they  had  not  circumcised.   For  the  children  of  Israel  walked  6 
forty  years  in  the  desert,  till  all  the  nation  the  men  of  the 
war,  who  came  out  of  Egypt,  were  consumed,  because  they 
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obeyed  not  the  voice  of  the  Eternal :  unto  whom  the  Eternal 
sware  that  he  would  not  shew  them  the  land  which  the  Eternal 
sware  unto  their  fathers  that  he  would  give  us ,  a  land  flowing 
with  milk  and  honey.    And  their  children,  whom  he  raised 7 
up  in  their  stead,  them  Joshua  circumcised:  for  they  were 
uncircumcised ,  because  they  had  not  circumcised  them  by  the 
way.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  they  had  completed  cir-8 
cumcising  all  the  nation,  that  they  abode  in  their  places  in 
the  camp  till  they  were  whole.    And  the  Eternal  said  unto  9 
Joshua,  This  day  have  I  rolled  away  the  disgrace  of  Egypt 
from  off  you.    Wherefore  the  name  of  the  place  is  called 
Gilgal  unto  this  day.    And  the  children  of  Jsrael  encamped  10 
in  Gilgal,  and  kept  the  passover  on  the  fourteenth  day  of 
the  month,  at  even,  in  the  plains  of  Jericho.    And  they  did  11 
eat  of  the  produce  of  the  land,  from  the  morrow  of  the  pass- 
over,  unleavened  cakes  and  parched  corn  in  the  self-same 
day.    And  the  manna  left  off  from  the  morrow  after  they  1 2 
had  eaten  of  the  produce  of  the  land ;  neither  had  the  children 
of  Israel   manna  any  more;  but  they  did  eat  of  the  fruit  of 
the  land  of  Canaan  that  year.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  13 
Joshua  was  by  Jericho,  that  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  and  looked, 
and,  behold,  there  stood  a  man  over  against  him  with  his 
sword  drawn  in  his  hand:  and  Joshua  went  unto  him,  and 
said  unto  him.  Art  thou  for  us  or  for  our  adversaries  ?  And  1 4 
he  said,  Nay;  for  I  am  an  officer  of  the  host  of  the  Eternal; 
I  am  just  now  come.    And  Joshua  fell  on  his  face  to  the 
earth,  and  prostrated  himself,  and  said  unto  him,  What  speak- 
eth  my  lord  unto  his  servant  ?    And  the  officer  of  the  host  \  5 
of  the  Eternal  said  unto  Joshua.   Put  off  thy  shoe  from  thy 
foot;  for  the  place  whereon  thou  standest  is  holiness.  And^ 
Joshua  did  so.    Now  Jericho  was  straitly  shut  up ,  because  ^ 
of  the  children  of  Israel;  none  went  out  and  none  came  in. 
So  the  Eternal  was  with  Joshua,  and  his  fame  was  through- 27 
out  all  the  land. 
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Tlie  Sefardim  and  Italians,  after  the  Haftarah,  say:  — 
The  Eternal  of  Hosts  is  our  Redeemer,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel* 

After  reading   the  Haftarah,  the  following  four  Blessings 

are  said, 

Blessed  art  thou ,  0  Eternal  our  God !  King-  of  the  universe ; 
Rock  of  all  the  worlds,  who  is  righteous  in  all  generations; 
the  faithful  God,  who  promiseth  and  performeth;  speaketh  and 
accomplisheth ;  for  all  his  words  are  true  and  just.  Faithful 
art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  and  thy  words  are  faithful: 
for  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  return  back  fruitless:  for 
thou,  0  God!  art  a  faithful  and  merciful  King:.  Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Eternal!  the  God  who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion,  for  it  is  the  dwelling-  of  our 
life;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed 
art  thou,  0  Eternal!  causing-  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

0  Eternal  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  the  coming-  of 
thy  servant  Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  David,  thy  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and 
gladden  our  hearts.  Suffer  no  strang-er  to  sit  on  his  throne, 
nor  any  others  to  inherit  his  glory ;  for  by  thy  holy  name  hast 
thou  sworn  unto  him  that  his  lamp  should  never  be  extin- 
guished.   Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  the  Shield  of  David. 

For  the  sake  of  the  law,  the  worship,  the  prophets,  (this 
Sabbath-day.)  and  the  day  of  the  Festival  of  unleavened  cakes, 
and  for  the  holyday,  this  holy  day  of  convocation,*  which 
thou  hast  given  to  us,  0  Eternal  our  God,  (for  sanctification 
and  rest)  for  rejoicing  and  joy,  for  glory  and  honour:  for 
all  this ,  0  Eternal  our  God !  we  thank  and  praise  thee ; 
blessed  be  thy  name  in  the  mouth  of  every  living  creature, 
continually,  and  for  evermore.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal! 
sanctifier  of  (the  Sabbath,)  Israel,  and  the  seasons.

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PASSOVER. 

2  KINGS  XXIII.  1-9,  21—25. 

And  the  king  sent,  and  they  gathered  unto  him  all  the  1 
elders  of  Judah  and  of  Jerusalem.    And  the  king-  went  up  2 
into  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  all  the  men  of  Judah, 
and  all  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  with  him,  and  the  priests, 
and  the  prophets,  and  all  the  people,  both  small  and  great; 
and  he  read  in  their  ears  all  the  words  of  the  book  of  the 
covenant  which  was  found  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal.   And  3 
the  king-  stood  upon  the  pillar,  and  made  the  covenant  before 
the  Eternal,  to  walk  after  the  Eternal,  and  to  keep  his  com- 
mandments and  his  testimonies  and  his  ordinances,  with  all 
their  heart  and  all  their  soul,  to  perform  the  words  of  this 
covenant  that  were  written  in  this  book:  and  all  the  people 
stood  to  the  covenant. 

(Some  Congregations  commence  here,) 

And  the  king  commanded  Hilkiah  the  high  priest,  and  the  4 
priests  of  the  second  order,  and  the  keepers  of  the  door,  to 
bring  forth  out  of  the  temple  of  the  Eternal  all  the  vessels 
that  were  made  for  the  Baal,  and  for  the  grove,   and  for 
all  the  host  of  the  heaven;  and  he  burnt  them  without  Je- 
rusalem in  the  fields  of  Kidron,  and  carried  the  dust  of  them 
unto  Beth-el.    And  he  put  down  the  idolatrous  priests,  whom  5 
the  kings  of  Judah  had  ordained  to  cause  offerings  to  ascend 
in  fumes  in  the  high  places  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  in 
the  places  round  about  Jerusalem;  them  also  that  caused 
offerings  to  ascend  in  fumes  unto  the  Baal,  to  the  sun,  and 
to  the  moon,  and  to  the  planets,  and  to  all  the  host  of  the 
heaven.    And  he  brought  out  the  grove  from  the  house  of  6 
the  Eternal,  without  Jerusalem,  unto  the  brook  Kidron,  and 
burnt  it  at  the  brook  Kidron,  and  stamped  it  small  to  dust, 
and  cast  the  dust  thereof  upon  the  burying-place  of  the 
people.    And  he  pulled  down  the  houses  of  the  male  prosti-  7 
tutes,  that  were  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  where  the 
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women  wove  tents  for  the  grove.    And  he  brought  all  the  8 
priests  out  of  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  defiled  the  high  places 
where  the  priests  had  caused  offerings  to  ascend  in  fumes, 
from  Geba  to  Beersheba,   and  pulled  down  the  high  places 
of  the  gates  that  were  in  the  entrance  of  the  gate  of  Joshua 
the  officer  of  the  city,  which  were  on  a  man's  left  hand  at 
the  gate  of  the  city.    Nevertheless  the  priests  of  the  high  9 
places  came  not  up  to  the  altar  of  the  Eternal  in  Jerusalem, 
but  they  did  eat  unleavened   bread  among  their  brethren. 
And  the  king  commanded  all  the  people,  saying,  Keep  the 21 
passover  unto  the  Eternal  your  God,  at  it  is  written  in  this 
book  of  the  covenant.   For  there  was  not  holden  such  a  22 
passover  from  the  days  of  the  judges  that  judged  Israel,  nor 
in  all  the  days  of  the  kings  of  Israel,  nor  of  the  kings  of 
Judah;  But  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  the  king  Josiah,  wherein  23 
this  passover  was  holden  to  the  Eternal  in  Jerusalem.    More-  24 
over,  the  workers  with  familiar  spirits,  and  the  wizards,  and 
the  teraphim,  and  the  idols,  and  all  the  abominations  that 
were  seen  in  the  land  of  Judah  and  in  Jerusalem,  did  Josiah 
put  away,  that  he  might  perform  the  words  of  the  law  which 
were  written  in  the  book  that  Hilkiah  the  priest  found  in 
the  house  of  the  Eternal.    And  like  unto  him  was  there  no  25 
king  before  him,  that  turned  to  the  Eternal  with  all  his 
heart,  and  with  all  his  soul,  and  with  all  his  might,  accor- 
ding to  all  the  law  of  Moses;  neither  after  him  arose  there 
any  like  him. 

HAFTARAH  FOR  SABBATH  CHOL  HAMOED. 
EZEK1EL  XXXVI.  37,  38,  XXXVII.  1-17. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;   I  will  yet  for  this  be  in- 37 
quired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel ,  to  do  it  for  them ;  I  will 
increase  them  with  men  like  a  flock.    As  the  flock  of  38 
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sanctuaries,  as  the  flock  of  Jerusalem  in  its  solemn  feasts: 
so  shall  the  ruined  cities  be  filled  with  flocks  of  men:  and 
they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 

(The  Sefardim  and  some  congregations  commence  here.) 

The  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  upon  me ,  and  carried  me  1 
out  in  the  spirit  of  the  Eternal,  and  placed  me  in  the  midst 
of  the  deep  valley  which  was  full  of  bones.   And  caused  me  2 
to  pass  by  them  round  about:  and,  behold,  there  were  very 
many  on  the  face  of  the  deep  valley;  and,  lo,  they  were 
very  dry.    And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  can  these 3 
bones  live?  And  I  said,  0  Lord  Eternal,  thou  knowest.   And 4 
he  said  unto  me,  Prophesy  upon  these  bones,  and  say  unto 
them,  0  ye  dry  bones,  hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal.  Thus  5 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal  unto  these  bones;  Behold,  I  will  cause 
a  spirit  to  enter  into  you,  and  ye  shall  live:   And  I  will  6 
lay  sinews  upon  you,  and  will  bring:  up  flesh  upon  you,  and 
cover  you  with  skin,  and  put  a  spirit  in  you,  and  ye  shall 
live;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal.    So  I  pro- 7 
phesied  as  I  was  commanded:  and  as  I  prophesied,  there 
was  a  noise,  and,  behold,  an  earthquake,  and  the  bones  ap- 
proached, bone  to  its  bone.   And  1  saw  and  lo,  the  sinews 8 
and  the  flesh  came  up  upon  them ,  and  the  skin  covered  them 
above ;  but  there  was  no  spirit  in  them.    Then  said  he  unto  9 
me,  Prophesy  unto  the  wind,  prophesy,  son  of  man,  and  say 
to  the  wind,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  Come  from  the 
four  winds,  0  spirit,  and  breathe  upon  these  slain,  that  they 
may  live.    So  I  prophesied  as  he  commanded  me,  and  the  10 
spirit  came  into  them,  and  they  lived,  and  stood  up  upon 
their  feet,  an  exceeding  great  force.   Then  he  said  unto  me,  11 
Son  of  man,  these  bones  are  the  whole  house  of  Israel:  be- 
hold, they' say,  Our  bones  are  dried,  and  our  hope  is  lost: 
we  are  cut  otf  for  our  parts.    Therefore  prophesy  and  say  12 
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unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  Behold,  0  my  people, 
I  will  open  your  burying-  places,  and  cause  you  to  come  up 
out  of  your  burying*  places,  and  bring-  you  to  the  ground  of 
Israel.  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal,  when  1 13 
have  opened  your  burying-  places,  0  my  people,  and  brought 
you  up  out  of  your  burying-  places.  And  shall  put  my  spirit  14 
in  you,  and  ye  shall  live,  and  I  shall  place  you  on  your 
own  ground;  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  the  Eternal  have 
spoken  it,  and  did  it,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.

And  David  spake  unto  the  Eternal  the  words  of  this  song,  l 
in  the  day  that  the  Eternal  had  delivered  him  out  of  the 
hand  of  all  his  enemies,  and  out  of  the  hand  of  Saul:  And  2 
he  said,  The  Eternal  is  my  rock,  and  my  hold,  and  my  rescuer; 
The  God  of  my  rock;  in  him  will  I  trust:  he  is  my  shield,  and  3 
the  horn  of  my  salvation,  my  fortress,  and  my  refuge,  my  saviour: 
thou  savest  me  from  violence.  Praised,  I  will  call,  is  theEter-4 
nal,  and  I  shall  be  saved  from  mine  enemies.  For  the  waves  of  5 
death  hemmed  me  in,  the  brooks  of  perdition  affrighted  me :  The  6 
cords  of  the  grave  compassed  me  about;  the  snares  of  death 
prevented  me.    In  my  distress  I  called  upon  the  Eternal,  and  7 
called  to  my  God ;  and  he  did  hear  my  voice  out  of  his  temple, 
16  Vol.  HI. 
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and  my  cry  for  help  did  enter  into  his  ears.   Then  the  earth  8 
shook  and  quaked :  the  foundations  of  the  heaven  moved  and 
shook,  because  he  glowed.  There  went  up  a  smoke  in  his  wrath,  9 
and  fire  out  of  his  mouth  devoured :  burning-  coals  were  consuming 
thereout.   And  he  inclined  the  heavens  and  came  down ;  and  thick  10 
darkness  was  under  his  feet.   And  he  rode  upon  a  cherub,  and  11 
did  fly :  and  he  appeared  upon  the  wings  of  wind.   And  he  made  1 2 
darkness  pavilions  round  about  him,  mass  of  waters,  out  of  thick 
clouds  of  the  skies.   From  the  brightness  before  him  burning  13 
coals  of  fire  were  consuming.   The  Eternal  thundered  from  hea-  14 
ven ,  and  the  Most  High  uttered  his  voice.    And  he  sent  out  1 5 
arrows,  and  scattered  them;  lightning,  and  confounded  them. 
And  the  sources  of  the  sea  appeared ,  the  foundations  of  the  world  1 6 
were  discovered,  at  the  rebuking  of  the  Eternal,  at  the  breath  of 
the  wind  of  his  nostrils.  He  sent  from  the  height,  he  took  me;  17 
he  drew  me  out  of  many  waters ;  He  delivered  me  from  my  power-  1 8 
ful  enemy,  and  from  my  haters;  for  they  were  too  strong  for  me. 
They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my  calamity ;  but  the  Eternal  1 9 
was  my  stay.  He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  large  place ;  he  20 
set  me  free,  because  he  delighted  in  me.   The  Eternal  requited  21 
me  according  to  my  righteousness:  according  to  the  cleanness 
of  my  hands  hath  he  recompensed  me.   For  I  have  kept  the  22 
ways  of  the  Eternal,  and  have  not  wickedly  departed  from  my 
God.    For  all  his  judgments  were  before  me :  and  as  for  his  23 
ordinances,  1  did  not  depart  from  them.  I  was  also  perfectly  24 
his,  and  have  kept  myself  from  mine  iniquity.   Therefore  the 25 
Eternal  hath  recompensed  me  according  to  my  righteousness; 
according  to  my  cleanness  in  his  eyesight.  With  the  merciful  thou  26 
wilt  show  thyself  merciful,  and  with  the  upright  man  thou  wilt 
show  thyself  upright.  With  the  pure  thou  wilt  show  thyself  pure;  27 
and  with  the  perverse  thou  wilt  act  intricately.  And  a  poor  people  28 
thou  wilt  save :  and  thou  wilt  cast  down  thine  eyes  upon  the  lofty. 
For  thou  art  my  lamp,  0  Eternal;  and  the  Eternal  will  lighten  my  29 
darkness.  For  by  thee  I  run  through  a  troop :  by  my  God  I  leap  30 
over  a  wall.  As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect;  the  saying  of  the  31 
Eternal  is  refined:  he  is  a  shield  to  all  them  that  trust  in  him. 
For  who  is  God,  save  the  Eternal?  and  who  is  a  rock,  save  our  32 
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God?  God  is  my  place  of  strength  and  force:  and  he  maketh  my  33 
way  perfect.   He  maketh  my  feet  equal  to  those  of  hinds;  and 34 
setteth  me  upon  my  high  places.    He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war;  35 
so  that  a  bow  of  copper  is  broken  by  my  arms.  Thou  hast  also  36 
given  me  the  shield  of  thy  salvation:  and  thy  concession  hath 
made  me  great.  Thou  hast  enlarged  my  paces  under  me;  so  that 37 
my  ancles  did  not  slip.   I  have  pursued  my  enemies,  and  exter-38 
minated  them;  and  turned  not  again  until  1  had  consumed  them. 
And  1  have  consumed  them,  and  shattered  them,  that  they  could  39 
not  arise :  yea ,  they  are  fallen  under  my  feet.  For  thou  hast  girded  40 
me  with  force  to  the  war,  thou  hast  laid  low  my  opponents  under 
me.  Thou  hast  also  turned  to  me  the  backs  of  mine  enemies,  my  41 
haters,  that  I  may  annihilate  them.  They  looked,  but  there  was  42 
no  saviour;  even  unto  the  Eternal,  but  he  answered  them  not. 
Then  did  I  beat  them  as  small  as  the  dust  of  the  earth,  I  did  stamp  43 
them  as  the  mire  in  the  outside,  and  did  spread  them  abroad.  Thou  44 
also  hast  freed  me  from  the  quarrels  of  my  people,  thou  hast  kept 
me  to  be  head  of  nations :  a  people  which  1  knew  not  shall  serve  me. 
Sons  of  strangers  shall  dissemble  unto  me:  at  the  mere  report  they  45 
shall  be  obedient  unto  me.  Sons  of  strangers  shall  fade  away,  and  46 
gird  themselves  coming  forth  from  their  close  places.  The  Eternal  47 
liveth;  and  blessed  be  my  rock;  and  exalted  be  the  God  of  the  rock 
of  my  salvation.  Itis  God  that  giveth  me  vengeance,  and  that  bring-  48 
eth  down  the  people  under  me,  And  that  bringeth  me  forth  from  49 
mine  enemies :  and  above  my  opponents  thou  hast  lifted  me  up  on 
high :  thou  hast  delivered  me  from  the  man  of  violence.  Therefore  1 50 
will  give  thanks  unto  thee,  0  Eternal,  among  the  nations,  and  I  will 
hymn  unto  thy  name.  He  is  a  tower  of  salvation  for  his  king ;  and  51 
sheweth  mercy  to  his  anointed,  unto  David,  and  to  his  seed  for  ever.

forth  a  branch  out  of  the  stem  of  Jesse,  and  a  shoot  shall  grow 
out  of  his  roots :   And  a  spirit  of  the  Eternal  shall  rest  upon  2 
him,  a  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding-,  a  spirit  of  couusel  and 
might,  a  spirit  of  knowledge,  and  of  fear  of  the  Eternal;  And  3 
shall  imbue  him  with  the  fear  of  the  Eternal:  and  he  shall  not

And  a  sucking  child  shall  play  on  the  hole  8 
of  an  asp,  and  a  weaned  child  shall  direct  his  hand  to  the  vipers' 
den.  They  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  the  mountain  of  my  9 
holiness :  for  the  earth  is  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Eternal,  as 
the  waters  cover  the  sea.  And  it  shall  be  on  that  day  that  a  root  1 0 
of  Jesse,  which  standeth  for  a  banner  of  peoples — after  it  shall 
nations  inquire:  and  its  repose  shall  be  glory.

Blessed  art  thou,  Eternal,  our  God!  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  chosen  us  from  among  all  nations  and  given  us 
his  law.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal,  who  hath  given  the  law. 

The  Eternal  bless  and  preserve  thee!  The  Eternal  let  his 
countenance  shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious  unto  thee. 
The  Eternal  lift  up  his  countenance  unto  thee,  and  grant 
thee  peace.  These  are  the  things  that  have  no  fixed  limitation 
hj  the  law:  the  corner  of  the  Held  (to  be  left  to  the  poor); 
the  first-fruits,  the  offering  on  appearing  before  the  Temple, 
the  practice  of  charity,  and  the  study  of  the  law.  These 
are  the  things  whereof  man  enjoys  the  fruits  in  this  world, 
whilst  the  principal  is  reserved  for  the  future  one:  viz 
honouring  father  and  mother;  the  practice  of  charity;  punctual 
attendance  at  the  house  of  study  both  morning  and  evening; 
hospitality  towards  strangers;  visiting  the  sick:  providing  for 
dowerless  brides;  following  the  dead  to  the  grave;  devotion 
when  at  prayer;  and  the  furtherance  of  peace  between  man 
and  man;  but  the  study  of  the  Word  of  God  outweighs 
them  all. 

My  God,  the  soul  which  thou  bast  placed  within  me  is 
pure:  thou  hast  created,  formed,  and  inbreathed  it  into 
me;  thou  also  preservest  it  within  me.  The  hour  will 
come  when  thou  shalt  take  it  from  me,  and  restore  it  to 
me  in  futurity.  All  the  while  that  the  soul  dwells  within 
me,  I  shall  proclaim  thee  0  Eternal,  my  God,  and  God  of 
my  fathers,  sovereign  Ruler  of  all  deeds  enactet,  and 
Lord  of  all  souls.  Blessed  art  thou  0  Eternal,  whose 
grace  restoreth  the  souls  unto  the  bodies  of  the  dead. 
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Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal,  our  God!  King  of  the  Uuiverse 

who  hast  given  unto  the  cock 
instinct,  to  distinguish  between  day 
and  night.

humble  our  will  that  it  may  be  subservient  uuto  thee.  0  Let 
lis  this  day  and  all  others  find  grace,  favour,  and  mercy 
in  thine  eyes,  and  in  the  eyes  of  all  who  behold  us,  and 
bestow  on  us  acts  of  loving  kindness.  Blessed  art  thou,  0 
Eternal  who  bestowest  loving  kindness  upon  thy  people,  Israel. 

May  it  be  thy  will,  0  Eternal,  my  God!  and  God  of  my 
fathers,  to  preserve  me  this  day  and  every  other  day  from 
arrogant  and  impudent  faces;  from  bad  men,  and  from  evil 
associates,  from  bad  neighbours,  from  evil  occurrences,  and 
from  destructive  seduction;  from  harsh  judgement,  as  well 
as  from  a  harsh  opponent,  whether  he  be,  or  he  be  not  a 
son  of  the  convenant. 

Man  should  ever  fear  God  in  the  privacy  of  life,  confess 
the  truth,  and  speak  the  truth  as  it  is  in  his  heart,  and 
let  him  rise  early  and  pray  thus: 

Sovereign  of  all  worlds!  Not  in  reliance  upon  our  rigtheous- 
ness  do  we  present  our  supplications  before  thee;  but  because 
of  thy  abundant  mercies.  What  are  we?  What  our  Being? 
What  our  righteousness?  What  our  help?  What  our  power? 
What  our  strength?  What  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence  0 
Eternal ,  our  God !  and  God  of  our  fathers  ?  Are  not  the 
heroes  as  naught  before  thee?  men  of  renown  as  if  they 
had  never  existed ?  wise  men,  as  deprived  of  knowledge?  and 
men  of  intelligence,  as  void  of  understanding.  For  the  majority 
of  their  deeds  are  mere  emptiness,  and  the  days  of  their 
life  but  vanity  before  thee;  even  the  preference  of  man  above 
the  beast,  is  naught,  for  all  is  vanity. 

But  we  are  thy  people,  the  confederates  of  thy  covenant, 
tlie  children  of  Abraham  thy  beloved,  to  whom  thou 
didst  swear  on  Mount  Moriah;  We  are  the  descendants 
of  Isaac,  his  only  son,  who  was  bound  upon  the  altar.  — 
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We  are  the  congregation  of  thy  first  bom  son  Jacob,  to 
whom  thou  didst  bear  so  much  love,  and  tlie  joy  thou  didst 
experience  in  him  made  thee  call  him  Israel,  and  Jeshurun. 

We,  are  therefore  in  duty  bound  to  give  thanks  unto  thee, 
to  praise  and  glorify  thee,  to  bless  and  to  sanctify,  and  to 
offer  praise  and  thanksgiving-  to  thy  name.  0  how  happy 
are  we!  how  goodly  is  our  portion,  how  pleasant  our  lot, 
how  beautiful  our  inheritance.  0,  Happy  we,  who  twice  a 
day  early  iu  the  morning  and  late  in  the  evening  do  exclaim 
Hear,  0  Israel!  The  Eternal  our  God,  the  Eternal  is  One 
Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for  ever 
and  ever. 

Thou  wert  the  same  ere  the  world  was  created  and  thou 
art  the  same  since  its  creation.  The  same  in  this  world  and 
the  same  in  the  future  world.  Sanctify  thy  name  through 
those  who  are  selected  to  hallow  it,  and  sanctify  thy  name 
throughout  thy  world,  and  through  thy  Salvation,  exalt  and 
raise  our  horn  of  prosperity.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal! 
who  sanctiflest  thy  name,  before  the  whole  world. 

Thou  art,  Eternal,  our  God,  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  and 
in  the  highest  heavens;  Truly  thou  art  the  first,  and  thou 
art  the  last,  and  besides  thee  there  is  no  God.  0  gather 
those  who  hope  in  thee,  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth 
that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  may  recognize  and 
acknowledge  that  thou  alone  art  God  over  all  the  Realms  of 
earth.  Thou  hast  created  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  the  sea 
and  all  that  is  therein.  Who  amongst  all  the  works  of  thy 
hand  above  or  below  can  say  to  thee,  What  doest  thou? 
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Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  we  beseech  thee:  show  mercy 
unto  us  for  the  sake  of  thy  great  name  which  has  been 
conferred  upon  us  and  fulfil  unto  us,  0  Eternal  our  God 
what  is  written.  „At  that  time  will  I  restore  you,  at  the  time 
when  I  will  assemble  you  I  will  give  you  a  name  and  a 
glory  amongst  all  the  people  of  the  earth,  when  I  bring 
back  your  captives  before  your  eyes  saith  the  Lord." 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying.  Thou  shalt  also 
make  a  laver  of  copper,  and  its  frame  also  of  copper,  to 
wash  withal :  and  thou  shalt  put  it  between  the  appointed 
tent  and  the  altar,  and  thou  shalt  put  water  therein.  For 
Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  wash  their  hands  and  their  feet 
thereat:  When  they  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  they  shall 
wash  with  water,  that  they  die  not;  or  when  they  come 
near  to  the  altar  to  minister,  to  cause  an  offering  made  by 
lire  to  ascend  in  fumes  to  the  Eternal.  So  they  shall  wash 
their  hands  and  their  feet,  that  they  die  not:  and  it  shall 
be  a  statute  for  ever  to  them,  even  to  him  and  to  his  seed 
throughout  their  generations.  And  the  priest  shall  put  on 
his  linen  robe,  and  his  linen  breeches  shall  he  put  upon 
his  flesh,  and  take  up  the  ashes  which  the  fire  hath 
consumed  —  the  burnt  offering  on  the  altar,  and  he  shall  put 
them  beside  the  altar.  And  he  shall  put  off  his  garments 
and  put  on  other  garments,  and  bring  out  the  ashes  without 
the  camp  to  a  clean  place. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Command  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  My  offerring,  my  bread 
for  my  fire  offerings  for  a  pleasing  odour  to  me,  shall  ye 
keep  to  offer  to  me  in  its  appointed  season.  And  thou 
shalt  say  to  them,  This  is  the  fire  offering  which  ye  shall 
offer  to  the  Eternal;  two  lambs  of  one  year  without  blemish, 
for  every  day,  for  a  continual  burnt  offering.  The  one  lamb 
shalt  thou  offer  in  the  morning,  and  the  other  lamb  shalt 
thou  offer  at  even;  And  a  tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  flour 
2  * 
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for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of 
beaten  oil.  It  is  a  continual  burnt  offering,  ordained  in. 
mount  Sinai  for  a  pleasing:  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.  And  the  drink  offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  for  the  one  lamb:  in  the  holy  place  shalt 
thou  cause  the  strong:  drink  to  be  poured  to  the  Eternal 
for  a  drink  offering-.  And  the  second  lamb  shalt  thou  offer 
at  even:  as  the  oblation  of  the  morning,  and  as  the  drink 
offering  thereof,  thou  shalt  offer  it,  a  fire  offering  of  a 
pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal. 

And  he  shall  slaughter  it  on  the  side  of  the  altar  northward 
before  the  Eternal :  and  the  priests,  Aarons  sons,  shall  sprinkle 
Its  blood  round  about  the  altar. 

Thou  art  the  Eternal,  our  God,  before  whom  our  ancestors 
offered  incense  whilst  thy  holy  temple  was  standing,  as  thou 
didst  command  them  by  the  hands  of  Moses,  thy  prophetr 
as  it  is  written  in  thy  law. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Take  to  thee  aromatics, 
stacte,  and  onycha,  and  galbanum;  these  aromatics  with  pure 
frankincense:  let  each  be  taken  separately.  And  thou  shalt 
make  it  an  incense,  a  compound  after  the  work  of  the 
compounder,  tempered  together,  pure  for  holiness:  And  thou 
shalt  rub  some  of  it  very  small,  and  put  of  it  before  the 
testimony  in  the  appointed  tent,  where  I  will  be  met  by  thee: 
it  shall  be  to  you  most  holy.  And  it  is  said:  And  Aaron* 
shall  cause  incense  of  aromatics  to  ascend  thereon  in  fumes 
every  morning:  when  he  trimmeth  the  lamps  he  shall  cause 
it  to  ascend  in  fumes.  And  when  Aaron  lighteth  the  lamps 
at  even  he  shall  offer  incense  there  shall  be  a  perpetual 
incense  before  the  Eternal  troughout  your  generations. 
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0  Lord  we  beseech  thee  to  loosen,  with  the  greatness 
of  thy  powerful  hand,  those  that  are  fettered  in  captivity. 
Accept  the  cry  of  thy  people;  clean  and  purify  us,  0  thou 
who  art  tremendous!  0  most  powerful  God!  we  beseech  thee 
to  preserve,  as  the  apple  of  the  eye,  those  that  seek  theey 
thou  art  God  alone.  Bless  and  purify  them  continually,  reward 
them  according  to  thy  righteousness.  Thou  who  art  most 
mighty  and  holy;  guide  thy  people  with  thy  abundant  mercy. 
Thou,  who  art  God  alone,  and  most  mercifull  behold  thy  people, 
who  continually  praise  thy  holiness.  Accept  our  prayers,  and 
give  ear  to  our  cries,  0  Thou  to  whom  all  secrets  are  known. 

Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for 
ever  and  ever. 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  lambs  of  one  year,  without 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil  and  the  drink  offering  thereof.  This  is  the  burnt 
ottering  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,, 
and  its  drink  offering. 

On  Rosh  Hodesh,  the  following  is  added; 

And  in  the  beginnings  of  your  months  ye  shall  offer  a 
burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal;  two  young  bullocks,  and  one 
ram,  seven  lambs  of  one  year,  without  blemish;  And  three 
tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  for 
one  bullock:  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation, 
mingled  with  oil,  for  one  ram;  And  a  several  tenth  deal  of 
flour  mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  to  the  one  lamb,  for 
a  burnt  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.  And  their  drink  offerings  shall  be  half  a  hin  of 
wine  to  a  bullock,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  to  a  ram, 
and  a  fourth  part  of  a  hin  to  a  lamb:  this  is  the  burnt 
offering  of  every  month  in  its  month  throughout  the  month* 
of  the  year.  And  one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering 
to  the  Eternal  shall  be  offered,  besides  the  continual  burnt 
offering,  and  its  drink  offering. 
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On  putting  on  the  Arbah  kanfos  is  said. 
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The  Reader  chants  the  first  verse,  and  the  congre?atio: 
the  next,  which  is  observed  throughout  the  hymn.  — 
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27         Unity  Hymn  for  the  Sabbath.

Of  old  thou  didst  rest  on  the  seventh  day,  and  thenceforth 
didst  thou  proclaim  the  Sabbath  day  blessed.  Each  work 
of  thine  is  ready  to  praise  thee,  whilst  thy  pious  ones  will 
extol  thee  all  their  days.  Blessed  be  thou,  0  Eternal!  the 
Creator  of  every  thing,  The  ever-living  God,  the  everlasting 
King.  For,  from  old  thy  abundant  heavenly  grace  was 
extended  over  thy  servants.  On  the  Egyptians  didst  thoa 
commence  to  show,  that  thou  art  greatly  exalted  above  all 
Gods,  when  thou  didst  prove  them,  that  there  God  whom 
they  served  was  so  pitifully  weak.  When  thou  didst  divide 
the  Red  Sea,  thy  chosen  people  saw  thy  power  and  were 
seized  with  awe.  Thou  didst  lead  thy  people  to  make  unto 
thyself  a  glorious  name,  to  display  thy  greatness.  And  thou 
spokest  with  them  from  heaven,  and  the  clouds  also  dropped 
water.  Thou  hadst  regard  unto  their  course  all  through 
the  wilderness,  in  a  waste  land,  over  which  no  mortal  foot 
had  passed.  Thou  gavest  to  thy  people  bread  from  heaven, 
furnisheth  abundant  flesh  like  dust,  and  incessant  water  from 
the  rock.  Thou  didst  expel  peopled  nations  from  their  land, 
and  didst  give  the  soil,  to  thy  sacred  people  as  an  inheri- 
tance. That  they  observe  with  care  thy  statutes  and  thy 
laws,  thy  words,  0  Eternal!  words  as  pure  as  their  source; 
And  they  were  fed  by  bounteous  hand  with  fat  pasture, 
and  oil  gushed  from  the  flinty  rock  like  a  fountain.  And  when 
they  came  to  rest,  they  built  thy  sacred  city  there,  and 
erected  and  adorned  thy  Holy  House,  and  then  thou  didst 
proclaim.  „Here  will  I  abide  to  the  utmost  length  of  days, 
and  1  will  support  it  with  my  blessings,  for  there  they  shall 
sacrifice  offerings  of  righteousness,  and  thy  priest  shall  there 
be  clad  with  righteousness.

The  House  of  Israel  and  all  who  fear  the  Lord,  shall  honour, 
and  thankfully  praise  thy  name,  0  Eternal.  Even  as  thy 
benefits  have  been  so  richly  showerd  unto  the  former  gene- 
rations, grant  them  now  to  us  and  Ours  for  ever  and  ever. 
Delight  in  us,  0  Eternal!  we  beseech  thee,  as  thou  werl 
wont  to  rejoice  over  our  fathers.  Do  increase  our  numbers, 
and  do  good  to  us,  and  never  ceasing  prayers  shall  reveal 
our  gratitude  unto  thee.  0  Lord,  Build  up  soon  thy  city, 
which  is  called  by  thy  name.  Raise  the  growing  power  of 
David  once  more  therein  and  choose  it  as  the  spot  where 
thou  wilt  dwell  0  Lord,  unto  everlasting.  Offerings  of 
righteousness  will  we  there  sacrifice,  and  our  meat-offerings 
find  acceptance  unto  thee  as  of  old.  Bless  also  thy  people 
with  the  light  of  thy  countenance  for  they  will  prove  their 
chief  delight  to  fulfill  thy  will.  Thou  decreest  the  granting 
of  each  wish  of  ours,  do  look  down  and  graciously  behold 
that  we  are  thy  people.  It  was  thou  who  first  selected  us 
as  thy  peculiar  treasure,  and  may'st  thou  show  blessings 
on  thy  people  without  measure,  Selah!  And  for  ever  will 
ive  pronounce  thy  praise,  and  we  will  extol  thy  glorious 
name.  By  thee  thy  people  shall  be  blessed?  for  whomsoever 
Thou  blessest  is  blessed  indeed.  And  whilst  I  live  will  I 
praise  my  Creator,  will  bless  thee  everlastingly  throughout 
my  span  of  days.  Yea  let  the  name  of  the  Lord  be  blessed 
for  ever,  from  eternity  to  eternity. 

As  it  is  written:  Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  God  of  Israel, 
for  ever  and  ever.  And  all  the  people  responded:  Amen! 
and  praise  unto  the  Eternal !  Daniel  then  answering  thus, 
did  say:  Let  the  name  of  God  be  blessed  for  ever  and  ever, 
for  his  are  wisdom  and  might.  And  as  it  is  further  said: 
And  the  Levites  said,  Jeshua  and  Kadmiel,  Boni,  Hashhabniah,

.,Then  did  David  bless  the  Eternal  in  sight  of  all  the 
congregation,  saying:  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal,  God  of 
Israel!  our  Father  for  ever  and  ever.

The  Ark  is  opened,  and  the  following  hymn  is  repeated  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  former.

Whilst  I  declare  thy  glory  my  heart  yearneth  to  share  thy 
love.  Therefore  I  will  proclaim  thy  honour,  and  magnify 
thy  name,  with  songs  of  love.  Of  thy  glory  will  I  speak, 
without  having  seen  thee,  I  will  compare  and  describe  thee, 
whom  none  can  know.  But  through  thy  prophets,  thy  trusty 
servants,  thou  hast  brought  to  view  the  glorious  honour 
of  thy  majesty.  Thy  greatness  and  thy  power,  they  estimated 
after  thy  powerful  doings.  They  compared  thee,  but 
not  according  to  thy  actual  Being,  and  they  likened  thee 
according:  to  thy  works.  In  countless  visions  did  they  pre- 
sent thee,  yet  thou  wert  but  One  amidst  all.  They  saw  thee 
in  age  and  youth,  the  hair  of  thy  head  in  snowy  white  or 
locks  of  jet.  Old  on  the  day  of  judgment,  young  on  the  day 
of  battle,  proud  like  a  warrior  who  triumpheth  in  the  fight, 
his  head  adorned  with  the  helmet  of  victory;  Thy  head  was 
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filled  with  sparkling-  dew  drops,  and  thy  locks  with  dew  of 
the  night.

Accept  my  constant  hymns  with  grace,  and 
let  my  songs  rise  unto  thy  presence.  May  my  praise  be  a 
crown  to  thy  bead,  and  let  my  prayer  be  received  as  purest 
frankincense.  May  the  songs  of  the  poor  man  in  thine  eyes 
be  as  dear,  as  the  psalms  once  sung  over  thy  sacrifices.  — 
May  my  praises  ascend  unto  God  the  All-just,  unto  thee, 
who  createth  who  formest  and  bringeth  forth  All.  And 
when  I  bless  thee,  mayest  thou  in  acceptance  thereof,  incline 
thy  head  to  me,  and  receive  it  as  it  were  the  sweetest 
spices;  Oh'  may  my  words,  I  entreat  thee,  be  pleasant  unto 
thee,  for  unto  thee  my  soul  doth  pant. 
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Blessed  be  lie,  who  but  spoke  and  the  world  existed. 
Blessed  be  he.  Blessed  be  the  Creator  from  beginning,  blessed 
he  who  sayeth  and  performeth,  blessed  be  he,  who  decreetb 
and  accomplished!,  blessed  be  he,  who  halh  commiseration  on 
the  earth,  blessed  be  he,  who  hath  commiseration  on  his 
creatures,  blessed  be  he,  who  rewards  wilh  a  goodly  recom- 
pense those  who  revere  him.  Blessed  be  he.  who  liveth  for 
ever  and  existeth  for  Evermore.  Blessed  be  he,  who  redeeinelh 
and  delivereth  blessed  be  his  name.  Blessed  art  thou,  0 
Eternal  our  God!  King  of  the  Universe,  Allmighty  and 
merciful  Father  whose  glory  is  in  the  mouth  of  his  people, 
whose  praise  is  lauded  by  his  pious  ones  and  servants.  With 
the  songs  of  David  thy  servant  will  we  praise  thee,  Eternal 
our  God  with  songs  of  praise  and  Hymns  will  we  exalt, 
magnify,  and  glorify  thee,  do  homage  to  thy  name  and 
acknowledge  thy  Kingdom  Our  God,  sole  Being,  Eternal 
One.  0  Lord,  praised  and  glorified  be  thy  great  name  for 
evermore.  Blessed  art  thou  0  Eternal!  King,  adored  with 
songs  of  praise. 

Give  thanks  unto  the  Eternal;  invoke  his  name;  make 
known  his  deeds  among  the  people.  Sing,  and  chant  hymns 
unto  him!  proclaim  ye  all  his  wondrous  works.  Glory  in 
his  holy  name  let  the  heart  of  those  rejoice  who  seek  the 
Eternal.  Seek  ye  the  Lord  and  his  might;  seek  ye  his 
countenance  constantly.  Remember  the  miracles  he  has 
performed,  his  signs  and  the  judgments  of  his  mouth.  Ye 
the  seed  of  Israel,  his  servant,  children  of  Jacob,  his  chosen 
ones.  He  the  Eternal,  is  our  God;,  his  judgments  are  all 
over  the  earth.

He  suffered  no  inan* 
to  oppress  them,  nay  he  reproved  kings  for  their  sakes, 
saying:  Touch  not  my  anointed  nor  shall  ye  do  harm  to  my 
prophets.  Let  all  the  world  sing  unto  the  Lord;  proclaim^ 
from  day  to  day  his  salvation.  Declare  his  glory  among  the 
nations,  his  wondrous  works  among  the  people.  For  the 
Eternal  is  great  and  exalted  in  praise,  and  tremendous  i& 
he  above  all  Gods.  For  all  the  Gods  of  the  nations  are 
naught,  but  the  Eternal  hath  made  the  heavens.  Splendour 
and  majesty  are  before  him,  strength  and  delight  are  at  his 
abode.  Ascribe  unto  the  Eternal  0  ye  families  of  the  nations, 
ascribe  unto  the  Eternal  glory  and  might.  Ascribe  unto  the- 
Eternal  the  glory  of  his  name  bring  an  oblation  and  come 
Into  his  presence,  prostrate  yourselves  before  the  Eternal  in 
she  glorious  sanctuary.  Let  all  the  earth  tremble  before  him, 
who  has  firmly  set  the  Universe  that  it  might  not  waver. 
Let  the  heavens  rejoice,  and  the  earth  be  glad,  and  let 
them  say  among  the  nations,  the  Eternal  reigneth.  Let  the 
ocean  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof;  let  the  field,  and  all 
that  is  therein,  rejoice.  Then  shall  the  Trees  of  the  forest 
shout  for  joy,  because  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  for  he 
cometh  to  judge  the  earth.  0  give  thanks  unto  the  Eternal, 
for  he  is  ever  kind,  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  And 
say  ye,  Save  us,  0  God  of  our  salvation  and  gather  and 
deliver  us  from  the  nations  that  we  may  give  thanks  to  thy 
holy  name,  and  glory  in  thy  praise.  Blessed  be  the  name 
of  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel  for  ever  and  ever.  And 
all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen,  and  praise  the  Lord.  Extol  ye 
the  Eternal  our  God!  and  bow  down  at  his  footstool,  for  he

is  holy.  Extol  ye  the  Eternal  our  God !  and  bow  clown  at  his 
holy  mount;  for  the  Eternal  our  God  is  holy.  And  he,  being- 
merciful  forgiveth  iniquity,  and  destroyeth  not.  Yea  he  often 
turnelh  away  his  anger,  and  awakeneth  not  all  his  wrath. 
0  Eternal,  thou  wilt  not  withhold  thy  compassion  from  me, 
let  thy  loving  kindness  and  thy  truth  preserve  me  constantly. 
0  Eternal!  remember  thy  tender  mercies  and  thy  loving 
kindness,  for  they  exist  from  everlasting.  Ascribe  ye  power 
unto  God;  whose  pride  is  over  Israel  whose  might  is  in  the 
skies.  Fearful  art  thou,  0  God,  from  thy  sanctuary;  0  God 
of  Israel  thou  art  he  who  grantelh  power  and  strength  unto 
the  people:  Blessed  be  God!  0  God  of  vengeance,  Eternal, 
0  God  of  vengance  shine  forth.  Exalt  thyself,  0  Judge  of 
the  earth,  retribution  unto  the  proud.  Unto  the  Eternal  is 
salvation;  upon  thy  people  be  thy  blessing.  Selah!  The  Lord 
of  hosts  is  with  us,  the  God  of  Jacob  is  refuge  unto  us  Selah! 
Eternal  Lord  of  hosts!  happy  the  man  who  puts  his  trust  m 
thee.  0  Eternal,  save  us,  answer  us  0  King,  on  the  day  whereon 
we  call.  Save  thy  people  and  bless  thine  inheritance,  pasture 
and  exalt  them  for  ever.  Our  soul  doth  wait  for  the  Eternal, 
he  is  our  help  and  our  shield.  For  in  him  our  heart  rejoice! h; 
because  we  trust  in  his  sacred  name.  Then  let  thy  mercy,  0 
Eternal,  be  upon  us,  according:  as  we  put  our  trust  in  thee. 

0  Eternal !  show  us  thy  mercy  and  grant  us  thy  salvation. 
Arise  unto  our  aid,  and  redeem   us  for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

1  am  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt:  open  wide  thy  mouth,  and  I  shall  fill  it. 
Happy  the  people  who  are  thus  favoured;  happy  the  people 
whose  God  is  the  Eternal.  And  I,  I  do  trust  in  thy  mercy, 
my  heart  delighteth  in  thy  salvation.  I  will  sing:  unto  the 
Eternal,  for  he  hath  manifested  grace  unto  me. 
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To  the  chief  Masican,  a  Psalm  of  David.  The  heavens 
declare  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  high  expanse  declareth 
the  works  of  his  hands.  Day  unto  day  nttereth  speech;  and 
night  unto  night  proclaitneth  knowledge.  There  is  no  speech, 
there  are  no  words,  no  voice  is  to  be  heard:  Yet  their 
melody  extendeth  throughout  all  the  world  and  to  the  end 
of  the  Universe  their  word.  For  the  sun  he  hath  set  a 
tabernacle  among  them,  and  he  like  a  bride  groom  goeth 
forth  from  out  his  bridal-chainber,  and  rejoiceth  like  a 
mighty  man,  to  run  his  course.  From  the  end  of  the  heavens 
is  his  going  forth,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  thereof, 
and  there  is  nothing  sheltered  from  his  glowing  heat.  The 
law  of  the  Eternal  is  perfect,  reviving  the  soul;  the  testimony 
t)f  the  Eternal  is  sure,  making  the  simple  wise.  The  statutes 
of  the  Eternal  are  righteous,  rejoicing  the  heart:  the  com- 
mandment of  the  Eternal  is  clear,  enlightening  the  eyes. 
The  fear  of  the  Eternal  is  pure,  enduring  for  ever;  the  judgments 
of  the  Eternal  are  true  and  altogether  just:  They  are  more 
desirable  than  gold,  and  much  fine  gold;  they  are  sweeter 
than  honey,  and  the  droppings  of  the  honeycombs.  Moreover, 
thy  servant  is  admonished  by  them,  and  in  the  observance  of 
them  there  is  great  reward.  Who  can  guard  against  errors? 
From  secret  sins  do  thou  cleanse  me.  From  presumptions 
ones  withhold  thy  servant,  let  them  not  have  dominion 
over  me.  Then  shall  1  be  upright,  and  free  from  great 
transgressions.  May  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  medi- 
tations of  my  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Eternal, 
my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 

A  Psalm  of  David,  when  he  feigned  insanity  before  Abimelech, 
who  then  drove  him  away,  and  he  departed.  I  will  bless 
the  Eternal  at  all  times;  his  praise  shall  constantly  be  in 
my  mouth.  My  soul  shall  boast  in  the  Eternal;  the  afflicted 
shall  hear  it  and  rejoice.  0  magnify  the  Eternal  with  me, 
let  us  extol  his  name  together.  I  sought  the  Eternal,  and 
he  did  answer  me,  and  delivered  me  from  all  my  fears. 
Those  that  looked  unto  him  were  enlightened,  and  their 
faces  were  not  brought  into  disgrace.  This  poor  man  hath 
cried  and  the  Eternal  heard  him,  and  saved  him  from  his 
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distress.  The  angel  of  the  Eternal  encauipeth  round  about 
those  that  fear  him,  and  delivers  them.  0  try  ye,  and  see 
that  the  Eternal  is  good,  happy  is  the  man  that  trusteth 
in  him.  Fear  the  Eternal,  ye  his  holy  ones  for  there  is  no 
want  to  those  who  fear  him.  Young  lions  do  lack  and  suffer 
hunger,  but  they  who  seek  the  Eternal  shall  not  want  what 
is  good.  Come  ye  children,  hearken  unto  me,  I  will  teach 
you  the  fear  of  the  Eternal.  Who  is  the  man  that  delighteth 
in  life,  and  loveth  many  days,  to  experience  happiness? 
Guard  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips  from  speaking  guile. 
Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good;  seek  peace  and  pursue  it 
The  eyes  of  the  Eternal  are  upon  the  righteous  and  his 
ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  But  the  anger  of  the  Eternal 
is  fixed  upon  those  who  do  evil.,  to  cut  off  their  memory 
from  the  earth.  They  cry,  and  the  Lord  heareth,  and  de- 
li vereth  them  from  all  their  tribulations.  The  Eternal,  is  nigh 
unto  the  broken  hearted,  and  will  save  those  who  are  of 
contrite  spirit.  Many  are  the  afflictions  of  the  righteous,  but 
the  Eternal  will  deliver  him  from  them  all.  He  guardeth 
all  his  bones,  so  that  none  of  them  is  broken.  Evil,  slaveth 
the  wicked  man,  and  they  who  hate  the  righteous  shall 
not  escape  penance.  The  Eternal  redeemeth  the  soul  of  his 
servants,  and  all  who  trust  in  him  shall  not  be  condemned. 

A  Prayer  of  Moses,  the  man  of  God.  0  Lord,  thou  hast 
been  a  refuge  unto  us  from  generation  to  generation.  Before 
the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  ere  thou  hadst  formed 
the  Universe,  from  eternity  unto  eternity,  thou  art  God. 
Thou  reducest  men  unto  contrition,  and  sayest:  Return,  ye 
children  of  man.  For  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but 
as  yesterday,  when  it  is  passed,  and  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 
Thou  earnest  them  away,  whilst  they  are  asleep,  in  the 
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morning  they  are  like  grass  which  sprouteth.  In  the  morning 
it  blooineth  and  groweth;  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down 
and  withered.  For  we  are  consumed  in  thy  anger  and 
troubled  by  thy  wrath.  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before 
thee,  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance.  For 
all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath,  we  consume 
our  years  like  idle  talk.  The  days  of  our  years  are  seventy 
years,  but  if  in  vigour  they  reach  eighty,  their  pride,  but 
labour  and  sorrow,  for  it  is  soon  cut  off  and  we  flee  away.  Who 
knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger,  even  according  to  thy 
fear,  so  is  thy  wrath.  Teach  us  so  to  number  our  days,  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  to  wisdom.  Return,  0  Eternal, 
how  long  shall  it  last  yet?  and  have  mercy  on  thy  servants. 
Satisfy  us  each  morning  with  thy  mercy;  that  we  may  rejoice 
and  be  glad  all  cur  days.  Let  us  rejoice,  according  to  the 
days  wherein  thou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein 
we  have  seen  evil.  Let  thy  work  be  visible  unto  thy  servants 
and  thy  glory  unto  their  children.  May  the  tender  mercy  of  the 
Eternal  our  God  be  upon  us  and  confirm  the  work  of  our  hands 
unto  us,  and  the  work  of  our  hands  do  thou  establish  it.

They  who  made  them,  shall  be  like  them, 
and  all  who  put  their  trust  in  them.  Ye  house  of  Israel, 
8less  the  Eternal!  Ye  house  of  Aaron!  Bless  the  Eternal! 
Ye  house  of  Levi!  Bless  the  Eternal!  Ye  that  fear  the 
Eternal,  bless  the  Eternal!  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  from  Zioiu 
who  dwelleth  in  Jerusalem.  Hallelujah! 
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Give  thanks  unto  the  Eternal,  for  he  is  gracious ; 
for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.

He  who  fashioneth  their 
hearts,  perceiveth  all  their  deeds.  The  King  doth  not  get 
victory  by  the  multitude  of  his  host,  neither  is  the  hera 
saved  by  the  greatness  of  his  strength.  Vain  is  the  horse 
for  safety  it  cannot  deliver  by  the  meere  greatness  of  his. 
strength.  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Eternal  is  upon  those  who 
fear  him,  upon  those  who  await  his  mercy.  To  deliver  their 
soul  .  from  death,  and  to  preserve  them  alive  in  famine.  Oar 
soul  waiteth  for  the  Eternal,  he  is  our  help  and  our  shield. 
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For  in  him  our  heart  shall  rejoice,  because  we  do  confide 
sb  his  holy  name.  Let  thy  mercy,  0  Eternal  be  upon  us, 
as  we  hope  in  thee. 

A  Psalm  and  song  for  the  Sabbath  day.  It  is  good  to

But  thou 
exaltest  my  horn,  like  the  horn  of  the  buffle.  I  shall  be 
saturated  with  fresh  oil;  mine  eye  shall  behold  those  who 
are  lurking  for  me,  and  my  ears  shall  hear  when  male- 
factors rise  up  against  me.  The  righteous  shall  flourish 
like  the  palm-tree,  like  the  cedar  on  Lebanon  shall  he  grow. 
Planted  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  in  the  courts  of  our 
God  shall  they  flourish.  They  sail  bring  forth  fruit  in  old 
age,  they  shall  be  fat  and  flourishing.

The  Eternal  is  gracious,  and  full  of  compassion, 
long-suffering  and  abounding  in  mercy.  The  Eternal  is  kind 
unto  all,  and  his  mercies  are  extended  over  all  his  works. 
All  thy  works  shall  praise  thee,  0  Eternal!  and  thy  pious 
ones  shall  bless  thee.  Of  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom  shall 
they  speak,  and  talk  of  thy  power.  To  make  known  his 
migthy  acts  unto  the  children  of  men,  and  the  glorious 
splendour  of  his  kingdom.  Thy  kingdom  is  an  everlasting 
kingdom,  and  thy  dominion  throughout  all  generations.  The 
Eternal  upholdeth  all  who  fall,  and  raiseth  up  all  who  are 
bowed  down.

Praise  him,  ye  heaven  of  heavens,  and 
ye  waters  that  are  above  the  skies.  Let  them  praise  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  for  he  commanded  and  they  were  created. 
He  established  their  places  for  ever,  gave  a  law  which  shalfi 
not  pass  away.  Praise  the  Eternal  from  the  earth,  ye  sea- 
monsters  and  all  ye  depths.  Fire  and  hail,  snow  and  vapour, 
the  storm-wind  all  fulfill  his  word.  Ye  mountains  and  all 
hills,  fruit-trees,  and  all  cedars,  ye  beasts  and  all  cattle, 
creeping  reptiles  and  winged  fowl,  kings  of  the  earth  and

Thine,  0 
Eternal!  is  the  greatness,  omnipotence,  glory,  victory,  and 
majesty;   for  all  that  is  in  heaven  and  on  earth  is  thine; 
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thine  is  the  kingdom,  0  Eternal!  and  thou  art  exalted  as 
Supreme  above  all.  Riches  and  honour  proceed  from  thee, 
and  thon  rulest  over  all;  in  thy  hand  is  power  and  might, 
and  it  is  in  thy  power  to  make  great,  and  to  give  strength 
unto  all.  Now  therefore  0  God,  we  give  thanks  unto  thee; 
and  sing  praises  to  thy  glorious  name.  —  Thou  art  Lord 
alone,  thou  hast  made  the  heavens,  the  highest  heavens, 
with  all  their  host,  the  earth,  and  all  things  that  are 
thereon,  the  seas,  and  all  that  is  therein ;  thou  preservest 
them  all  and  the  heavenly  host  worship  thee.  Thou  art  the 
Lord  God,  who  chose  Abram,  brought  him  forth  out  of 
Ur-Kasdim  and  gavest  him  the  name  of  Abraham.  And 
finding  his  heart  faithful  unto  thee,  didst  establish  a  cove- 
nant with  him,  to  give  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  the 
Hittites,  the  Amorites,  the  Perizzites,  the  Jebusites,  and 
the  Girgashites  to  his  seed,  and  thou  didst  fulfil  thy  word, 
for  thou,  0  Eternal,  art  just.  And  thou  didst  see  the 
afflication  of  onr  ancestors  in  Egypt,  and  thou  didst  hear 
their  cry  by  the  Read  Sea;  and  displayed  sings  and 
wonders  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  servants,  and  upon 
all  the  people  of  his  land,  for  thou  knewest  they  dealt 
tyrannically  against  them;  thus  didst  thou  get  a  glorious 
name,  even  unto  this  day.  And  thou  didst  divide  the  sea 
before  them,  so  that  they  traversed  the  sea  as  on  dry  land 
and  their  pursuers  didst  thou  cast  into  the  depths,  like  a 
stone  into  the  mighty  waters.  — 

Thus  the  Eternal  saved  Israel  on  that  day  out  of  the 
hand  of  the  Egyptians,  and  Israel  beheld  the  Egyptians 
dead  on  the  seashore.  And  when  Israel  saw  the  mighty 
work  which  the  Eternal  had  displayed  upon  Egypt  then 
did  the  people  reverence  the  Eternal,  and  they  believed 
in  the  Eternal  and  in  Moses  his  servant.

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Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  this  song-  to 
the  Eternal,  and  said  as  follows:  I  will  sing  to  the  Eternal, 
for  he  is  gloriously  sublime:  the  horse  and  his  rider  hath 
he  thrown  into  the  sea.  The  Eternal  is  my  strength  and 
song,  and  he  is  become  my  salvation;  he  is  my  God,  and 
1  will  glorify  him;  my  father's  God,  and  1  will  exalt  him 
The  Eternal  is  a  man  of  war:  the  Eternal  is  his  name. 
Pharaoh's  chariots  and  his  army  hath  he  cast  into  the  sea: 
and  the  choicest  of  his  fighting-men  are  sunk  in  the  Red 
sea.  The  murmuring  depths  have  covered  them:  they  went 
down  to  the  bottom  as  a  stone.  Thy  right  hand,  0  Eternal, 
is  become  glorious  in  power:  thy  right  hand,  0  Eternal, 
hath  dashed  in  pieces  the  enemy.  And  in  the  greatness 
of  thine  excellency  thou  hast  overthrown  them  that  rose 
up  against  thee  :  thou  sentest  forth  thy  wrath,  which  con- 
sumed them  as  stubble.  And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils 
the  waters  were  heaped  up,  the  floods  stood  as  a  mound, 
and  the  murmuring  depths  were  congealed  in  the  heart 
of  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I  will  overtake, 
I  will  divide  the  spoil;  my  soul  shall  be  full  of  them;  I 
will  draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall  dispossess  them.  Thou 
didst  blow  with  thy  wind,  the  sea  covered  them:  they 
dropped  like  lead  in  the  mighty  waters.  Who  is  like  thee, 
0  Eternal,  among*  the  mighty  beings?  who  is  like  thee, 
glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises,  doing-  wonderful 
things?  Thou  stretchedst  out  thy  right  hand,  the  earth 
swallowed  them.  Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth  the 
people  which  thou  hast  redeemed:  thou  hast  conducted 
them  in  thy  mig-ht  to  the  abode  of  the  holiness.  People 
shall  hear,  and  be  afraid:  pangs  shall  seize  the  inhabitants 
of  Palashath.  Then  the  chieftains  of  Edom  shall  be  amaze<U 
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the  powerful  of  Moab,  quaking  shall  seize  them;  all  the- 
inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  despond.  Horror  and  dread  shall 
fall  upon  them;  by  the  greatness  of  thine  arm  they  shall 
be  as  still  as  a  stone;  till  thy  people  pass,  0  Eternal,  till 
the  people  pass,  which  thou  hast  purchased.  Thou  shall 
bring  them  in,  and  plant  them  in  the  mountain  of  thine 
inheritance,  in  the  establishment,  0  Eternal,  which  thou  hast 
made  for  thy  residence,  in  the  sanctuary,  0  Eternal,  which- 
thy  hands  have  established.  The  Eternal  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever. 

For  unto  the  Eternal  is  the  sovereignty,  and  he  governs 
the  nations.  And  deliverers  shall  ascend  Mount  Zion,  to* 
judge  the  mount  of  Esau,  and  the  kingdom  shall  be  the 
Eternal's.  And  the  Eternal  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth; 
on  that  day  the  Eternal  shall  be  one,  and  his  name  be  one. 
And  thus  it  is  written  in  thy  law:  „Hear,  0  Israel!  th& 
Eternal  our  God,  the  Eternal  is  One." 

The  soul  of  whatsoever  hath  life  bless  thy  name,  0  Lord, 
our  God!  the  spirit  of  all  flesh,  continually  glorify  and 
extol  thy  memorial,  0  our  King!  thou  arf  God  from  eter- 
nity to  eternity  and  besides  thee  we  acknowledge  neither 
king,  redeemer  nor  saviour;  thou  redeemest,  delivereth, 
maintainest  and  hast  compassion  with  us,  in  all  times  of 
trouble  and  distress!  we  have  no  King  but  thee.  Thou  art 
God  of  the  first;  and  God  of  the  last;  the  God  of  alB 
creatures,  the  Lord  of  all  generations.  Thou  art  adored] 
with  all  manner  of  praise;  who  governeth  the  Universe  with 
tenderness,  and  thy  creatures  with  mercy.  The  Lord  neither 
slumbereth  nor  sleepeth,  but  rouseth  those  who  sleep,  awa- 
keneth  those  who  slumber,  he  causeth  the  dumb  to  speak  ; 
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he  looseneth  those  thai  are  bound;  he  supporteth  the  fallen, 
and  he  raiseth  up  those  who  are  bowed  down ;  and  therefore, 
unto  thee  alone  do  we  worship.
